REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

One  should  think  of  the  Orphanage  as  a  home,  only  on  a 
much  larger  scale  than  the  ordinary  home.  The  Baptist  Orph- 
anage at  Thomasville  and  the  Kennedy  Home  c.re  doing  a  great 
work  in  taking  boys  and  girls  that  are  left  alone  in  the  world 
and  training  them  for  life  of  usefulness  for  the  future— both 
morally  end  spiriturlly.  There  are  now,  as  same  as  usual,  a 
large  number  of  children  in  both  these  homes.    There  are  also 


a  large  number  of  children  cared  for  through  the  Mothers'  aid. 
Children  are  received  into  the  Orphanage  between  the  ages  of 
two  and  twelve  yerrs  and  dismissed  according  to  preparation 
rather  than  ages-  There  are  a  large  number  of  applications  go- 
ing in  each  month,  and  most  of  them  turned  away  for  the  Lack 
of  room.  The  expense  of  these  homes  are  more  than  one  might 
think,  unless  they  had  informed  themselves  of  what  it  cost  to 
operate  children's  homes.  h 
Let  us,  therefore,  recommend  that  each  church  of  this 
association  boost  the  once  a  month  collection  in  their  Sunday 
School,  as  the  chief  support  of  these  homes  are  from  the  Sun- 
day School  and  the  Thanksgiving  offering.  Let  us  quote  from 
Jrmes,  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  the  widows  in  their  affliction 
and  keep  ourselves  unspotted  from  the  world.  Let  us  therefore 
not  visit  them  in  person  only,  but  also  with  our  prayers  and 
our  money  as  well.

Annuity  benefactors  ministers,  8  3,  widows,  59;  orphans,  3;  to- 
tal, 145.  Grand  total,  1,592.  Receipts  for  the  year,  $3,678,-

tribute to  this  borrd  for  old  ministers  who  have  gone  through 
their  lives  on  small  salaries.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  and  endorse  the  report 
in  your  last  yer-rs  minute- 

We,  your  committee,  make  the  following  report: 

We  believe  the  Sunday  School  to  be  second  to  no  other 
organization  in  stamping  upon  the  minds  of  the  children  the 
necessity  of  becoming  Christians  when  they  reach  the  years  of 
accountability,  provided  it  is  properly  conducted. 

This  is  one  of  the  greatest  institutions  in  helping  the 
adnlt  to  keep  in  the  straight  t  nd  narrow  way. 

Therefore  we  recommend  that  the  parents  take  the  chil- 
dren to  Sunday  School  and  not  send  them. 

The  superintendent  and  teachers  are  important  factors  in 
conducting  the  Sunday  School.  They  should  be  carefully  selected 
;  aid  none  but  straight  forward  Christians  should  be  elected  to 
fill  those  responsible  positions. 

Let  us  all  strive  together  to  make  our  Sunday  Schools 
beUer  and  have  an  evergreen  school  in  each  church  in  this  as- 
sociation. Also  we  would  be  glad  that  every  Sunday  School  in 
this  association  be  represented  in  the  Edwrrds  Township  Sun- 
day School  Convention  «aind  reap  the  benefits  of  the  seed  that  are 
sown  there. 

We  feel  greatly  pleased  with  our  Sunday  Schools  as  they 
are,  but  we  cannot  say  thrt  we  are  utterly  satisfied,  and  with 
the  proper  effort  we  feel  the  work  can  be  established  and  we 


would  like  for  an  assemblage  of  the  superintendents,  teachers 
and  co-workers  of  the  Sunday  School  in  a  round  table  discussion 
r.t  every  session  of  our  conventions.

Moved,  That  Constitution  Rules  of  Decorum  and 
Articles  of  Faith  be  printed  in  our  Association  Min- 
utes. 

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist 
Association,  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the 
churches;  each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all 
regular  ordained  ministers  rs  members  ex  officio- 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  Christ's  Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  re- 
spective church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and 
communicating  information  relative  to  the  strte  of  the  church 
and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a 
Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  others  rre  chosen.  The  last  two  offices 
may  be  held  by  the  same  Individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meet- 
ings of  business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  rppeal  of  the  house  by  any 
member  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and 
correct  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the 
Association  and  keep  a  minute  of  each  session  rnd  to  perform 
other  duties  assigned  to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct 
record  of  all  the  funds  coming  into  his  hands  and  report  the 
same  at  the  order  of  the  Associrtion. 

8-  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting 
of  five  members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  querries,  together  with  all 
letters  from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention 
thereon,  sh  11  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements, 
and  reported  back  to  the  Association. 


10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise 
lordship  over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  ad- 
visory council  in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulations 
of  the  churches. 

11.  When  rn  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one 
church  against  another,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have 
arisen  in  an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Asso- 
ciation (after  due  labors  hrve  been  had  between  the  offending 
and  the  offended  churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case 
be,  to  take  the  matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12".  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellow- 
ship towards  any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and 
preserve  Gospel  order  among  their  members,  nor  any  of  her 
churches  or  ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt; 
but  shall  sustain  with  all  her  influence,  such  rs  promote  Gospex 
principles  and  order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite 
visiting  and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  en- 
titled to  speak  on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  in  r  11  cases,  (except  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone 
through  the  business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary 
cases. 

15.  E  ch  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may 
appear  as  such  on  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the 
minutes  of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
churches  to  en:  ble  her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustain- 
ed by  voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall 
be  held  by  the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

19.  The  .Association  shall  hold  an  annual  session  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  body  may,  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  mry  be  an 
Introductory,  Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached 
each  annual  session. 

2  0.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  rt  any 
time,  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 
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21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar 
or  test  of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be 'free  to  sustain  or  not  su- 
stain as  they  choose. 

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the 
names  of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise 
from  his  seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking, 
shall  not  be  interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  rdhere  to  the  sub- 
ject, and  use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself 
without  leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one 
subject  without  lerve  of  the  Association. 

S.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during 
the  sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public 
speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in 
any  other  appellation  but  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or 
prohibit  him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  sub- 
ject, unless  he  breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association 
shall  be  called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  srme  privileges 
as  an  other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall 
have  no  vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  .to  by 
the  Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  rnd  seconded  shall  come  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the 
member  who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break 
any  of  these  rules,  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they 
sh>.  11  think  proper. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Tes- 
tament are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and 
Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  mr.n's 
impotency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by 
nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerat- 
ed and  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  r  11  who  are  thus 
regenerated  and  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never 
fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  rre  justified  in  the  sight  of 
God  by  the  imputed  Righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are 
ordinances  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only 
subjects  of  those  ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true 
mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8-  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  rnd  a  gen- 
eral judgment,  and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  pun- 
ishment of  the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer 
the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  call- 
ed, i  nd  come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

We  have  500  children  at  Thomasville,  135  at  Kennedy  Home 
branch,  and  275  in  Mothers  Aid  Department,  which  makes  a  total 
of  910  we  are  caring  for  this  year.  They  are  all  getting  along 
nicely  and  we  have  very  few  sick  at  this  time. 

We  have  striven  to  do  God's  will  in  this  task.  A  good  year  has 
been  enjoyed  in  every  department.  The  farm,  dairy,  trucking,  and 
the  hogs,  all  have  turned  out  well. 

There  are  two  things  that  have  given  us  much  concern.  We 
cannot  answer  all  the  calls  that  come  for  help.  Then  our  income 
from  churches  has  dropped  off  greatly.  From  January  1,  1931,  to 
Sept.  1,  1931,  our  receipts  dropped  $10,000.00. 

We  earnestly  recommend  to  churches  in  this  Association: 

1.  That  every  church  give  an  offering  to  the  Orphanage  once 
a  month. 

2.  Tjhat  every  church  send  a  Thanksgiving  offering  to  the 
Orphanage  during  Thanksgiving  season.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

On  November  11th,  1885,  the  first  child  was  received  into  the 
Home.  The  last  one  enrolled,  not  including  Mother's  Aid,  on 
October  1,  1931,  runs  the  number  to  2916.  On  June  4,  1932,  there 
were  632  children  in  the  Home.  There  were  696  enrolled  in  the 
Home  last  year. 

We  now  have  298  children  with  74  mothers  cared  for  in  their  own 
homes  by  Mother's  Aid.  From  the  beginning  we  have  helped  by 
Mother's  Aid  929  children.  This  makes  3852  children  helped  by 
the  Home. 

Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  has  taken  up  his  work  in  place  of  Dr.  M.  L. 
Kesler  who  passed  through  ''The  Golden  Gates"  early  in  the  morn- 
ing of  August  27,  1932.  Dr.  Greer  is  God's  man  for  the  place.  Let 
us  stand  by  him  by  making  an  offering  once  a  month  through  our 
Sunday  Schools  and  a  big  Thanksgiving  Offering  on  November  24. 
We  now  have  twelve  churches  in  the  Elkin  Association.  There  is 
not  a  Sunday  School  that  cannot  give  at  least  one  dollar  per  month 
for  the  home.

The  Missionary  spirit  was  born  in  the  heart  of  Christ  our  Saviour, 
who  said  to  His  disciples  in  Acts  1:8,  "But  ye  shall  receive  power 
after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you;  ye  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea  and  in  Samaria  and 
unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth."

people  put  their  names  down  as  Christians  last  census.  There  are 
29,199  Foreign  Missionaries  and  157,735  native  workers  conducting 
work  in  4,598  stations. 

After  all  our  weak  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

The  first  child  was  received  into  the  Orphanage  on  Nov.  11, 
1885.  'The  last  one  enrolled,  not  including  mothers'  aid,  July 
24,  1933,  runs  the  nuimber  up  to  3,022. 

F'or  13  years  mothers'  aid  work  has  been  in  operation.  We 
are  now  aiding  in  their  own  home  215  children  with  5  5  moth- 
ers. These  added  to  the  number  now  present  in  the  Orphanage 
make  848  children  in  the  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

The  institution  was  at  first  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Orphanage  Association.  But  after  a  few  years  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  adopted  it  as  one  of  its  children. 

It  has  been  operated  under  a  charter  which  has  been  amend- 
ed five  times,  the  last  one  recommended  by  the  192  8  session  of 
the  convention,  which  changed  the  name  from  the  Thomasville 
Baptist  Orphanage  to  the  Mills  Home,  in  honor  of  the  founder 
of  the  orphanage  work  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Orphanage  has  had  four  general  managers:  J.  H.  Mills, 
from  1885  to  1895;  J.  B.  Boone,  from  1895  to  1905;  M.  L. 
Kesler,  from  190  5  to  19  32.  I.  G.  Greer,  who  took  up  the  work 
in  place  of  Mr.  Kesler,.  who  went  to  this  great  reward  on  August 
27,  1932. 

The  present  policy  is  that  no  child  be  received  without  care- 
ful investigation.  Children  are  received  between  the  ages  of 
2  and  12  years,  and  dismissed  according  to  preparation  rather 
than  age. 
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The  chief  purpose  of  the  Home  is  to  produce  the  highest 
quality  of  men  and  women  possible  of  the  children  that  are 
admitted.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

Brethren  of  the  Elkin  Association:  There  never  has  been  a 
moment  from  the  earliest  dawn  of  civilization  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  when  the  subject  of  Temperance  has  appealed  to  and 
been  stressed  by  any  generation  of  people  as  it  should  be  now, 
by  Christian  people  everywhere. 

We  should  be  temperate  in  all  things,  especially  in  things 
that  tend  to  lower  morals  or  injure  health.  It  is  clearly  the 
duty  of  all  people  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  all  alcoholic  bev- 
erages and  narcotics.  The  use  of  alcohol,  or  any  intoxicating 
drink,  used  as  a  beverage,  either  legal  or  illegal,  is  a  curse. 
Alcohol  is,  perhaps,  the  greatest  curse  known  to  humanity. 
Drunkenness  is  one  of  our  greatest  evils.  The  Scriptures  say 
no  drunkards  shall  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Drunk- 
enness, at  the  present  time,  is  perhaps  doing  more  injury  to  the 
home,  the  church  and  the  community  than  any  other  evil. 

We,  therefore,  solicit  the  co-operation  of  Baptists  every- 
where and  especially  the  Baptists  of  the  Elkin  Association,  to 
stress  the  importance  of  'Temperance  in  this  great  crisis  of  to- 
day.

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

The  crowning  work  of  our  Master  was  the  atonement  for  sin 
to  redeem  us  from  death.  The  climax  of  His  message  to  men 
was  to  go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  Matt.  28:19.  But 
ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in 
all  Judea,  and  Samaria  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth,  Acts  1:8.  In  this  co/mmission  there  is  State,  Home  and 
Foreign  missions. 

We  are  glad  that  we  as  Baptists  received  this  challenge  and 
sent  out  the  first  foreign  missionary  since  the  days  of  Paul. 
William  Carey  from  England,  Adoniram  Judson  and  Luther 
Rice  from  America,  to  India.  Since  that  time  God  lias  richly 
blessed  the  work.  A  number  of  our  strongest  churches  in  our 
own  state  had  their  beginning  with  State  Missions.  The 
Home  Mission  task  is  to  give  the  foreigners,  Indians  and  negroes 
within  our  own  territory  the  Gospel  of  Jesus.  There  are  more 
than  nineteen  million  such  in  our  southland.  This  is  a  big  task 
but  a  glorious  opportunity.  Then  out  to  the  uttermost  parts  of 
the  earth  to  those  who  are  dying  without  Christ.  Let  us  live, 
pray  and  give  for  our  lost  brothers'  sake,  at  home  and  across 
the  sea.

N.  C,  ably  discussed  it. 

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

The  work  of  State  Missions  has  come  to  embrace  many  activi- 
ties and  interests.  In  the  beginning  State  Missions  aided  only 
weak  and  struggling  churches  in  strategic  centers.  And  some 
of  them  have  now  become  our  strongest  churches. 

In  more  recent  times  other  activities  have  been  added  and 
have  become  a  part  of  State  Mission  program.  Such  as  aiding 
pastors  of  weak  churches,  building  programs,  Sunday  School 
revivals,  training  teachers,  equipments,  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work,  etc. 
Also  Christian  education,  aid  to  sick  soldiers  at  Oteen,  minis- 
tering to  the  Indians  in  North  Carolina,  and  aid  to  our  negro 
brethren  which  number  about  a  quarter  million  in  this  state. 

These  agencies  are  only  instruments  or  means,  the  purpose  is 
to  make  North  Carolina  Christian,  not  only  in  name  but  in  fact. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  would  invite  Southern  Baptists  to 
think  of  Home  Mission  work  in  the  light  of  present-day  .world 
movements.  The  old  frontiers  of  Home  Missions  have  passed  and 
new  frontiers  have  taken  their  place.  The  "man  who  does  not 
have  a  chance''  in  the -home  land  today  is  not  on  the  far-flung 
horizon  line,  but  in  the  congested  sections  of  our  cities.  And 
these  cities  are  more  and  more  becoming  pagan  in  their  thought 
and  life. 

The  Indians,  the  foreigners,  the  Jews,  the  deaf  mutes,  the 
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underprivileged,  and  the  negroes  are  our  field,  and  together 
they  "cover  Dixie  like  the  dew.'' 

The  board  has  in  all  202  missionaries  and  workers.  It  is 
maintaining  over  400  mission  stations  and  preaching  places;  five 
goodwill  centers,  two  rescue  missions,  and  a  seamen's  institute; 
it  has  fifteen  schools  operated  by  its  missionaries,  it  is  operat- 
ing a  tubercular  sanatorium;  and  has  a  building  and  loan  de- 
partment with  over  a  million  dollars  loaned  to  churches. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  paid  over  $700,000  on  its  debts 
and  the  mission  work  since  192  8. 

Foreign  Missions  are  doing  work  in  14  countries,  Southern 
Baptists  have  only  39  4  missionaries.  Seven  years  ago  there  were 
5  4  4.  The  figures  themselves  tell  a  story  of  closed  hospitals  and 
schools,  abandoned  stations  and  forsaken  native  workers;  over- 
worked missionaries  and  lost  opportunities.  But  the  days  of  re- 
treat have  passed.  The  Foreign  Mission  work  is  facing  forward 
and  onward.  Already  great  victories  for  Christ  are  being  won. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  stayed  within  its  budget.  This 
is  'he  firm  resolve  for  all  future.  The  debts  have  been  reduced  in 
a  great  way  during  the  past  few  months.

Children  are  received 
between  two  and  twelve  years  of  age,  and  dismissed  according 
to  preparation  rather  than  age.  The  present  superintendent  is 
I.  G.  Greer.  We  recommend  that  our  people  give  liberally  to 
the  support  of  this  institution  (as  it  is  kept  up  by  our  support. 
The  Bible  says  that  pure  and  undefiled  religion  is  this,  to  visit 
the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction  and  keep  ourselves 
unspotted  from  the  world.

Thomas  C.  DeBorde  was  born  November  13,  18  58,  departed 
this  life  Febuary  13,  19  34.  making  his  stay  on  earth  7  5  years 
and  three  months.  He  was  married  to  Clarissa  J.  Blackburn, 
and  to  this  union  was  born  eight  children,  seven  diving  and  one 
dead.  He  professed  a  hope  in  Christ  at  about  the  age  of  2  0 
years,  and  joined  the  Baptist  church  at  Roaring  River,  two 
miles  west  of  Traphill.  About.  18  90  he  moved  his  membership 
to  Traphill  where  (in  the  opinion  of  the  writer)  he  took  part 
in  organizing  the  present  Baptist  church  there.

If  we  would  take  part  in  this  great  work  and  live 
that  Christ-like  life  as  we  are  commanded  in  the  Holy  Bible  we 
should,  use  our  means  and  influence  to  help  carry  it  out.  A  good 
way  to  do  this  is  to  help  support  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Win- 
ston-Salem. 

This  hospital  was  authorized  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
Nov.  17,  1920.  It  was  chartered  Dec.  27,  1922.  It  began  opera- 
tions May  28,  1923.  This  hospital  now  has  a  staff  of  45  train- 
ed and  in-training  nurses.  Three  resident  doctors  and  60  medical 
and  surgical  doctors  who  belong  to  their  staff. 

Since  its  opening  in  1923  this  hospital  has  had  over  26,000  pa- 
tients, about  one-half  of  these  have  been  part  pay  and  free  pa- 
tients. Not  being  a  profit  sharing  institution  every  available  dol- 
lar goes  to  make  it  a  better  place  for  the  sick.

Pastoral  assistance,  about  130  churches  being  aided  at  this 
time.

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  in  all  departments  and  fields  of 
its  work  228  missionaries  with  18  additional  workers  in  the  San- 
itorium,  schools  and  good  will  centers.  It  maintains  598  stations 
and  preaching  places;  operating  in  whole  or  in  part  5  Good- Will 
Centers,  2  Rescue  Missions  and  a  Seaman's  Institute;  has  29 
schools  operated  by  missionaries  in  Panama,  Cuba  and  the  home- 
land, and  is  operating  the  Southern  Baptist  Sanitorium  in  El 
Paso,  Texas,  which  has  since  October,  1930,  paid  its  operating 
expenses;  the  Board  also  has  a  building  and  loan  department  with 
$1,176,000  loaned  to  churches.  The  Board  last  year  put  36  new 
missionaries  in  the  field  and  opened  76  new  missions. 

Ninety  years  ago  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  was  organized 
and  on  August  4,  1845,  appointed  Samuel  Clopton  and  wife  as  the 
first  missionaries  of  the  Board  to  South  China.  Clopton  lived  but 
one  year  after  reaching  Canton,  but  today,  we  have  in  South 
China  what  some  consider  to  be  the  greatest  Baptist  Mission  in 
the  world. 

Today  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  388  missionaries  and 
from  these  comes  the  report  that  there  has  been  a  net  gain  of 
21,733  in  church  membership. 

Brethren,  these  reports  and  figures  challenge  our  prayers  and 
purses.    Shall  we  meet  the  challenge?

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  world's  greatest  teacher,  Jesus  Christ,  placed  teaching  the 
gospel  next  to  preaching  the  gospel.  He  said  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."  It  is  in 
obedience  to  His  command  that  the  churches  maintain  the  Bible 
teaching  agency,  the  Sunday  School. 

When  first  organized  the  Sunday  school  was  for  neglected 
children  only.  Teachers  were  paid.  The  chief  purpose  was  to 
give  the  children  the  first  rudiments  of  an  education.  In  due 
time  Bible  teaching  was  given  major  emphasis  and  teachers  be- 
came volunteers.  The  Sunday  school  movement  has  been  a  his- 
tory-making movement.  Out  of  it  has  come  many  of  the  rich 
and  purifying  things  that  have  gone  into  the  fabric  of  human 
society.  It  has  been  since  its  organization  and  is  now  a  power- 
ful and  practical  barrier  to  error,  doubt,  unbelief  and  unsound 
religious  conviction.  It  has  counteracted  a  flood  of  evil  influences 
which  have  threatened  to  ingulf  hopelessly  all  vestiges  of  Chris- 
tianity as  a  vitalizing  force  in  the  world. 

We  believe  the  Sunday  school  is  "by  divine  providence  in  our 
hands  an  institution  with  a  wonderful  history,  magnificent 
achievements  and  untold  potentialities."  The  army  of  thirty- 
three  millions  of  members  and  three  and  a  half  million  teachers 
and  officers  is  the  greatest  army  of  religious  workers  in  the 
world.  Yet  in  America  only  one  person  in  four  is  in  Sunday 
school.  Our  observation  and  experiences  lead  us  to  conclude  that 
one  person  in  four  is  the  average  for  our  Association. 

There  are  now  12  churches  with  2,213  members  in  this  Asso- 
ciation. In  these  churches  there  are  12  Sunday  schools  with  an 
enrollment  of  1,717  pupils  and  118  teachers  and  officers.  Sun- 
day school  enrollment  should  be  larger  than  church  membership. 
All  church  members  should  be  members  of  the  Bible  school,  plus 
all  who  are  not  members  of  the  church.  There  is  a  place  in  one 
of  the  departments  of  the  school  for  every  person.  Any  who  are 
too  young  to  attend  Bible  school  should  be  enrolled  in  the  Cradle 
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Roll  Department.  All  who  cannot  or  will  not  attend  should  be 
enrolled  in  the  Extension  Department.  Responsibility  for  en- 
rolling pupils  rests  upon  the  teachers  and  officers  of  the  school 
more  than  any  one  else. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  school  is  Christian  education.  As  a 
school  it  is  an  educational  agency  in  its  own  right  seeking  to 
make  education  Christian.  Its  right  and  power  is  in  disseminat- 
ing truth.  Jesus  said  "Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall 
make  you  free." 

Christian  education  seeks  desirable  changes  in  human  charac- 
ter and  conduct.  It  seeks  to  impart  truth  to  the  multitudes,  to 
transmit  knowledge  about  religion,  to  stimulate,  guide  and  en- 
rich Christian  experience  based  on  the  Bible.  Christian  educa- 
tion is  not  a  substitute  for  evangelism  but  a  means  of  preparing 
the  way  for  evangelism,  making  evangelism  more  effective  and 
following  up  evangelism  that  it  may  be  more  fruitful.  It  has  as 
its  objective  the  leading  of  the  lost  to  Jesus  Christ,  to  help 
Christians  to  acquire  valuable  knowledge,  develop  right  attitudes, 
make  right  choices,  live  the  abundant  life,  develop  Christian 
character  and  to  secure  an  effective  church  membership  com- 
mitted to  the  whole  program  of  Christ  for  the  whole  world. 

In  presenting  this  report  we  urge  renewed  acceptance  by  the 
churches  of  the  Sunday  school  as  an  instrument  in  the  hands  of 
Christian  people  to  magnify  preaching,  to  promote  preaching  at- 
tendance, enlist  and  train  more  people  in  teaching  the  Bible,  keep 
Bible  teaching  under  church  control,  magnify  and  emphasize  the 
use  of  the  Bible,  secure  universal  study  of  the  Bible,  teach  Bap- 
tist doctrines,  win  the  lost  for  Christ,  teach  Missions,  train  and 
enlist  in  Missionary  practice. 

It  is  further  urged  that  all  of  the  churches  in  this  Association 
set  for  their  schools  worthy  goals  for  the  ensuing  year:  a  mini- 
mum of  ten  per  cent  increase  in  enrollment,  two  to  four  train- 
ing classes  using  books  in  the  New  Training  Courre  for  Sunday 
school  workers,  preferably  those  in  the  diploma  group,  a  larger 
active  personnel,  additional  and  improved  equipment,  the  Stand- 
ard of  Excellence  as  a  program  of  work  for  the  school,  the  Six 
Pomt  Record  System  as  a  program  of  work  for  the  pupil,  the 
school  graded  and  a  positive  evangelistic  emphasis  placed  on  all 
that  is  done  in  class  room,  department  assembly  and  pulpit. 

To  aid  the  churches  with  their  Bible  teaching  work  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  maintains  a  Department  of  Sunday  School 
Work  with  Perry  Morgan,  Secretary,  and  L.  L.  Morgan,  Field 
Worker,  Raleigh.  Their  services  ae  available  without  cost  to 
the  chuches  for  training  classes,  conferences,  Sunday  School  Re- 
vivals, Enlargement  Campaigns,  Associational  Conventions,  and 
all  other  types  of  meetings.  The  Department  will  furnish  tracts, 
postage  paid,  on  any  and  all  phases  of  the  work  to  any  church 
requesting  the  same  of  Secretary  Perry  Morgan,  Raleigh. 
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Finally,  your  Committee  recommends  larger  use  of  the  Asso- 
ciational  Sunday  School  Organization  to:  supplement  the  time 
allotted  in  the  Annual  Meeting  for  more  adequate  discussion  of 
plans  and  methods  for  Sunday  school  work,  to  aid  in  reaching 
churches  unenlisted  in  the  Baptist  program,  to  serve  as  a  bar- 
rier to  inroads  and  assaults  made  upon  the  churches  by  outside 
cults  and  sects  seeking  to  lead  our  people  away  from  the  paths 
blazed  by  our  forefathers,  to  help  weak  churches  in  their  strug- 
gles against  unsound  and  unwholesome  influences  that  tend  to 
undermine  their  faith,  to  preserve  and  propagate  distinctive  Bap- 
tist principles,  methods  and  doctrines,  to  protect  our  schools 
from  heretical,  unbiblical  and  anti-Baptist  teachings  and  to  uni- 
fy our  churches  in  all  their  work.  "Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren, 
by  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the  same 
thing,  and  that  there  be  no  division  among  you;  but  that  ye  be 
perfectly  joined  together  in  the  same  mind,  and  in  the  same 
judgment" — the  Apostle  Paul  in  1  Cor.

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REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

The  first  child  was  received  into  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North 
Carolina  on  November  11th,  1885,  nearly  fifty  one  years  ago.  Since  that 
time  by  adopting  and  pursuing  a  wise  financial  policy,  the  orphanage  has 
accumulated  assets  worth  more  than  a  million  dollars  and  has  rendered 
aid  to  more  than  four  thousand  needy  children. 

The  orphanage  was  first  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Orphanage  Association.  Later  the  Baptist  State  Board  took  it  over.  It 
has  been  operated  under  a  charter  which  has  been  amended  five  times. 
The  convention  of  1928  changed  the  name  from  the  Thomasville  Baptist 
Orphanage  to  the  Mills  Home  in  honor  of  its  founder — John  H.  Mills.  At 
the  meeting  of  the  convention  in  1934  the  name  was  changed  to  Baptist 
Orphanage  of  North  Carolina. 

The  administrative  office,  with  I.  G.  Greer,  general  superintendent 
and  R.  D.  Covington,  treasurer,  is  located  at  Thomasville.  The  orphanage 
operates  two  homes,  The  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  and  The  Kennedy 
Home  at  Kinston.  Perhaps  no  other  orphanage  in  all  the  world  is  so 
bound  up  with  the  Sunday  Schools  as  ours.  Almost  from  the  beginning 
the  main  support  has  come  from  the  once-a-month  offering  from  the  Sun- 
day Schools.  In  more  recent  years  the  Thanksgiving  offering  has  been  of 
immense  help. 

We  recommend  that  each  church  in  our  association  take  a  once-a- 
month  offering  in  their  Sunday  Schools  for  this  great  and  worthy  cause, 
,    or  at  least  send  a  Thanksgiving  offering. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  take  all  that  seek  admittance,  the  orphanage 
cares  for  every  child  it  possibly  can.  They  receive  children  between  the 
ages  of  two  and  twelve  years,  and  dismiss  them  according  to  preparation 
rather  than  age. 

The  annual  report  for  1935  shows  611  children  at  Thomasville  and 
Kennedy  Home  with  a  cost  of  $22.42  for  maintenance  for  each  child.  The 
expenses  average  $392.37  per  day;  one  barrel  of  flour  per  day,  four 
bushels  of  meal,  a  whole  beef  when  used  all  around,  six  bushels  of  sweet 
potatoes,  four  of  Irish  potatoes,  and  other  things  in  proportion.  Then 
seeing  what  a  great  expense  it  is  to  care  for  these  unfortunate  children 
that  are  deprived  of  father  or  mother,  won't  we  do  everything  in  our  power 
to  help  support  them.

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

A  State  mission  program  was  begun  as  early  as  1814.  Baptists  in  the 
South  who  believed  in  missions  gave  them  their  support.  In  fact  from 
1814  to  1845  the  money  which  Baptists  gave  for  missions  was  given 
through  the  Triennial  Convention,  organized  in  Philadelphia. 

In  later  years  Southern  Baptists  as  they  grew  in  wisdom  and  power 
and  evidently  in  favor  with  God  and  men,  created  other  agencies  and  in- 
stitutions until  now,  1936,  Southern  Baptists  have  several  agencies  and  in- 
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stitutions.  As  we  list  these  agencies  we  give  a  few  facts  concerning  what 
has  been  done  and  what  is  being  done. 

Foreign  Missions — It  has  sent  out  about  1000  missionaries.  It  has  18 
missions  in  14  countries.  It  now  has  about  400  missionaries  on  the  fields, 
about  2500  native  workers,  ordained  and  unordained.  It  has  about  2700 
churches  with  a  membership  of  over  200,000.  It  helps  to  maintain  266 
schools  with  about  20,000  students.  It  has  now  an  income  of  only  about 
$900,000. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  about  200  missionaries  and  workers,  and 
maintains  over  400  mission  stations  and  preaching  places,  5  goodwill  cen- 
ters, 2  rescue  missions  and  a  seaman's  Institute.  It  has  and  operates  15 
schools  and  furnishes  the  property  of  8  mountain  schools  to  local  boards 
free  of  charge.  It  assists  in  the  operation  of  a  Tubercular  Sanatorium. 
The  work  they  do  and  the  work  you  do  for  missionary  purposes,  is  for 
the  ongoing  of  the  kingdom.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  year  closing  June  30,  1937,  was  the  greatest  in  the  history  of 
the  14  years  of  ministry  of  the  Baptist  hospital,  located  at  Winston- 
Salem — greatest  in  number  of  patients  admitted,  in  number  of  church- 
es contributing  to  its  support,  and  greatest  in  amount  contributed. 

About  5,000  patients  applied  for  treatment  during  the  year.  Of 
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this  number  1,000  could  not  be  admitted  for  want  of  rooms.  The  hospi- 
tal never  turns  away  a  patient  as  long  as  there  is  an  empty  bed.  The 
nurses'  home  is  now  being  enlarged — the  capacity  doubled — also  plans 
are  under  way  to  enlarge  the  hospital. 

During  the  year  1,000  mothers  were  returned  to  their  3,000  child- 
ren; 4,000  patients  returned  home  to  20,000  fathers,  mothers,  brothers 
and  sisters,  and  200,000  interested  kinsmen  and  friends. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  5  internes,  66  doctors,  55  nurses.  The 
hospital  and  doctors  are  rendering  a  vast  amount  of  free  service  to 
sick  and  distressed  humanity — not  less  than  $160,000  for  the  year — 
these  patients  coming  from  practically  every  section  of  the  State. 

The  Hospital  depends  largely  on  the  Mothers'  Day  offering  for 
providing  treatment  to  those  who  cannot  pay.  This  offering  last  May 
was  a  little  more  than  $20,000.  Hospital  linen,  such  as  sheets,  pillow 
cases,  towels,  etc.,  has  been  donated  in  increased  quantities  this  year 
by  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  and  other  church  organizations. 

As  a  Christian  institution,  this  hospital  always  endeavors  to  min- 
ister to,  not  only  the  suffering  body,  but  to  the  distressed  mind  and 
spirit  as  well.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

The  first  child  was  received  into  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North 
Carolina  on  November  11th,  1885,  fifty-two  years  ago.  Since  that  time 
it  has  rendered  aid  to  more  than  four  thousand  needy  children. 

The  Orphanage  operates  two  homes.  The  Mills  Home  at  Thom- 
asville,  where  the  administration  office  is  located,  I.  G.  Greer,  general 
superintendent,  and  R.  D.  Covington,  treasurer.    The  Kennedy  Home 
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at  Kinston.  The  main  support  is  through  the  once-a-month  offering 
from  the  Sunday  School.  We  suggest  that  every  Sunday  School  swell 
these  offerings. 

We  recommend  that  every  church  in  our  Association  take  a  spe- 
cial Thanksgiving  offering  and  arrangements  be  made  that  some  of 
the  children  from  the  orphanage  come  to  one  of  our  churches  at 
Thanksgiving  time.  We  suggest  that  a  group  or  a  representative 
from  each  church  to  visit  the  homes  at  least  once  each  year  to  see  for 
themselves  just  what  is  being  done  by  the  Baptist  denomination.  Each 
Christian  is  commanded  to  be  doers  of  the  word.  We  can  do  this  by 
visiting  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction. 

Some  of  our  churches  have  already  adopted  the  birthday  offering 
for  the  Sunday  School.  Each  member  of  the  Sunday  School  that  has  a 
birthday  during  the  week,  put  a  penny  for  each  year  old  they  are  in 
the  birthday  offering  on  Sunday.  This  system  might  prove  successful 
for  all  the  churches  as  one  method  of  raising  funds. 

We  recommend  Bro.  H.  D.  Woodruff  as  our  orphanage  representa- 
tive through  whom  they  can  contact  with. 

May  we  co-operate  with  our  orphanage  more  in  the  year  to  come 
ttian  we  ever  have.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  is  one  of  the  great- 
est institutions  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

The  year  ending  June  80,  1938,  found  the  progress  of  this  hospital 
rapidly  increasing,  both  in  effort  and  spiritual  enthusiasm. 

This  hospital  has  a  staff  of  70  medical  and  surgical  doctors,  a 
specialist  for  every  case.  There  are  91  nurses,  besides  an  adequate 
number  of  special  graduate  nurses. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  are  increasing  every  year,  the 
churches  are  contributing  to  its  support  in  a  whole-hearted  way.  On 
September  the  first,  1938,  over  41,000  patients  had  entered  this  hos- 
pital since  it  was  established  May  28,  1923.  There  is  an  average  of 
346  admitted  each  month.  During  the  past  year  there  were  4,150 
patients  admitted  and  over  2,000  turned  away  for  lack  of  room.  This 
should  stir  the  heart  of  every  Christian  to  give  liberally  to  its  sup- 
port. "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  The  Baptist  Hos- 
pital exercises  an  unselfish  spirit,  in  its  service  of  opening  wide  its 
doors  to  every  hospital  case  of  God's  sick  and  suffering  humanity.  In 
both  his  ministry,  and  that  of  the  apostles  with  other  scriptural  teach  - 
ings, the  bodily  healing  of  the  sick  occupied  a  large  place  in  the  min- 
istry of  Jesus.  The  Baptist  Hospital  last  year  very  vitally  touched 
the  lives  of  20,000  fathers,  mothers,  brothers  and  sisters,  of  more 
than  4,000  patients  treated.  More  than  1,000  mothers  returned  to 
their  homes  to  gladden  the  hearts  of  more  than  3,000  children.  The 
need  for  more  room  and  equipment  has  become  a  serious  problem. 

The  superintendent  states  that  they  are  not  now  able  to  take 
much  more  than  one-half  of  the  patients  applying.

REPORT  ON  AGED  MINISTERS'  RELIEF 

Realizing  how  poorly  many  of  our  pastors  are  being  paid  for  the 
great  work  they  are  engaged  in  and  the  certainty  of  old  age,  every 
Southern  Baptist  should  be  interested  in  the  Aged  Ministers'  Relief. 

For  several  years  the  several  states  in  the  south  tried  to  carry  on 
this  work  themselves,  but  with  no  paid  secretary  and  some  busy  pastor 
to  look  after  their  work  their  efforts  were  not  as  successful  as  they 
wished.  So  about  twenty  years  ago  they  agreed  to  turn  the  work  over 
to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  body  appointed  the  Relief 
Board  and  located  it  at  Dallas,  Texas. 

Its  objects  may  be  stated  briefly  in  the  language  of  its  general 
secretary,  "To  minister  to  ministers,"  to  all  ministers  who  are  worthy 
and  needy  and  as  far  as  possible  to  help  relieve  their  wants. 

There  are  two  plans  by  which  ministers  of  this  class  may  obtain 
aid.  One  is  by  direct  relief  and  the  other  is  by  an  annuity  plan  which 
is  a  form  of  insurance  which  involves  the  co-operation  of  its  bene- 
ficiaries. 

The  Annuity  Board  has  a  small,  simple  plan  by  which  each  church 
member  can  help  our  aged  ministers  of  the  gospel.  This  plan,  if  all 
the  church  members  would  co-operate  with  their  pastor,  would  enable 
the  pastor  to  receive  a  monthly  income  after  old  age  makes  it  nec- 
essary for  him  to  retire  from  the  great  work  he  has  been  carrying  on. 

This  plan  is  known  as  the  Age  Security  Plan.  This  is  obtained  by 
the  minister  paying  three  per  cent  of  his  salary  and  the  church  pay- 
ing three  per  cent  of  the  salary  they  pay  to  him  into  the  Age  Security 
Treasury. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  the  church  will  solve  the  problem  of 
old  age  dependency  among  ministers;  it  will  insure  a  more  worthy  sup- 
port than  has  ever  been  given  through  the  relief  department  and  for 
those  whose  years  of  serving  the  Lord  as  ministers  are  not  behind  them 
it  will  provide  an  adequate  support  in  their  old  age.  Churches  should 
remember  that  an  annuity  for  an  aged  retired  minister  is  not  to  be 
thought  of  as  their  gift  in  order  that  he  can  have  an  easier  life,  but 
rather  is  to  pay  him  the  promised  part  due  him  as  their  obligation  to 
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him  for  putting  in  his  life  for  a  mere  ''support.-'  The  aged  retired 
minister  is  the  church's  graduated  leader,  not  its  pauper  dependant.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

Throughout  all  ages  strong  drink  has  been  a  problem  and  a  cause 
of  untold  sufferings  and  evils,  and  despite  the  repeated  and  direct 
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rebukes  and  condemnations  from  God  for  this  evil  it  has  continued 
until  this  day,  and  seems  to  increase  rather  than  decrease. 

Since  the  repeal  of  national  prohibition  with  its  attendant  increase 
in  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicants,  arrests  and  imprisonments  have  in- 
creased from  100%  to  500%  in  most  communities  where  it  is  sold  and 
used.  At  a  recent  term  of  court  in  Surry  County  23  out  of  42  cases 
disposed  of  were  for  driving  while  drunk,  and  our  prison  camps  and 
road  gangs  are  being  filled  with  young  men  who  have,  many  of  them, 
testified  that  they  did  not  intend  to  commit  the  crimes  of  larceny,  rob- 
bery and  others  they  were  charged  with  but  committed  them  while 
on  a  drunken  spree  with  their  fellows. 

There  are  at  this  time  28  children  in  our  orphanage  at  Thoraas- 
ville  whose  mothers  were  shot  to  death  in  this  State  by  intoxicated 
fathers,  while  countless  other  homes  have  been  wrecked  in  this  our 

day  by  this  curse. 

Therefore  it  behooves  each  of  us  as  Christians  to  do  our  utmost  in 
supressing  this  evil  by  abstaining  from  any  use  or  the  assistance  in 
the  use  of  it,  by  giving  our  voice  and  exerting  our  greatest  possible 
influence  against  it,  and  by  openly  supporting  our  officers  who  are 
charged  with  the  solemn  duty  of  enforcing  the  laws  of  our  land,  and 
by  charging  them  as  individuals  with  this  duty  of  theirs. 

Until  we  have  done  all  that  we  can  to  suppress  this  evil,  we  as 
individual  Christians  shall  have  laid  at  our  doors  the  charge  of  aiding, 
Or  at  least  allowing  this  condition  to  exist.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS 

On  January  1,  1939,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  assumed  owner- 
ship of  the  Biblical  Recorder.  For  more  than  a  hundred  years  now 
the  Recorder  has  sought  to  advance  every  Baptist  cause  and  institu- 
tion. The  remarkable  progress  of  Baptist  growth  and  work  in  North 
Carolina  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  fact  that  Baptist  people 
have  been  informed  through  the  columns  of  the  Recorder.  Surely, 
under  Convention  ownership  this  will  continue  and,  if  possible,  to  a 
greater  degree. 

The  present  circulation  of  the  Recorder  is  between  twelve  and  thir- 
teen thousand;  and  of  this  number  about  3,000  are  individual  sub- 
scribers on  the  $2.00  individual  rate,  while  about  9,000  are  members 
of  Recorder  clubs  in  our  churches  at  the  $1.50  rate. 

An  intensive  effort  has  been  made  and  will  be  made  to  increase 
the  circulation.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  appointed  and  elected 
a  leading  man  or  woman  in  every  association  who  will  be  Recorder 
representative;  and  in  every  church  a  Recorder  representative  whose 
duty  it  will  be,  along  with  the  pastor,  to  form  a  Recorder  club  in  the 
church.  At  present  there  are  more  than  five  hundred  clubs.  This  is 
encouraging  until  one  pauses  to  reflect  that  there  are  about  1,900 
churches  with  no  Recorder  clubs  at  all. 

Again,  it  appears  that  there  are  about  90,000  Baptist  families  in 
the  State  who  never  see  the  Recorder  as  against  about  10,000  who  do. 
Surely  we  need  to  change  this  situation.  If,  however,  it  is  changed 
there  must  be  the  closest  co-operation  between  the  Convention  and 
the  churches.  It  is  earnestly  requested  that  every  association  in 
the  State  that  has  not  done  so  will  at  the  fall  meeting  of  1939  elect 
an  associational  Recorder  representative,  and  that  this  Recorder  repre- 
sentative will  co-operate  with  the  office  in  Raleigh  in  securing  the 
best  man  or  woman  in  each  of  the  churches  as  Recorder  representative. 
In  turn,  this  Recorder  representative  will  undertake  to  build  up  a  club 
of  subscribers  in  each  church. 

In  the  meantime,  Baptist  people  over  the  State  may  rest  assured 
that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  paper  to 
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the  end  that  the  cause  of  Christ  may  be  better  served  and  that  the 
challenge  of  every  Baptist  cause  and  institution  shall  be  presented. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  that  a  Recorder  representative  be 
elected  by  the  Association,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  endeavor  to  get 
the  best  man  or  woman  available  in  each  church  elected  as  Recorder 
representative  in  the  church.  This  representative  in  the  church  will 
endeavor  to  form  a  Recorder  club  in  his  or  her  church.  The  Recorder 
office  will  furnish  this  representative  with  sample  copies  and  other 
material  necessary  for  acquainting  the  membership  with  our  paper 
and  for  securing  subscriptions  in  clubs  to  the  Recorder.

But  there  is  another  even  greater,  that  is  its  influence  is  handed 
down  to  future  generations  and  they  are  made  to  suffer  and  reap 
what  their  parents  have  sown.  If  a  father  is  a  drunkard  it  may  be 
handed  down  to  his  son. 

Public  swimming  pools,  moving  picture  shows,  dance  halls,  and 
obscene  literature  have  a  strong  tendency  to  lead  to  a  low  standard  of 
morals.  In  fact  anything  whatsoever  that  has  power  within  itself  to 
sow  evil  seed  within  the  mind  of  a  man  and  cause  him  to  think  evil 
thoughts  is  dangerous  to  public  morals. 

What  is  the  remedy  for  intemperance?  Religion,  education  and 
the  proper  law  enforcement.

According  to  our  report,  coming  from  the  Baptist  Orphanage, 
there  are  at  present  a  waiting  list  of  five  hundred  and  fifty-six  children 
where  death  and  tragedy  have  left  bereft  of  parents  to  support  them. 

Our  orphanage  is  already  crowded,  and  yet  they  wait,  like  one  of 
old  when  there  was  "No  room  in  the  Inn." 

We  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  have  contributed  a  bit  of 
cash,  and  a  few  churches  have  filled  one  hundred  dozen  jars  of  canned 
goods;  but  is  this  enough? 

Not  until  every  church  in  the  Association  joins  in  this  work  and 
"Lay  aside  a  portion  of  that  with  which  God  has  blessed  us"  can  we 
hope  to  respond  to  this  mighty  call.  From  beyond  some  mystic 
river  a  call  comes  to  us,  "As  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you 
(AND  YOURS)  do  ye  even  so  unto  them." 

So  when  we  pray  in  this  coming  year  and  say,  "God,  will  thou 
bless  the  widows  and  orphans,"  shall  we  not  begin  to  help  HIM 
answer  our  prayer?

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  located  at  Winston-Salem, 
N.  C,  was  incorporated  in  1922;  received  its  first  patient  May  28,  1923. 
Its  purpose  is  providing  hospital  treatment  for  the  sick  for  the  entire 
State,  especially  those  who  are  not  able  to  pay  for  hospital  treat- 
ment. On  March  6,  1939,  43,246  patients  had  entered  the  hospital  for 
treatment  since  it  was  established,  about  330  per  month  on  an  aver- 
age of  103.5. 

In  1938  the  hospital  gave  17,540  days  of  service  for  which  it  re- 
ceived nothing.  In  addition  to  this,  3,527  part  pay  days,  or  a  grand 
total  of  $196,177.00.  The  hospital  depends  almost  entirely  on  Mother's 
Day  offerings  by  the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  to  provide  treat- 
ment for  its  large  number  of  service  cases. 

The  ministers  of  different  churches  visit  the  hospital  daily.  The 
doctors  and  nurses  are  active  church  workers.  Morning  worship  is 
held  daily.  Prayer  for  the  divine  blessing  for  the  sick  and  their  loved 
ones  at  home. 

Enlargement  is  needed  for  more  beds.  Equipment  and  other  facil- 
ities are  needed  also.  This  is  creating  a  serious  problem  and  becoming 
most  trying  to  those  who  are  having  to  turn  away  so  many  who  are 
seriously  sick  or  injured.  The  hospital  is  not  able  now  to  take  much 
more  than  one-half  the  patients  applying.    The  entire  Mother's  Day 
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offering-  goes  to  provide  treatment  for  those  who  are  unable  to  pay 
unless  the  church  contributing  it  designates  otherwise.

Every  superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  School  should  be  a  man  that  has  a  far  reach- 
ing mnid,  willing  and  ready  to  meet  the  needs  as  much  as  he  can,  of 
his  congregation.  He  should  put  his  sole  trust  in  God  and  let  the 
Holy  Spirit  be  the  leader  and  director.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

1.  Education  required  of  the  Israelites:  "And  these  words  which 
I  command  thee  this  day,  shall  be  upon  thine  heart,  and  thou  shalt 
teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  children."  And  we  understand  by  this 
someone  has  to  teach  and  we  are  thankful  for  our  well  informed 
teachers  that  we  have  today  to  teach  our  young  people. 

Permanent  effects  of  education:  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it."

No  amount  of  culture,  re- 
finement, education,  socialism,  or  religious  profession  can  change  a 
man's  nature.  He  must  have  a  new  birth,  and  I  believe  that  all 
teachers  must  have  this  experience  before  they  can  teach  Christian 
education.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

The  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina  is  doing  a  splendid  job 
as  caretaker  for  orphan  children  in  our  State. 

The  reports  made  year  after  year  must  be  limited.  It  would  be 
more  interesting  if  it  were  possible  to  convey  to  you  the  spirit  of  the 
institution.  But  the  deeper  emotions  of  the  children  and  the  employees 
cannot  be  expressed  in  a  report  of  this  nature.   Perhaps  the  spirit  of 
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the  Home  has  never  been  better.  This  wholesome  condition  will  con- 
tinue as  long  as  the  welfare  of  the  child  is  given  the  central  place  in 
our  thoughts.  When  carefully  studied  dependent  children  may  be 
classified  under  three  heads:  full  orphans,  half  orphans,  and  victims 
of  deserted  and  wrecked  homes. 

In  this  institution  there  are  571  children — -272  boys  and  299  girls; 
184  orphans,  125  with  mother  dead,  200  with  father  dead,  62  with  both 
parents  living.  Of  this  number  24  were  graduates  from  the  senior 
class,  all  of  them  professed  Christians. 

In  order  to  determine  what  is  best  for  each  individual  child  it  is 
necessary  to  have  well  trained  social  workers.  Perhaps  our  orphan- 
ages have  placed  too  much  emphasis  on  the  receiving  end  of  the  line. 
But  we  need  to  enter  the  field  of  prevention  and  teach  people  how  to 
build  and  save  homes.  This  would  make  it  possible  to  reduce  the 
population  in  the  institution,  and  at  the  same  time  render  a  more 
effective  service  to  the  child  and  home. 

As  a  whole  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  best  in  the  history 
of  the  orphanage.  We  have  passed  another  year  with  only  one  death 
in  our  large  family..  There  has  been  a  number  of  improvements  made 
during  the  year.  The  repairs  that  have  to  be  made  on  the  older 
buildings  are  a  constant  drain  on  the  funds  paid  in.  The  need  for 
these  repairs  will  probably  increase  during  the  next  few  years.  This 
will  justify  the  movement  recently  started,  to  press  more  vigorously 
a  once-a-month  offering  in  a  larger  number  of  our  Sunday  Schools 
and  churches.  We  recommend  that  each  church  and  Sunday  School  in 
this  Association  take  this  offering. 

The  church  at  the  orphanage  is  taking  great  interest  in  the  spirit- 
ual welfare  of  the  children  that  are  there.  Scarcely  ever  one  leaves 
the  orphanage  without  being  a  Christian.  Then  shouldn't  we  as  Bap- 
tist Churches  do  our  part  to  help  carry  on  this  great  work.

It  is  true,  however,  that  a  large  per  cent  of  the  new  converts  now- 
adays go  back  into  the  world.  It  is  also  true  that  some  went  back 
into  the  world  in  the  days  of  the  Apostle  Paul;  doubtles  some  have 
gone  back  ever  since.  We  believe  the  allurements  of  the  world  are 
greater  now  than  ever  before.

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

Today,  in  this  age,  we  Baptist  people  should  be  more  mission 
minded  than  ever  before.  Jesus  gave  the  command,  "Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  Every  one  can 
have  a  part  in  winning  those  at  home  and  abroad.  There  are  many 
souls  that  know  not  the  Lord  and  we  have  the  opportunity  to  do 
home  missions  through  our  Sunday  Schools.  There  we  have  a  closer 
connection  personally  than  we  do  in  the  regular  church  service.  Every 
Sunday  School  should  be  a  mission  school,  not  only  to  those  at  home 
but  to  foreign  missions  also.  I  believe  in  foreign  missions,  yes,  but 
"Charity  begins  at  home."  We  need  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  Chris- 
tianize the  American  homes  in  order  to  have  more  of  the  Divine 
Power  to  face  the  crisis  that  I  fear  is  just  in  the  near  future. 
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I  believe  that  every  pastor,  deacon,  officer  and  teacher  in  the  church 
needs  "The  Commission,"  or  "World  Journal"  to  be  informed  as  to 
the  progress  of  Christian  work  in  the  world  around  in  order  to  pre- 
sent a  complete  picture  to  those  he  teaches.  This  magazine  should  be 
in  every  Southern  Baptist  home.  I  think  we  should  pray  earnestly 
about  this  mission  matter,  both  home  and  foreign,  and  then  act.  Not 
every  one  can  go  to  the  foreign  fields.  We  may  not  be  able  to  preach 
like  Paul  and  pray  like  Peter,  but  God  has  a  mission  for  every  one  to 
perform.  There  should  be  an  offering  at  least  twice  a  year  for  this 
work.  We  must  see  that  the  people  in  the  foreign  countries  who  are 
ignorant  concerning  the  Lord's  Kingdom  are  taught  the  Gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  is  just  now  completing  additions  to  its  plant 
that  increases  its  bed  capacity  from  108  to  300.  This  will  enable  the 
hospital  to  treat  10,000  patients  each  year.  Of  this  number,  we  may 
expect  3,300  of  them  will  be  service  patients;  that  is,  not  able  to  pay  a 
hospital  bill.  3,300  will  be  mothers  who  have  waiting  for  their  return 
home,  10,000  children.  If  the  present  rate  is  maintained,  200  will  be 
preachers  for  whom  no  charge  has  been  made  for  the  last  two  years 
or  more. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  100  doctors:  These  are  all  specialists  in 
the  many  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery. 

The  hospital  runs  a  well-equipped  standard  Training  School  for 
Nurses.  These  are  taken  from  as  nearly  every  section  of  the  State  as 
possible.  A  class  of  about  50  will  be  taken  each  year,  making  a 
school  of  150. 

The  Medical  building  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of 
Wake  Forest  College  is  now  completed  and  the  school  opened  the  first 
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of  September  of  this  year.  While  the  Medical  School  and  the  Hospital 
will  be  closely  related  and  mutually  helpful  in  every  department,  they 
will  remain  separate  institutions,  controlled  by  separate  Boards  of 
Directors  and  supported  from  different  sources. 

Everything  contributed  to  the  hospital  goes  to  the  support  of  the 
hospital  exclusively.  The  Mother's  Day  Offering  by  the  churches  is 
used  entirely  for  the  service  of  patients  not  financially  able  to  pay 
for  treatment. 

The  spiritual  side  of  the  hospital's  service  is  stressed  always. 
The  hospital  has  a  full  time  pastor  supplied  by  the  generous  donation 
of  Mr.  C.  M.  Scott,  of  High  Point.  This  pastor,  Rev.  Charles  E.  Parker, 
in  addition  to  his  many  activities  with  the  patients  and  their  families 
and  friends,  teaches  a  course  in  Bible  in  the  Nurses  Training  School. 

The  various  organizations  of  our  women  and  young  people  are 
rendering  a  vast  service  to  the  hospital  in  supplying  linens  of  all 
kinds — such  as  sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels,  washcloths,  etc. 

Our  vastly  enlarged  program,  of  course,  will  require  increased  sup- 
port.

He,  his  time  and  talent  is  God's,  and  where  any  one  has  given 
his  best  and  all  to  God's  service  and  no  longer  can  earn  his  living, 
we  feel  it  is  the  duty  of  all  Christian  people  to  see  that  his  needs  are 
supplied  and  there  is  no  better  way  than  through  the  Old  Ministers' 
Relief  Board.  Therefore,  we  urge  the  churches  of  the  Elkin  Associa- 
tion to  contribute  as  liberally  as  they  can  to  this  worthy  cause.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

In  this  report  it  is  impossible  to  record  the  stories  of  physical, 
social  and  spiritual  needs  that  are  being  made  daily  in  your  office  of 
the  Baptist  Orphanage. 

There  are  three  classes  of  children  now  being  cared  for  by  the 
Orphanage,  full  Orphanage,  and  Mothers'  Aid,  boarding  homes  and 
the  Orphanage  proper. 

The  demands  upon  the  Orphanage  authorities  have  never  been 
greater.  They  receive  upon  an  average  of  forty-five  applications 
every  month  during  the  year.  The  average  cost  of  running  the  Or- 
phanage is  approximately  $500  a  day. 

We  recommend  that  this  Association  name  an  Orphanage  repre- 
sentative who  will  see  that  a  representative  is  named  in  every  Sunday 
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School  to  keep  this  worthy  need  before  the  people,  once  a  month  and 
at  Thanksgiving.

REPORT  ON  N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  last  three  years  have  been  eventful  in  the  expansion  of  the 
hospital.  Three  years  ago  the  hospital  had  a  bed  capacity  of  100  and 
by  overcrowding,  we  were  caring  for  about  4,000'  patients  per  year. 

Today,  we  have  a  modernly  constructed  and  equipped  hospital  with 
a  bed  capacity  of  almost  10,000  patients  annually,  and  now  caring  for 
about  650  patients  per  month. 

We  shall  have  this  year  not  less  than  2,500  service  or  free  patients. 
This  will  represent,  including  hospital  and  medical  service,  about 
$250,000  in  free  service  for  this  year. 
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The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  26  internes  and  about  100  doctors  prac- 
ticing in  the  hospital.  In  addition,  it  has  the  free  service  of  the  entire 
staff  of  the  Medical  School  whenever  desired  for  consultation  and 
diagnosis.  Every  department  is  thoroughly  organized  to  give  most 
efficient  service  possible. 

The  equipment,  as  well  as  the  building,  is  entirely  modern.  The 
hospital  recently  added  $20,000  worth  of  new  instruments  to  the  oper- 
ating rooms  and  $44,000  worth  of  new  X-Ray  equipment,  making  an 
X-Ray  department  "None  better  in  the  South." 

The  hospital,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  School,  has  a  floor- 
space  of  four  acres  and  represents  a  value  to  the  denomination  of 
$2,000,000  with  only  a  very  small  amount  of  indebtedness. 

The  purpose  of  the  hospital  shall  remain  as  ever — to  give  hospital 
treatment  to  those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  same,  educate  nurses 
with  Christian  ideals,  and  at  the  same  time,  maintain  a  standard  of 
scientific  efficiency  "second  to  none  in  the  country."  It  is  the  abiding 
purpose  of  the  management  that  it  shall  be  definitely  a  Christian  Insti- 
tution with  all  that  it  implies. 

This  greatly  expanded  service  which  is  growing  more  and  more 
into  every  section  of  the  state,  of  course,  requires  an  increased  sup- 
port. This,  we  are  glad  to  report,  is  growing  year  by  year.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  Mother's  Day  offering  by  the  churches  and  Sunday 
Schools,  which  has  increased  in  the  last  few  years  from  $11,500  to 
about  $38,000  this  year,  the  hospital  linens  contributed  by  the  W.  M. 
U.'s  and  other  church  agencies  has  increased  year  by  year.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

In  this  report  it  is  impossible  to  record  the  stories  of  physical, 
social  and  spiritual  needs  that  are  being  made  daily  in  your  office  of 
the  Baptist  Orphanage. 

There  are  three  classes  of  children  now  being  cared  for  by  the 
Orphanage,  full  Orphanage,  and  Mothers  Aid,  boarding  homes  and 
the  Orphanage  proper. 

The  demands  upon  the  Orphanage  authorities  have  never  been 
greater.  They  receive  upon  an  average  of  forty-five  applications 
every  month  during  the  year.  The  average  cost  of  running  the  Or- 
phanage is  approximately  $500  a  day. 

We  recommend  that  this  Association  name  an  Orphanage  repre- 
sentative who  will  see  that  a  representative  is  named  in  every  Sunday 
School  to  keep  this  worthy  need  before  the  people,  once  a  month  and 
at  Thanksgiving.

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

Today,  in  this  age,  we  Baptist  people  should  be  more  mission 
minded  than  ever  before.  Jesus  gave  the  command,  "Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  Every  one  can 
have  a  part  in  winning  those  at  home  and  abroad.  There  are  many 
souls  that  know  not  the  Lord  and  we  have  the  opportunity  to  do  home 
missions  through  our  Sunday  Schools.  There  we  have  a  closer  con- 
nection personally  than  we  do  in  the  regular  church  service.  Every 
Sunday  School  should  be  a  mission  school,  not  only  to  those  at  home 
but  to  foreign  missions  also.  I  believe  in  foreign  missions,  yes,  but 
"Charity  begins  at  home."  We  need  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  Chris- 
tianize the  American  homes  in  order  to  have  more  of  the  Divine 
Power  to  face  the  crisis  that  I  fear  is  just  in  the  near  future. 

I  believe  that  every  pastor,  deacon,  officer  and  teacher  in  the  church 
needs  "The  Commission,"  or  "World  Journal"  to  be  informed  as  to 
the  progress  of  Christian  work  in  the  world  around  in  order  to  pre- 
sent a  complete  picture  to  those  he  teaches.  This  magazine  should  be 
in  every  Southern  Baptist  home.  I  think  we  should  pray  earnestly 
about  this  mission  matter,  both  home  and  foreign,  and  then  act.  Not 
every  one  can  go  to  the  foreign  fields.  We  may  not  be  able  to  preach 
like  Paul  and  pray  like  Peter,  but  God  has  a  mission  for  every  one  to 
perform.  There  should  be  an  offering  at  least  twice  a  year  for  this 
work.  We  must  see  that  the  people  in  the  foreign  countries  who  are 
ignorant  concerning  the  Lord's  Kingdom  are  taught  the  Gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society,  located  on  Park  Avenue,  57th  Street, 
New  York,  N.  Y.,  during  its  127  years  of  existence  has  published  each 
year  many  millions  of  copies  of  the  Bible  and  has  translated  the  Bible 
into  more  than  1100  different  languages.  Our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention depends  mainly  upon  the  American  Bible  Society  for  its  Bibles 
and  Testaments.  These  Bibles  and  Testaments  are  printed,  bound  and 
distributed  without  a  thought  of  a  penny  of  profit,  and  without  note 
or  comment.  These  Bibles  and  Testaments  are  manufactured,  dis- 
tributed and  sold  more  economically  than  any  denomination  or  com- 
pany could  do  it,  because  of  mass  production.  Around  40  of  the  lead- 
ing denominations  of  the  United  States  are  contributing  to  this  com- 
pany. The  great  British  Society  last  year  at  a  loss  of  $80,000.00  was 
put  out  of  business  for  the  duration  by  a  German  bomb.  Therefore  the 
greater  responsibility  and  opportunity  rests  upon  our  American  Bible 
Society.  Some  of  these  Bibles  are  given  away,  many  are  sold  at  a 
fraction  of  the  cost  to  produce  them.  China  is  buying  around  7,000,- 
000  copies  of  the  Bible  annually.  All  of  America  south  of  the  Rio 
Grande  River  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  including  the  West  India  Islands 
has  become  a  vast  Bible  purchasing  country.  Our  soldiers  and  pris- 
oners of  war  are  calling  for  Bibles  and  Testaments.   The  war  famished 
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countries  of  Europe  are  begging  for  Bibles.  Shall  we  give  them  the 
Word  of  God  and  the  message  of  eternal  life  ?  The  American  Bible 
Society  has  at  its  head  and  management  such  men  as  Hon.  Charles  E. 
Hughes,  L.  L.  D.,  Hon.  John  R.  Mott,  L.  L.  D.,  Carl  Milican,  L.  L.  D., 
Julius  E.  Beal,  L.  L.  D.,  Henry  Allen,  L.  L.  D.,  Frank  0.  Lowden,  L.  L. 
D.,  Daniel  Burke,  L.  L.  D.,  Julius  R.  Jay,  L.  L.  D.,  and  others.  May  I 
request  that  each  church  of  the  Elkin  Association  be  asked  to  con- 
tribute $1.00  or  more  annually,  according  to  their  financial  strength,  to 
this  great  Bible  Society?

Sunday  School  to  the  Christian  is  a  place  of  joy  and  happiness, 
where  he  can  study  God's  word  and  learn  more  of  the  love  of  Christ. 

If  we  would  follow  Christ's  example,  (Luke,  13:10,  And  he  was 
teaching  in  one  of  the  synagogues  on  the  Sabbath,)  we  would  be 
faithful  attendants  at  Sunday  School.  . 

Solomon  said,  Prov.  22:6,  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should 
go:  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it."  There  is  no  better 
place  to  train  the  child  than  in  the  home,  then  Sunday  School  comes 
next.  In  our  Association  of  15  churches  there  was  in  1941  a  total 
church  membership  of  3406.  In  our  Sunday  Schools  there  was  a  total 
enrollment  of  2644.  This  means  that  we  lack  762  having  as  many 
enrolled  in  Sunday  School  as  we  have  members  in  our  churches.  Out 
of  the  2644  enrolled  we  had  an  average  attendance  of  1073,  which 
leaves  1571  who  are  not  attending  Sunday  School  regularly,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  members  who  are  not  enrolled  in  Sunday  School. 

Therefore  we  urge  all  our  pastors  to  work  with  our  Sunday  School 
Superintendents  to  try  to  increase  our  Sunday  School  attendance. 
Then  we  recommend  all  of  our  churches  to  secure  consecrated  Chris- 
tian teachers  in  our  Sunday  Schools.

REPORT  ON  N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  has  completed  a  full  year  with  its  enlarged 
facilities.  Instead  of  caring  for  4,000  patients  as  formerly,  we  have 
had  12,000  the  past  year,  1942.  It  is  again  becoming  increasingly  dif- 
ficult to  provide  for  the  growing  numbers  of  sick  who  come  for  treat- 
ent — an  average  of  33  each  day. 

Of  these  12,000  patients  who  were  treated  last  year,  4,000  were 
service  patients;  that  is,  were  unable  to  pay  a  hospital  bill.  These 
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are  the  sick  for  whom  our  Mother's  Day  Offering  is  made.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  4,000  of  this  12,000  patients  were  mothers  who 
had,  here  and  there  in  our  state,  12,000  children  waiting  anxiously  for 
her  return.  We  had  also  about  175  ministers,  returned  missionaries, 
ministerial  students  and  children  from  our  orphanage  for  whom  no 
charge  was  made. 

The  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  116  students  in  train- 
ing, 51  staff  and  graduate  nurses,  with  an  addition  of  22  nurses  and 
Red  Cross  Aids,  making  a  nursing  staff  of  189. 

It  is  one  of  the  functions  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  to  educate  as  many 
nurses  as  possible  with  the  Christian  ideal  of  service.  These  are  al- 
ways selected  so  as  to  represent  as  nearly  as  possible  every  section  of 
our  state. 

Although  quite  a  number  of  our  medical  staff  are  constantly  going 
into  the  service  of  our  country,  we  still  have  a  staff  of  about  75  doctors, 
almost  all  of  whom  are  specialists  in  the  several  fields  of  medicine  and 
surgery. 

These  two  institutions — Hospital  and  Medical  School — represent  a 
money  value  to  the  denomination  of  $2,000,000. 

It  is  with  just  pride,  we  trust,  that  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion has  given  the  Baptist  Hospital  the  highest  rating  of  any  hospital 
in  the  entire  south,  save  one. 

The  hospital  desires  to  express  to  the  members  of  this  Association 
their  appreciation  for  the  best  Mother's  Day  offering  ever,  and  also  to 
the  W.  M.  U.'s  and  other  church  agencies  this  same  appreciation  for 
their  generous  contributions  of  hospital  linen. 

This  hospital  was  built  and  has  operated  for  these  20  years  with  one 
great  fundamental  purpose:  that  it  shall  be  an  institution  through 
which  the  half  million  Baptist  of  our  state  may  render  a  definite  Chris- 
tian Service  to  sick  and  suffering  humanity  who  could  not,  in  most 
instances,  have  hospital  treatment  otherwise.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  denomination  and  the  management  that  it  shall  forever  remain 
true  to  this  one  purpose  in  addition  to  its  wider  service.

REPORT  ON  PASTOR  AND  CHURCH  RELATIONS 
(Mutual  Connections  Between  Pastor  and  Church) 

Where  there  are  mutual  connections  between  pastor  and  church, 
there  are  also  understandings,  as  to  what  each  should  have  reason  to 
expect  of  the  other. 

First:  The  church  has  reason  to  expect  the  pastor  to  fill  his  regular 
appointments  promptly.  Then  should  not  the  pastor  have  reason  to 
expect  the  members  to  be  assembled  at  the  church,  at  the  appointed 
hour  of  worship  ?   We  think  so. 

Second :  The  church  has  reason  to  expect  the  pastor  to  be  prepared 
both  spiritually  and  intellectually  to  bring  a  gospel  message  at  each 
appointment,  that  will  be  heart  thrilling  and  inspiring.  This  being 
true,  the  pastor  should  have  reason  to  expect  the  church  to  hold  him 
up  to  a  Throne  of  Grace,  in  their  prayers,  and  come  to  the  services 
with  open  hearts  ready  to  receive  the  preached  word  with  gladness. 

Third:  The  church  may  expect  the  pastor  to  visit  the  sick,  conduct 
funerals  of  departed  loved  ones,  and  be  prepared  to  give  spiritual  ad- 
vice to  any  and  all  officers  and  members,  at  any  and  all  times  when 
called  upon.  Even  the  unsaved  have  reason  to  expect  him  to  earnestly 
seek  to  lead  them  to  Christ.  The  general  public  has  reason  to  expect 
him  to  adorn  himself  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  bring  reproach  upon  the 
high  calling  of  his  profession,  and  the  sacred  cause  which  he  repre- 
sents. The  church,  the  unsaved,  and  the  general  public  expects  him 
to  pay  his  bills  promptly,  and  for  him  to  fail  to  do  so  certainly  brings 
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reproach  upon  him,  the  church,  and  the  cause  of  Christ.  No  one  is 
more  conscious  of  these  things  than  the  pastor  himself.  Then  should 
he  not  have  reason  to  expect  the  church  to  financially  enable  him 
to  do  these  things?    We  think  so. 

Why  let  the  pastor  guess  what  his  financial  aid  is  to  be  from  the 
church  ?  Why  not  let  him  know  at  least  what  he  may  expect  in  a  finan- 
cial way  from  the  church  ?

REPORT  ON  OLD  MINISTERS'  RELIEF 

It  will  be  remembered  that  when  the  Congress  was  formulating  a 
plan  for  "National  OH  Age  Security"  many  church  leaders  protested 
because  the  bill  included  ministers  and  all  church  employees.  To  release 
the  churches  from  the  operation  of  the  bill,  most  religious  bodies  formed 
an  "Old  Age  Retirement  Plan"  of  their  own.  The  "Ministers'  and 
Church  Employees'  Retirement  Plan"  of  North  Carolina  is  to  take  the 
place  of  the  government  plan. 

This  plan  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  is,  as  you  will  easily  see,  a  sort 
of  necessity.  First,  it  keeps  the  government  out  of  organized  religion. 
Second,  it  provides  a  much  needed  means  of  providing  the  "Man  of 
God"  against  physical  want,  in  old  age. 

This  plan  provides  that  any  pastor  or  employee  of  the  church,  by 
paying  3%  of  his  salary  into  the  Retirement  Treasury,  while  his  church 
or  churches  pay  the  equivalent  of  2%  of  that  salary,  the  State  Con- 
vention will  pay  the  equivalent  of  2%  of  that  salary.  These  payments 
correspond  to  the  premiums  of  an  insurance  policy.  Then  at  the  age 
of  65  or  upon  physical  disability,  the  minister  or  employee  of  the 
church  will  begin  to  draw  from  the  fund,  the  amount  of  half  his  salary 
while  active. 

This  is  an  opportunity  for  Baptist  churches,  at  small  cost,  to  provide 
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their  pastors  against  the  days  when  disability  of  age  and  body  re- 
tires them.  It  is  the  Convention's  way  of  expressing  awareness  of  a 
deep  need  and  providing  a  remedy.  It  is  the  minister's  opportunity  to 
guaranteee  himself  and  wife  "Freedom  from  want."

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Twenty-five  years  ago  the  world  was  looking  to  Education  to  save 
it  from  another  great  world  conflict.  A  few  months  ago  the  Presi- 
dent of  Columbia  University  was  compelled  to  admit  publicly  that 
"the  educational  program  of  the  last  twenty-five  years  has  failed 
miserably." 

Since  this  is  true,  there  is  all  the  greater  need  for  Christian  educa- 
tion. By  "Christian"  education  we  mean  training  in  a  world-view 
which  is  based  solely  and  entirely  upon  faith  in  the  Son  of  God,  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  "Whom  God  hath  constituted  heir  of  the  universe, 
through  whom  also  He  made  the  ages;  who,  existing  always  as  the 
effulgence  of  glory,  and  the  expressed  image  of  His  substance,  and 
supporting  and  governing  the  universe  by  His  omnipotent  word,  when 
He  had,  of  His  own  free  will,  made  a  purging  of  our  sins,  took  His 
seat  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Majesty  in  the  heights." 

There  are  very  few  places  left  even  in  this  great  country  of  ours 
where  a  higher  education  based  upon  this  kind  of  faith  may  still  be 
had.  We  can  thank  God,  that,  in  some  of  our  own  Baptist  schools  and 
colleges  in  North  Carolina  there  are  still  men  who  hold  these  truths  in 
their  entirety  and  teach  them  to  their  students  even  when  surrounded 
by  unbelief  and  mockery  of  the  Son  of  God.  May  our  prayer  constantly 
be  that  God  will  not  leave  Himself  without  a  witness  in  the  scholastic 
world,  that  truth  may  still  be  taught  by  our  Baptist  teachers,  and  that 
we  may  have  the  stamina  to  cast  out  those  teachers  who  are  not  worthy 
to  be  called  "Christian"  educators.

Report  on  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital : 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  was  established  by  our  denomination  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  hospital  facilities  for  the  sick  of  our  state  who 
are  not  financially  able  to  pay  for  treatment.  In  normal  times  about 
one-third  of  the  population  of  our  state  is  found  in  this  class. 

It  was  the  purpose  of  our  Baptist  brethren  that  this  should  be 
rendered  as  a  great  Christian  service  by  the  entire  denomination  to 
these  unfortunate  poor. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  hospital  in  1923 — a  little  more  than  20 
years  ago,  about  77,000  patients  have  been  treated  to  date.  Of  this 
number  about  28,000  were  of  those  for  whom  the  Institution  was  pri- 
marily provided — Service  or  Charity  patients.  During  these  years  the 
hospital  has  rendered,  in  most  instances,  free  service  to  about  1,650 
ministers,  missionaries  and  ministerial  students.  Last  year — 1943 — 
10,333  patients  were  treated.  Of  this  number  3,444  were  free  patients 
or  paid  little.  This  free  service  last  year  represents  a  cost  of  $145,509.- 
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76.  The  free  service  of  the  hospital  for  the  little  more  than  20  years 
of  its  history  represents  a  cost  of  about  $2,302,000.00.  This  cost  was 
covered  by  one  dollar  per  day  per  patient  from  the  Duke  Foundation, 
a  little  profit  from  pay  patients  but  largely  from  the  Mother's  Day 
offering  by  the  churches. 

The  Mother's  Day  offering  by  the  churches  this  year  amounts  to 
date  to  about  $90,000.00.  The  largest  ever.  This  includes  hospital 
linen  donated  by  the  W.  M.  U's.  and  other  church  agencies  in  the 
amount  of  $2,000  so  far  this  year. 

The  Training  School  for  nurses  has  an  enrollment  at  present  of  119. 
Of  these,  101  are  "Cadets."  That  is,  they  receive  certain  expenses 
for  their  training  from  the  National  Government  in  consideration  of 
their  needed  service  in  the  present  war  emergency. 

Notwithstanding  the  recent  expansion  of  the  hospital's  facilities, 
it  is  constantly  overcrowded,  which  makes  it  impossible  to  render 
prompt  and  much  needed  service  to  all  who  apply. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  patients  who  come  for  treatment  are  pay- 
patients.  They  provide  their  own  doctor  as  they  may  choose,  and  pay 
their  hospital  bill. 

About  one-third  of  the  population  of  our  State  in  normal  times 
fall  in  the  class  that  cannot  pay  for  hospital  treatment. 

This  Institution  is  attempting  to  keep  uppermost  in  mind  always 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created,  primarily  the  treatment  of  the 
poor  in  a  Ghristian  Institution. 

The  hospital  in  cooperation  with  the  Medical  School,  has  a  staff  of 
doctors  capable  of  treating  almost  any  condition  of  physical  ills.

Reading  matter  is  plentiful  and  reading  matter  is  powerful,  but 
not  all  reading  matter  is  helpful. 

It  is  of  great  importance  what  people  read,  for  we  assimilate  some 
portion,  at  least,  of  what  we  read,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad. 

Consequently  we  deem  it  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  the  Associa- 
tion to  call  attention  to  some  sources  of  good  reading  matter  that  will 
prove  beneficial  to  our  people. 

The  Publication  Department  of  our  Sunday  School  Foard  at  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  which  prints  our  Sunday  School  periodicals  and  magazines, 
is  continually  bringing  out  many  excellent  books  of  denominational 
and  religious  interest. 

From  our  Baptist  Book  Store  located  in  Raleigh  we  may  obtain 
helpful  literature.  The  Biblical  Recorder,  our  denominational  State 
paper,  keeps  us  informed  of  the  work  of  our  denomination  in  the  State 
and  if  we  fail  to  read  it  we  lose  the  enthusiasm  which  comes  from  the 
knowledge  of  our  progress. 

We  would  not  forget  Charity  and  Children,  which  keeps  us  informed 
about  all  our  work  in  caring  for  the  orphan  children  of  the  State. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  we  recommend  the  one  Book  from 
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which  the  solid  matter  of  all  books  and  periodicals  is  gathered,  the 
book  with  no  equal  in  literature,  the  book  of  all  books,  the  Bible.

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  none  of  the  many  children  who  have  been 
trained  at  our  Orphanage  has  been  convicted  of  a  major  crime — many 
are  now  filling  responsible  positions. 

We  beg  that  our  Baptist  people  take  more  interest  in  this  work  by 
giving  more  liberally  in  their  "one  Sunday  a  month"  offering,  and 
Thanksgiving  donation. 

We  suggest  that  each  church  in  our  Association  have  a  comittee  to 
look  after  financial  aid  to  this  movement  and  aid  in  shortening  the 
Orphanage  waiting  list.

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

"Missions"  comes  from  a  Latin  word,  "mitto,"  meaning  to  send. 
There  are  four  things  necessary  in  sending  a  message.  There  is  the 
sender,  the  message,  the  one  who  delivers  the  message  and  the  one  who 
receives  it.  Just  so  it  is  in  God's  plan.  He  is  the  sender.  He  has  a 
special  message  of  love  (John  3:16)  which  He  wants  delivered  to  every 
one  in  the  world.  You  and  I  are  the  ones  he  has  appointed  to  take 
that  message  to  ALL  those  others  who  have  not  received  it.  There 
are  countless  millions  who  have  not  had  the  gospel  preached  to  them. 
Baptist's  Plan  is  to  give  each  week,  or  regularly,  to  the  Co-operative 
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Program.  The  goal  is  fifty  cents  of  each  dollar  to  missions  and  the 
other  fifty  cents  to  local  church  expenses.  No  church  in  the  Elkin 
Association  has  yet  reached  that  goal. 

God  did  His  part  to  prove  His  love  by  sending  His  Son  to  die  for  the 
sins  of  men — all  men,  red,  yellow,  black  and  white.  The  message 
must  be  delivered.  If  the  postman  failed  to  deliver  an  important  mes- 
sage to  you  think  of  the  inconvenience  it  would  cause  you.  If  we, 
God's  postmen,  fail,  what  will  be  the  result  ?  Souls  lost  eternally, 
God's  message  delayed,  lost  opportunity  for  us. 

Every  Missionary  Baptist  church  must  do  its  part  to  deliver  God's 
message.  Southern  Baptists  after  ten  years  are  free  of  debt  and  are 
giving  regularly  to  relief  work  in  China.  Last  year  (1943)  they  gave 
$2,008,651.30  to  missions.    What  part  of  that  did  you  give  ?

REPORT  ON  PASTOR  AND  CHURCH  RELATIONS 

By  virtue  of  the  relation  of  Pastor  and  Church  each  assumes  cer- 
tain definite  obligations  and  responsibilities.  When  a  church  calls  a 
pastor  and  he  accepts  the  call,  he  accepts  the  duty  of  a  pastor  to  LEAD; 
a  true  pastor  is  a  shepherd  and  a  shepherd  leads  his  sheep.  No  true 
shepherd  will  allow  any  hard  headed  old  ram  to  dictate  the  route  to  be 
followed.    After  careful  and  prayerful  consideration  the  true  shepherd 
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will  lead  his  flock.  The  Psalmist  had  a  clear  picture  of  this  shepherd 
obligation  when  he  wrote,  "The  Lord  is  my  Shepherd,  I  shall  not  want; 
He  LEADETH  me  .  .  ." 

The  pastor  should  follow  closely  the  Great  Shepherd  who  said,  "I 
KNOW  my  sheep."  Not  every  briar  scratch  should  require  the  personal 
attention  of  the  shepherd  nor  every  head  cold  a  personal  visit  from  the 
pastor;  but  the  true  shepherd  will  make  it  his  business  to  know  his 
sheep;  to  know  something  of  their  joys  and  of  their  sorrows;  to  share 
with  them  their  vexing  problems — To  KNOW  the  sheep. 

The  pastor  MUST  LOVE  his  sheep;  no  true  shepherd  will  assume 
an  autocratic  attitude  because  of  his  position  but  will  seek  always  to 
hold  and  lead  his  flock  by  pouring  out  his  LOVE  upon  them;  the  "hire- 
ling" may  flee  but  the  shepherd,  because  his  motivation  is  love,  will 
stand  by  his  sheep. 

The  sheep  have  concomitant  obligations  and  responsibilities.  Since 
the  pastor  or  shepherd  should  lead,  then  the  sheep  should  FOLLOW. 
It  is  the  duty  of  every  Christian  to  follow  his  pastor  and  the  majority 
members  of  his  church  in  every  undertaking  for  God;  there  is  no  place 
for  nor  function  for  a  "noisy  minority"  in  the  Christian  Church. 

The  sheep  should  make  it  easy  to  be  known  of  their  shepherd;  no 
old  ewe  or  ram  should  feed  way  out  on  the  outer  edges  of  the  flock,  so 
far  away  that  the  shepherd  can  barely  see,  where  the  briars  and 
thistles  are  thickest,  and  then  complain  bitterly  that  the  shepherd  did 
not  know  about  the  cockle  burr  in  their  fleece. 

The  sheep  must  love  their  pastor — their  shepherd;  it  is  easy  to  fol- 
low the  leadings  of  the  beloved  shepherd;  it  is  never  difficult  to  know 
a  pastor  one  loves  and  oh !  how  easy  it  is  to  love  a  shepherd  who  loves 
his  sheep.  "Now  remaineth  Faith,  Hope  and  Love — these  three — but 
the  greatest  of  these  is  LOVE."

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCHES

presented  thirty  years  ago,  we  see  quite  a  contrast. 

Thirty  years  ago  the  church  was  regarded  as  a  select  body  and 
the  house  as  a  sacred  place,  and  we  regarded  it  as  a  blessed  privilege 
to  attend  its  sacred  worship.    Today  it  is  different. 

The  church  has  become  careless  and  indifferent,  inclined  to  business 
and  pleasure.  May  we  pray  that  the  churches  come  back  to  the  old 
way  of  worship  and  have  the  spiritual  power  we  once  had.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them 
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to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.  Amen."  Matt. 
28:19-20. 

We  need  to  put  forth  every  effort  we  can  towards  evangelizing  the 
world,  but  along  with  this  must  go  a  serious  and  enthusiastic  effort 
to  train  and  enlist  thse  who  may  be  reached  as  is  implied  in  the 
Great  Commission.  There  is  no  conflict  between  evangelism  and 
Christian  education.  They  are  merely  two  different  methods  for  ac- 
complishing the  same  great  purpose.  The  great  purpose  of  the  whole 
Christian  program  is  evangelism;  and  it  may  be  promoted  by  various 
methods — personal  work,  teaching,  preaching,  and  revivalism.  The 
great  purpose  of  Christian  education  is  to  teach  the  Bible  and  the 
message  of  the  Christian  religion,  that  boys  and  girls,  men  and  women 
will  learn,  accept  and  live  this  message: 

Let  us  think  of  Christian  education  in  broader  terms  than  here- 
tofore. 

The  value  of  this  work  cannot  be  over  estimated  for  here  we  are 
training  the  leaders  and  setting  the  pace  for  a  Christian  emphasis  in 
all  education.  But  what  are  we  going  to  do  with  all  the  people  who 
are  unable  to  go  to  our  Christian  schools  and  colleges?  If  we  are  to 
reach  these,  we  must  include  in  the  term  Christian  Education  all  of 
the  educational  agencies  of  our  churches,  such  as  Sunday  School,  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  School,  Young  Peoples'  Unions,  and  Missionary  Unions, 
as  well  as  our  schools,  colleges  and  seminaries.  Thus  we  will  have  a 
system  of  Christian  education  that  will  reach  the  masses  of  the  people 
from  the  kindergarten  through  the  university. 

An  educated  person  is  worth  more  to  the  church  and  the  State 
than  the  same  person  could  be  uneducated.  Christian  education  is 
more  than  training  the  mind,  it  is  training  the  heart  as  well  as  the 
mind.  The  church  and  State  should  both  be  interested  in  education. 
They  are.  Hence  we  have  two  systems  of  schools:  one  maintained  by 
the  State,  the  other  by  the  Church. 

The  State  cannot  do  the  educational  work  of  the  Church  any  more 
than  the  Church  can  do  the  work  of  the  State.  The  State  cannot  meet 
the  religious  demands  of  the  individual,  because  it  cannot  teach  religion. 
Man  is  a  religious  being  and  the  education  that  does  not  meet  the  re- 
ligious need  is  not  complete. 

If  the  faith  that  we,  as  Baptists,  hold  and  preach  is  to  be  held  and 
preached  by  coming  generations,  we  must  have  schools  that  hold  and 
teach  the  same  religious  principles  that  our  homes  and  churches  hold 
and  teach.  While  the  child  is  in  the  home  and  attends  the  church  of 
its  parents,  its  religious  needs  can  be  supplied.  But  when  the  child 
goes  away  to  school,  the  school  must  hold  the  same  principles  the 
child  holds,  if  it  is  to  develop  spiritually  as  well  as  mentally. 

Our  Christian  schools  are  guardians  of  our  faith.  We  must  fortify 
them  with  equipment  and  endowments  and  support  them  with  our 
patronage  in  order  that  they  may  develop  a  highly  cultivated  and 
deeply  spiritual  people.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches;  each 
church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained 
ministers  as  members  ex  officio. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating  in- 
formation relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same 
individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  perform 
all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  his  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  querries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported  back  to 
the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  another,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in  an 
individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after  due 
labors  have  been  had  between  th"e  offending  and  offended  churches, 
or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  matter  into 
consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  their  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or  minis- 
ters that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sustain  with 
all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and  order. 

13.  It  Khali  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on 
any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 
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14.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear  as 
such  on  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by  the 
treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the  Associa- 
tion present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introduc- 
tory, Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual 
session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time,  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names  of 
the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be  in- 
terrupted by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
xise  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the  sitting 
of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit  him 
from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he  breaks 
this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
•called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 
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12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  an 
other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have  no  vote, 
unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  member 
who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
these  rules,  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and  Holy 
Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by 
his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated 
and  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
the  imputed  Righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922 
and  received  its  first  patient  May  28,  1923.  Originally  planned  as  a 
100-bed  institution,  it  was  enlarged  in  1942  to  a  capacity  of  247  beds 
and  55  bassinets. 

The  underlying  purpose  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  has  always 
been  medical  care  for  the  poor.  Since  the  day  it  received  its  first 
patient  it  has  offered  a  high  type  of  hospital  care  on  a  statewide 
basis.  Its  caliber  of  service  was  enhanced  many  times  over  when  the 
Wake  Forest  Medical  School  became  a  four-year  school  in  1941  and 
was  located  adjacent  to  the  Baptist  Hospital.  When  the  Baptist 
Hospital  became  a  teaching  hospital,  its  purpose  became  twofold — 
teaching  and  healing,  the  twin  endeavors  of  Christ. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  operates  one  of  the  fullest  approved 
schools  of  nursing  in  the  South,  and  at  the  present  time  has  an  en- 
rollment of  about  150  young  ladies  receiving  professional  training 
under  Christian  auspices.  The  students  are  selected  under  very 
high  standards.  Those  students  come  from  all  over  North  Carolina 
and  represent  the  highest  type  of  womanhood — mentally,  physically 
and  morally.  While  the  most  rigid  scientific  training  is  given  the 
girls,  the  hospital  takes  great  pride  in  the  Christian  and  humane 
attitude  it  develops  in  these  girls. 

Of  the  8,000  patients  admitted  as  bed  patients  each  year,  slight- 
ly over  4,000  of  these  are  service  patients  who  pay  no  doctor's  fee, 
and  who  pay  but  a  slight  portion  of  their  hospital  expenses.  During 
1944  approximately  3,000  of  these  service  patients  paid  absolutely 
nothing  toward  their  hospital  bill.  It  is  toward  the  expense  of  these 
patients  that  the  money  given  on  Mother's  Day  each  year  is  used. 
In  addition  to  the  free  bed  patients  the  hospital,  as  stated  above, 
gives  diagnostic  examinations  to  approximately  20,000  free  patients 
who  are  not  admitted  to  the  hospital  each  year.  The  cost  to  the 
hospital  of  free  service  rendered  during  1944  was  $198,648.92. 

The  hospital  has  developed  into  one  of  the  top  ranking  hospitals 
of  our  nation  in  the  caliber  of  its  medical  work.  In  developing  its 
medical  program  care  has  been  taken  that  the  spiritual  atmosphere 
of  the  hospital  should  develop  to  the  same  measure.  Emphasis  is 
given  at  every  turn,  in  its  educational  program,  in  its  employees, 
and  with  its  patients  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  all  coming  in  contact 
with  the  hospital.  The  religious  program  is  under  the  direction  of  a 
full-time  Chaplain  and  Student  Secretary.  This  fine  and  fruitful 
service  is  made  possible  in  part  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  C.  M.  Scott 
of  High  Point,  North  Carolina,  who  contributes  toward  the  cost  of 
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the  program.  Due  to  the  close  touch  which  the  nature  of  sickness 
allows  the  Chaplain  to  have  with  the  patients,  we  have  had  many 
conversions  and  rededications  in  the  hospital. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  developed  in  their  hospital  one  of 
the  greatest  medical  centers  in  our  country,  and  at  the  same  time 
one  of  the  strongest  influences  for  the  cause  of  Christ  that  exists  in 
any  land.  Its  huge  opportunities  for  serving  as  an  agency  of  mercy, 
as  a  means  of  teaching,  and  as  a  means  of  spreading  the  influence 
of  Christ  are  a  challenge  to  the  generous  heart  of  our  great  denom- 
ination that  its  program  will  not  be  restricted  for  lack  of  finances. 
All  of  its  activities  are  operated  on  the  highest  of  standards,  and 
hence  it  requires  a  tremendous  budget.  It  is  self-supporting  with 
the  exception  of  its  charity  work,  and  it  is  for  this  merciful  side  of 
its  program  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  this  year  are  giving  over 
$100,000  through  the  Mother's  Day  program.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

As  proof  of  the  evil  of  drinking  we  give  you  the  testimony  of  the 
chief  of  police  and  the  mayor  of  one  of  our  leading  cities.  The  chief 
of  police  says  that  out  of  all  the  arrests  he  makes,  at  least  85  per 
cent  is  for  drinking.  Some  have  said  that  the  release  of  beer  and 
wine  didn't  do  any  harm.  The  same  officer  that  made  the  above 
statement  states  that  since  the  release  of  beer  and  wine,  drunkenness 
has  increased  a  lot  and  while  all,  or  practically  all  of  his  arrests 
before  the  release  of  beer  and  wine,  were  old  or  middle-aged  men, 
now  75  per  cent  are  young  girls  and  boys. 

The  mayor  of  the  same  city  says  that  at  least  95  per  cent  of  all 
the  cases  tried  in  his  court  are  caused  either  directly  or  indirectly 
by  drinking.  When  we  think  of  the  facts  of  drinking  with  its  evils 
is  it  any  wonder  that  Solomon  said  wine  is  a  mockery,  strong  drink 
is  raging,  and  whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not  wise,  Prov.  20:1. 
Here  is  the  mischief  of  drunkenness.  Wine  is  a  mockery,  strong 
drink  is  raging.  It  is  so  to  the  sinner  himself.  It  promises  him 
the  satisfaction  it  cannot  give,  it  smiles  upon  him  at  first,  but  at 
the  last  it  bites  in  reflection  upon  him. 

Drunkenness  which  pretends  to  be  a  sociable  thing,  renders  men 
unfit  for  society  for  it  makes  them  abusive  with  their  tongues  and 
outrageous  in  their  passion.  He  that  allows  himself  to  be  drawn 
into  this  sin  when  he  is  so  plainly  warned  of  the  consequences  of  it 
is  not  wise.  Who  hath  woe?  Who  hath  sorrow?  Who  hath  con- 
tentions? Who  hath  babblings?  Who  hath  wounds  without  cause? 
Who  hath  redness  of  eyes?  They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine.  Look 
not  thou  upon  the  wine  when  it  is  red.  At  the  last  it  biteth  like  a 
serpent  and  stingeth  like  an  adder.  Thine  eyes  shall  behold  strange 
women  and  thine  heart  shall  utter  perverse  things,  yea  thou  shalt  be 
as  he  that  lieth  in  the  midst  of  the  sea  or  he  that  lieth  upon  the  top 
of  a  mast,  they  have  stricken  me. 

Thou  shall  say  I  was  not  sick,  they  have  beaten  me  and  I  felt  it 
not.  When  shall  I  awake?  I  will  seek  it  yet  again.  Prov.  23:  29-35. 
Solomon  here  gives  fair  warning  against  the  sin  of  drunkenness.  He 
cautions  all  people  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  temptations  to  this  sin. 
Look  not  on  the  wine  when  it  is  red.

May  we  set  as 
our  goal  for  this  Association  one  or  more  Baptist  publications  in  ev- 
ery home  in  this  Association.

The  spiritual,  moral  and  physical  records  are 
high.  However,  instead  of  increasing  the  number  of  children  in  the 
home,  much  time  is  being  spent  in  trying  to  help  the  families  solve 
their  problem  and  save  the  home.  Wrecked  homes  are  one  of  the 
greatest  tragedies  of  our  present  generation.  We  win  military  vic- 
tories in  vain  at  the  expense  of  our  fine  boys  and  girls.  Unless  we 
can  here  at  home  win  spiritual  and  moral  victories,  that  will  un- 
shackle the  children  of  tomorrow.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

I  must  submit  to  you  the  fact  that  Christian  education  begins 
in  the  home.  The  first  religious  impression  that  is  recorded  in  the 
child's  mind  usually  comes  from  an  influential,  devoted  Christian 
home,  and  for  the  most  part  from  the  mother  in  that  home.  A  child 
left  to  himself  very  often  brings  shame  to  his  mother.  The  mother 
has  a  real  busy  and  responsible  position  in  the  home  if  she  fills  it 
well.  The  impressions  received  in  the  home  are  usually  as  lasting  as 
life. 

The  influence  that  bears  strongly  on  the  child's  Christian  edu- 
cation is  that  implanted  in  the  Sunday  School.    Also  other  unions 
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and  organizations  of  the  church.  The  Sunday  School  and  church 
attendance  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized. 

Then  too,  some  form  of  devotional  exercises  should  be  held  in 
the  public  schools  each  day  as  an  aid  to  Christian  education.  These 
principles  and  influences  should  be  a  part  of  high  schools,  colleges 
and  universities  as  well.  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go, 
and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  depart  from  it." 

Parents  have  no  right  to  bring  up  children  without  first  being 
a  Christian  themselves. 

"Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you  and 
lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."

Second:  Believe  it  to  be  at  peace  with 
God,  ourselves  and  each  other.  Third:  Live  by  it  to  be  happy  in 
this  life,  and  have  the  assurance  of  a  happier  life  hereafter  in 
Heaven. 

We  highly  commend  the  "American  Bible  Society"  of  New  York 
in  its  great  mission  work.  It  places  Bibles  in  service  men's  hands, 
in  hotel  rooms  and  in  homes;  many  times  without  cost  or  at  a  price 
less  than  the  cost  of  publishing  and  printing. 

May  we  be  liberal  to  this  worthy  cause.

REPORT  ON  PASTOR  AND  CHURCH  RELATIONS 

In  Jeremiah  3:15  we  find  these  words:  "And  I  will  give  you  Pastors 
according  to  mine  heart,  which  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and 
understanding." 

The  church  is  today,  more  than  ever,  looking  to  the  Pastors  for 
that  spiritual  food  so  sorely  needed,  to  lift  us  up  and  above  so  many 
worldly  and  seemingly  harmless,  indulgences.  The  church  as  a 
whole,  still  expects  the  Pastor  to  act  as  a  watchman,  and  warn  the 
people  that  Jesus  not  only  gave  sweet  promises,  but  He  also  left 
great  commandments  to  be  carried  out,  and  before  we  can  claim  His 
promises  we  have  to  act  on  His  commandments.

Let  us  pray, 
as  if  every  living  thing  depended  on  God,  for  it  does,  and  then  let 
us  work  as  if  everything  depends  on  us,  as  pastors  and  church  mem- 
bers, and  God  will  surely  bless  our  efforts.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained ministers  as  members  ex  officio. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the 
same  individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11;  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  another,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  their  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
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report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introduc- 
tory, Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual 
session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names  of 
the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be 
interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit  him 
from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he  breaks 
this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  any 
other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have  no  vote, 
unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
these  rules,  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 
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ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and  Holy 
Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated 
and  bom  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  the 
imputed  Righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances ;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

God's  first  servants  expressed  the  importance  of  Christian  edu- 
cation in  words  like  these,  "Gather  the  people  together,  men,  women 
and  children  and  the  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates,  that  they 
may  hear,  learn  and  fear  the  Lord  our  God  and  observe  to  do  all 
thy  words  of  the  law."  Deut.  31:12.  We  need  to  recall  that  Jesus 
committed  to  our  trust  teaching  as  well  as  preaching.  Our  slowness 
to  realize  this  importance  of  teaching  has  manifested  itself  in  our 
churches  with  many  who  are  undeveloped  spiritually. 

We  believe  the  home  to  be  the  most  important  source  of  Chris- 
tian education.  Therefore,  the  Christian  grown  should  start  in  the 
home.  We  need  to  encourage  and  earnestly  plead  that  Christian 
parents: 

1st  —  Re-establish  the  family  altar. 

2nd  —  Zealously  train  their  children  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
monition of  the  Lord. 

Our  children  are  too  precious  to  be  handled  in  a  careles«  man- 
ner. This  Christian  training  in  the  home  will  solve  many  of  our 
juvenile  delinquency  cases. 

We  are  thankful  for  our  schools  and  colleges  that  are  giving 
Christian  education  to  our  youth.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  much 
the  purpose  of  our  institutions  of  learning.  There  must  be  a  dif- 
ference in  our  schools  from  the  state  institutions.  This  difference, 
Christ  should  be  and  must  be  the  center  of  our  schools,  if  our  Chris- 
tian experience  is  to  be  broad,  deep  and  full  of  meaning,  we  must 
have  instructors  who  not  only  know  their  subject,  but  have  a  per- 
sonal experience  in  Christ,  who  can  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul,  "I 
know  whom  I  have  believed  and  am  persuaded  that  He  is  able  to 
keep  that  which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against  that  day."  The 
spirit  of  Christ  should  pervade  and  prevail  in  all  activities  of  school 
life.  This  will  help  the  youth  to  learn  the  secret  of  carrying  His 
spirit  into  all  the  activities  and  relationships  of  their  lives. 

We  should  as  church  workers,  lay  members  and  all  right  living, 
right  thinking  people  give  our  earnest  attention  to  Christian  educa- 
tion. 

We  commend  our  schools  to  our  people  and  we  urge  that  they 
support  them  with  their  prayers,  patronage  and  their  means.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

Temperance  is  the  "habitual  moderation  of  the  appetites  and 
passions."  The  temperate  individual  will  guard  his  appetite  in  all 
things.  Paul  said,  "Every  man  that  striveth  for  the  mastery  is  tem- 
perate in  all  things."  He  was  a  living  example  of  his  preaching.  He 
says  again,  "But  I  keep  under  my  body,  and  bring  it  unto  subjec- 
tion; lest  that  by  any  means,  when  I  have  preached  to  others,  I 
myself  should  be  a  castaway." 

The  temperate  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  has  not  been  found  a 
wise  course.  Some  people  cannot  use  alcoholic  beverages  temperate- 
ly. The  Keely  Institute  estimates  that  two  out  of  every  one  hun- 
dred drinkers  will  never  be  able  to  control  themselves.  The  wise 
course  for  Christians  is  abstainence  in  either  the  sale  or  use  of  in- 
toxicating beverages  in  any  form. 

A  present  need  in  North  Carolina  is  some  means  of  cooperation 
in  fighting  mankind's  number  one  enemy,  the  liquor  traffic.  The 
Allied  Church  League  offers  the  best  means  of  such  cooperation  at 
present.  Another  need  is  the  encouragement  and  support  by  Chris- 
tians of  our  local  law  enforcement  officers  in  any  effort  they  may 
make  to  combat  this  evil.  Finally,  we  need  to  express  ourselves  as 
citizens  of  the  State.  If  we  keep  silent  while  the  state  damns  her 
citizens  by  selling  them  liquor,  beer,  or  wine,  we  must  bear  part  of 
the  penalty  involved.

REPORT  ON  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  had  another  full  and  fruitful  year.  In 
the  past  few  years  its  facilities  to  care  for  the  sick  have  been  greatly 
increased.  This  is  true  for  both  those  who  do  not  have  the  money 
to  pay  for  complete  hospital  care  and  those  who  have  complicated 
afflictions  which  the  hospitals  and  doctors  in  most  communities  are 
not  prepared  to  care  for. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  operates  one  of  the  best  schools  of  nursing 
in  the  South.  It  seeks  the  finest  young  women  mentally,  physically 
and  spiritually,  to  train  for  a  Christian  ministry  of  healing.  It  in- 
vites young  women  from  our  Baptist  homes  and  churches  who  are 
interested  in  giving  their  lives  to  this  important  profession  to  con- 
sider going  there  for  their  training.   The  need  for  nurses  is  urgent. 
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Any  girl  18  years  of  age  or  over,  with  high  school  education,  or  bet- 
ter, is  eligible  to  apply.  She  should  write  the  Director,  Nursing  De- 
partment, North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 

The  urgent  and  outstanding  need  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  the 
construction  of  a  new  south  wing.  This  would  provide  140  new  beds, 
which  we  so  greatly  need,  especially  to  care  for  the  more  seriously  ill 
who  need  private  rooms.  Additional  operating  and  delivery  rooms 
and  X-ray  facilities  would  be  included.  It  would  provide  adequate 
kitchen  and  storage  room,  where  the  hospital  is  now  seriously  handi- 
capped for  lack  of  space.  Also,  it  would  provide  room  for  a  laun- 
dry. It  now  costs  the  hospital  over  $50,000.00  a  year  to  get  its  laun- 
dry done  outside.  The  new  wingN  would  greatly  increase  the  service 
of  our  hospital  to  the  sick  and  would  enable  it  to  increase  its  in- 
come.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

The  backwash  of  war  is  presenting  to  orphanage  workers  some 
very  acute  problems.  Among  these  are  the  increased  cost  of  living, 
the  difficulty  in  securing  a  well  equipped  staff  and  the  most  serious 
concern  of  how  to  help  meet  the  problems  in  the  ever  increasing 
number  of  broken  homes. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  the  orphanage  has  had  another 
successful  year,  especially  from  the  standpoint  of  income. 

The  farm  activities  in  the  past  year  have  been  unusually  suc- 
cessful.   The  orphanage  farm  produced  last  year  the  following: 

Barley    2,670  bushels 

Oats    5,207  bushels 

Corn   7,725  bushels 

Hog  meat,  49,018  lbs.;  eggs,  27,740  dozen;  milk,  76,002  gallons. 

Vegetables  of  all  kinds  sufficient  to  supply  their  needs  were 
produced. 

A  total  of  700  children  were  under  care  during  the  year. 

Each  of  the  homes  have  an  ordained  minister  who  directs  a 
successful  physical  education  program. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  two  pastors,  Rev.  J.  A.  Neilson  of 
the  Mills  Home  and  Rev.  Cleveland  Wilkie  of  the  Kennedy  Home, 
these  two  churches  have  a  positive  influence  in  the  lives  of  our  boys 
and  girls.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the 
same  individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  "of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  members  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  another,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  , 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 
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14.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introduc- 
tory, Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual 
session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names  of 
the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be 
interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit  him 
from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he  breaks 
this  decorum. 
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11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  any 
other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have  no  vote, 
unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
these  rules,  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated 
are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  the 
imputed  Righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  are  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

rights  and  privileges  of  all  delegates.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  responsibility  for  Christian  Education  does  not  rest  upon  any 
one  institution.  Christian  education  must  begin  in  the  home.  When 
Christ  becomes  the  head  of  the  house,  it  is  then  that  a  program  of 
Christian  education  begins  for  the  youth  of  the  home.  The  spirit  of 
Jesus  is  demonstrated  to  the  children.  The  principles  of  Jesus  are 
taught  the  children.  The  Scriptures  are  read  in  their  hearing,  Bible 
stories  are  supplied  and  read  to  the  children.  Prayer  is  offered  in 
their  behalf.  Character,  principles  and  attitudes  are  molded  in  the 
Christian  homes,  that  stay  with  a  child  throughout  life.  Parents 
must  always  guard  against  shifting  the  responsibility  of  the  home 
upon  some  other  institution. 

The  church  must  accept  much  of  the  responsibility  for  a  thorough 
Christian  educational  program.  Jesus  said  ''Ye  must  be  born  again." 
Knowledge  of  Christ  as  personal  Saviour  is  necessary  in  Christian 
education.  The  minister  and  teacher  is  to  lead  the  new  convert  in 
"growth  in  grace  and  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ." 

The  Christian  college  supplements  the  work  of  the  home  and 
Church.  In  North  Carolina  Baptists  own  and  control  the  following 
Christian  colleges:  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  Gard- 
ener-Webb and  Wingate.  In  all  of  these  colleges,  there  is  a  strong 
Christian  atmosphere.  Teachers  and  students  alike,  believe  the  words 
of  the  Great  Teacher  "Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall 
make  you  free."  All  of  these  colleges  stand  for  the  physical,  mental 
and  spiritual  development  of  our  boys  and  girls.  These  colleges  ask 
the  youth  of  our  land  the  same  question  Jesus  asked  the  cripple  at 
the  pool  of  Bethesda  "Will  thou  be  made  whole?" 

There  are  three  ways  this  association  can  aid  our  Colleges.  First, 
we  can  pray  for  them.  Second,  encourage  our  boys  and  girls  to  attend 
them.  Third,  we  can  support  them  financially  in  their  programs  of 
enlargement.

1st.  —  We  urge  an  uncompromising  condemnation  of  the  liquor 
advertising  in  newspapers,  periodicals,  and  radio,  which  is  now  invad- 
ing our  homes  with  its  clever  but  untrue  claims  as  to  the  desirability 
of  the  use  of  strong  drink.

REPORT  ON  HOSPITAL 

If  I  could  have  chosen  a  subject  to  report  on,  I  think  I 
would  have  chosen  "Our  Hospital."  It  is  a  great  privilege  to  tell  you 
something  about  the  work  of  our  hospital.  I'm  sure  that  many  of  you, 
like  myself,  have  been  a  patient  there  and  know  something  about  the 
kindness  and  efficiency  you  find  there. 

A  mother  from  one  of  our  Baptist  churches  was  hurried  to  our 
Baptist  Hospital.  Local  doctors  had  done  their  best  and  said  she 
could  not  live  unless  she  got  other  help  right  away.  She  had  been 
sick  for  a  year  and  had  just  spent  six  weeks  in  another  hospital.  She 
had  been  able  to  have  her  five  months  old  baby  with  her  only  two 
weeks  since  he  was  born.  Her  stay  in  our  Hospital  was  long  and 
expensive,  costing  over  $1,200.00  though  she  was  a  service  patient  and 
there  was  no  charge  for  all  the  work  of  the  doctors.  But  there  she 
was  cared  for  by  highly  skilled  physicians  using  the  latest  drugs  and 
the  best  known  methods  of  medical  care. 

Her  family  is  almost  without  means  and  able  to  meet  only  a  por- 
tion of  this  large  bill.  The  churches  of  this  association,  through  our 
Mother's  Day  offerings,  helped  to  provide  for  her  hospital  care.  Be- 
cause we  gave  on  Mother's  Day  she  was  given  a  chance  and  recently 
went  back  home  and  to  care  for  her  baby. 

What  we  did  for  this  mother,  we  are  doing  in  a  larger  or  smaller 
measure  for  thousands  of  others  throughout  North  Carolina  who  are 
sick  and  have  little  money.    The  past  twelve  months  have  been  the 
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most  crowded  year  our  Baptist  Hospital  has  ever  known.  Its  ministry 
has  gone  to  more  people  than  ever  before. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  voted  to  enlarge  our  Hospital.  In- 
terested friends  have  said  we  are  ready  to  help  Baptists  do  this. 
Now  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  much  larger  and  more  modern  plant 
on  the  beautiful  hundred-acre  Gray  estate  in  Winston- Salem  where 
this  ministry  of  healing  in  the  name  of  Christ  can  be  multiplied. 

Have  you  ever  seen  a  person  whose  body  was  wracked  with  pain 
or  a  child  whose  fever  was  high  and  said,  "Oh,  how  I  wish  I  could 
do  something  for  them?"  You  can  do  just  that  when  you  give  to 
your  hospital.  If  we  are  the  Christians  we  should  be  we  will  remem- 
ber the  words  of  Jesus  as  he  said,  "I  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto, 
but  to  minister."  Let  us  so  live  that  someday  we  may  hear  these 
words  from  the  Great  Physician,  "I  was  sick  and  ye  ministered  unto 
me."

They  produced 
many  thousands  of  pounds  of  hog  meat  this  year,  as  well  as  eggs  by 
the  thousands  of  dozens  and  milk  in  thousands  of  gallons.  But  there 
are  many,  many  things  which  must  be  bought  on  the  open  market 
and  the  impact  of  the  high  cost  of  living  strikes  here. 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  always  taken  care  of  their 
children — By  the  grace  of  God  they  always  will.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  present  the  needs  and  our  people  will  supply  those  needs. 

The  rising  divorce  rate  with  a  consequent  breaking  up  of  homes 
means  that  more  and  more  children  are  seeking  a  haven  in  our 
orphanage.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained minister  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the 
same  individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  members  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  another,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  in  all  cases,  except  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 
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16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introduc- 
tory, Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual 
session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names  of 
the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be 
interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the  sitting 
of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit  him 
from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he  breaks 
this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  any 
other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have  no  vote, 
unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
these  rules,  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 
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ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated 
are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  the 
imputed  Righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

REPORT    ON   CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Christian  Education!  This  means  more  than  education:  it  is 
education  plus  Christ  and  the  principles  for  living  which  He  ad- 
vocated. Christian  Education  is  the  inherent  demand  of  the  un- 
folding life  because  man  cannot  live  by  bread  alone.  The  demands 
of  the  mind  and  the  hunger  of  the  heart  must  be  satisfied  together 
if  the  individual  is  to  have  a  well-rounded  personality. 

Baptists,  as  a  whole,  have  never  realized  entirely  the  influence 
of  Christian  Education.  The  proof  of  this  is  seen  in  our  failure  to 
provide  adequate  support  for  our  denominational  colleges.  When 
we  once  get  a  vision  of  the  wide  range  of  influence  which  true 
Christian  teaching  exercises,  we  will  be  ready  to  support  this  phase 
of  our  work  with  vigor  and  determination. 

Among  the  5,000  students  enrolled  in  our  six  Baptist  colleges 
in  North  Carolina,  about  500  have  dedicated  themselves  to  full- 
time  Christian  service.  First  emphasis  must  continue  to  be  placed 
on  training  Christian  leaders,  but  we  must  not  forget  the  import- 
ance of  trained  lay  leaders  to  assure  the  progress  of  the  church. 

Christian  people  are  the  providers  of  support  for  Christian 
Education.  Our  Baptist  colleges  offer  to  us  unlimited  and  unequalled 
opportunities  for  investing  in  a  Christian  world.  May  we  lay  this 
matter  to  our  hearts,  heed  the  challenge  held  out  to  us,  and  re- 
spond liberally.

Now  they  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible  crown;  but 
we  are  incorruptible." 

A  more  narrow  definition  of  temperance  is  needed  in  relation 
to  intoxicating  beverages.  Abstinence  from  the  use  of  beer,  wine, 
and  whiskey  is  the  safe  way. 

Your  committee  would  like  to  make  three  suggestions  to  the 
Elkin  Association.  • 
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1st.  —  Leave  intoxicating  drinks  absolutely  alone.  Adopt  the 
attitude  that  it  is  the  smart  thing  not  to  drink. 

2nd.  —  Give  all  possible  aid  to  law  enforcement  officers.  We 
have  made  the  mistake  of  asking  for  prohibition  laws  and  after 
securing  the  laws,  doing  nothing  whatever  to  see  they  are  enforced. 

3rd.  —  Work  to  outlaw  every  beer,  wine  and  liquor  store  in 
North  Carolina.

REPORT   ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem  has 
been  a  good  Samaritan  in  this  year  of  1948,  to  many  of  the  hundreds 
of  people  in  our  State  who  had  polio.  The  loved  ones  of  these 
were  glad  indeed  to  have  such  a  hospital  to  administer  the  best 
of  care  and  expert  treatment  to  the  victims  of  this  dread  disease. 

This  hospital,  planned  originally  as  a  100  bed  hospital  in  1922, 
when  incorporated,  has  grown  to  several  times  its  original  size. 
The  underlying  purpose  of  the  hospital  has  always  been,  medical 
care  of  the  highest  type  for  all,  and  especially  for  the  poor. 

In  1941  the  Wake  Forest  Medical  School  was  expanded  from 
a  two  year  school  into  a  fully  approved  four  year  medical  school 
and  the  entire  medical  program  of  the  college  moved  to  Winston- 
Salem,  adjacent  to  the  hospital  and  named  in  honor  of  the  late 
Mr.  Bowman  Gray.  Then  the  purpose  became  twofold,  teaching  and 
healing,  the  twin  endeavors  of  Christ. 

The  hospital  operates  a  fully  approved  school  of  nursing  with 
120  young  women  receiving  professional  training  under  christian 
auspices.  The  curriculum  includes  a  course  in  Bible  by  the  hospital 
Chaplain  and  religious  services  are  held  for  them  in  the  nurses  home. 

About  48,000  people  depend  each  year  on  the  Baptist  Hospital 
for  the  relief  of  pain  of  which  approximately  8.000  are  in  patients 
or  bed  patients,  20,000  who  are  given  complete  diagnostic  exam- 
inations but  are  not  admitted  as  bed  patients  and  20,000  who  go 
to  the  Medical  Schools  private  clinic  for  examinations.

Under  the  influence  of  christian  leadership  and  christian  teach- 
ing they  make  good,  useful  citizens.  Letters  written  by  alumni  of 
Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home  are  full  of  expressions  of  gratitude 
for  the  "Home"  that  was  given  them.  You  who  have  helped  support 
this  institution  can  feel  happy  that  you  have  had  a  part  in  giving 
a  home  to  some  worthy  boy  or  girl. 

In  1947  there  were  608  children  cared  for  at  Mills  Home  and 
Kennedy  Home,  83  in  foster  homes  and  80  by  mother's  aid,  which 
totals  771. 

Is  your  Sunday  School  giving  a  monthly  offering  to  our  Bap- 
tist Orphanage?  The  churches  are  asked  to  do  that.  If  you  as 
leaders  in  your  church  will  present  the  need  to  your  people  I  feel 
sure  they  will  respond  wholeheartedly.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the 
same  individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faitful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  another,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visitine: 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
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report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to 
enable  her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual,  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introduc- 
tory, Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual 
session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from 
his  seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not 
be  interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject, 
and  use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
any  other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have 
ho  vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
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these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated 
and  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  re- 
generated are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall 
finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  the 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is 
by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of 
the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Chrstian  Education  applies  not  only  to  college  education,  but  to 
training  in  the  life  of  Christ,  the  Bible  and  its  teachings,  and  the 
church  and  denominational  principles. 

We  realize  now  as  never  before  the  urgency  for  educated  Christian 
leaders  in  our  churches,  in  politics,  in  law,  in  business,  in  social  work, 
in  journalism,  in  colleges  and  universities,  and  in  communities,  large 
and  small.  Pr  oof  of  this  is  shown  by  the  increasing  number  of  enroll- 
ments in  the  Southern  Baptists'  three  seminaries,  one  training  school, 
thirty-one  senior  colleges,  twenty-four  junior  colleges,  and  eight  acad- 
emies. In  the  seminaries,  schools,  and  colleges  we  have  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  54,979.  Of  this  number  6,571  are  ministerial  students.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  ministerial  students,  there  are  2,197  volunteers  for  full- 
time  Christian  service.  In  North  Carolina's  six  Baptist  colleges  this 
year,  we  had  a  total  enrollment  of  5,481  in  Baptist  institutions.  Pro- 
gress is  being  made  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  establish 
two  additional  seminaries  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  eastern  seaboard 
and  in  the  western  states. 

It  is  a  particular  responsibility  of  pastors,  Sunday  School  super- 
intendents, and  all  Baptists  to  be  interested  in  helping  to'  further  the 
program  of  Christian  Education  in  colleges.  We  must  keep  the  educa- 
tion-minded young  people  interested  in  making  our  world  Christian. 

Since  our  colleges  are  not  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  many 
interested  young  people,  we  should  encourage  the  most  outstanding 
and  capable  young  men  and  young  women  to  enter  a  Christian  college. 

If  we  try  to  convince  worthy  students  the  importance  of  going  to 
a  Christian  college,  we  must  help  them  to  understand  that  these  col- 
leges cannot  receive  support  from  the  state  and  must  be  helped  by 
churches. 

Not  all  of  us  can  help  financially,  but  the  least  each  of  us  can  do 
is  to  make  the  institutions  and  their  leaders  objects  of  our  daily 
prayers.  On  every  hand  in  our  world  today  we  find  men  and  women 
who  believe  in  and  want  to  support  education,  but  we  must  go  one 
step  further  and  help  them  to  want  CHRISTIAN  education. 

We  are  challenged  to  put  our  money  and  service  to  the  aid  of  these 
training  centers  of  God  and  amximize  our  efforts  in  the  name  of 
youth  and  for  the  cause  of  Christ.

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Remarks — Dr.  M.  H.  Kendall,  Mars  Hill  College,  Mars  Hill,  N.  C.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE

Second:  in  Galations  5:22-23,  Paul  associates  temperance  with 
the  fruits  of  the  spirit  which  are  all  within  the  law,  love,  joy,  peace, 
long  suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance: 
against  such  there  is  no  law." 

Third  and  fourth:  found  in  2  Peter  1:6,  here  the  apostle  Peter  in 
adding  up  the  christian  virtues  and  graces  which  go  to  build  christian 
characters  said  "Add  to  knowledge  temperance,  and  to  temperance, 
patience,  and  to  patience  godliness,"  and  etc.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

To  most  people  who  are  entering  a  hospital  for  the  first  time,  it  is 
a  place  of  strange  scenes,  sounds  and  odors,  but  if  it  is  necessary  for 
one  to  remain  as  a  patient,  some  of  these  first  impressions  change 
rapidly.  They  will  find  they  are  not  alone  among  strange  people,  but 
that  here,  doctors  and  nurses,  in  their  kindly  ways,  are  helping  friends 
back  to  health,  and  strength  by  their  love  and  care. 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem 
has  been,  and  still  is,  just  such  an  institution,  having  as  their  main 
objectives — healing  and  teaching — knowing  that  faith  in  God,  and 
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faith  in  scientific  service,  accomplish  wonders  worth  while  in  the  life 
of  one  who  is  ill. 

The  hospital  received  its  first  patient  on  May  28,  1923,  and  now 
admits  approximately  8,800  persons  per  year  as  bed  patients,  and 
rendered  a  total  of  88,839  days  of  patient  care  in  1948. 

A  total  of  386  nurses  have  graduated  since  1926,  and  a  normal 
enrollment  in  the  school  is  about  120. 

A  patients'  need  for  pastoral  care  is  increased,  rather  than  lessen- 
ed, by  his  physical  difficulties.  To  meet  this  need,  the  hospital  has  es- 
tablished a  full  department  of  religion  with  a  director,  chaplain,  and 
a  student  secretary.  Their  duties  consist  of  pastoral  care  of  the  pa- 
tient, and  promotion  of  religious  programs  for  nurses  and  medical 
students. 

Approximately  half  of  the  8,800  bed  patients  in  1948,  paid  no  doc- 
tor's fee,  and  were  assisted  by  the  Mother's  Day  Offering. 

You  might  be  interested  to  know  that  an  average  of  3  babies  per 
day  are  born  at  the  Baptist  Hospital,  making  a  total  of  well  over  a 
thousand  new  citizens  each  year. 

The  medical  school  has  graduated  281  doctors  since  1941. 

1,531  meals  are  served  each  day  or  551,136  per  year. 

The  daily  food  bill  is  around  $555.55  and  its  takes  500  employees 
to  keep  the  work  of  the  hospital  going  each  day. 

Too  often  we  leave  the  burden  of  the  hospital  to  the  nurses,  doc- 
tors, and  helpers.  Let  us  not  become  so  interested  in  our  own  sur- 
roundings, that  we  forget  that  God  is  the  giver  of  every  good  gift,  and 
may  we  thank  Him  for  the  gift  of  this  institution,  where  healing  of 
the  mind,  body,  and  soul  go  hand-in-hand.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANGE 

When  the  Baptist  Orphanage  is  mentioned  the  words  of  the  song 
"How  Dear  To  My  Heart"  come  to  mind.  There  is  no  object  in  our 
State  Convention  dearer  to  the  hearts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  than 
our  Orphanages — the  Mills  Home  and  the  Kennedy  Home.  Since  the 
organization  in  1885  thousands  of  homeless  boys  and  girls  have  been 
cared  for  in  these  Homes.  The  number  seems  to  increase  each  year. 
Ninety-three  more  were  cared  for  in  1948  than  the  previous  year.  A  few 
cottage  is  to  be  opened  at  Kennedy  Home  costing  over  sixty-six 
thousand  dollars.  Both  Homes  have  new  freezer  lockers  installed; 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made  and  the  Orphanages  have  had  to 
go  into  their  reserve  funds.  This  fact  makes  it  imperative  that  we 
urge  every  Baptist  Church  in  our  Elkin  Association  to  give  the  regu- 
lar first  Sunday  offering  of  the  Sunday  School  or  an  equivalent 
amount  toward  the  support  of  our  boys  and  girls.  This  steady  income, 
together  v/ith  the  Thanksgiving  offering,  made  up  of  one  day's  wages 
of  each  Baptist,  will  adequately  support  the  approximately  800  boys 
and  girls  in  our  Orphanages.  Charity  and  Children,  jokingly  called 
"Love  and  Young'uns"  by  the  orphanage  children,  is  a  weekly  pub- 
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lication  to  which  each  church  should  subscribe.  Through  it  we  are  in- 
formed of  all  the  phases  of  orphanage  life. 

Last  year  our  Association  contributed  $1,905.10  in  cash  and  $44.20 
in  produce  to  the  Orphanages.  We  could  give  much  more.  Pray  for 
the  children  and  the  workers.

Have  you  doubted  the  need  of  this  phase  of  our  work? 

May  I  earnestly  request  that  you  look  about  you  for  a  minister 
whom  you  believe  is  of  the  "chosen  of  God,"  then  follow  him  in  his 
work,  his  ministry  to  the  souls  of  men,  his  work  with  the  sick  and 
dying,  his  comforting  help  to  the  people  in  distress,  and  even  his  en- 
couraging words  to  the  flock.  You  will  hear  him  praised  and  blamed 
with  equal  intensity.  He  will  hide  his  hurt  from  our  blame  in  that 
secret  place  where  he  will  often  go  for  strength.

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Some  religious  cults  are  printing  and  distributing  free  to  the  pub- 
lic their  literature  which  is  confusing  to  the  mind.  It  also  has  a  trend 
to  destroy  the  organized  church;  therefore,  our  churches  should 
stress  the  importance  of  studying  the  Bible  and  reading  good,  whole- 
some literature. 

For  clean,  inspirational  reading,  we  have  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
Charity  and  Children,  Home  Missions,  and  The  Commission,  and 
other  chiistian  magazines.  We  also  have  on  sale  at  our  Baptist  Book 
Stores  a  number  of  books  that  are  written  by  good,  christian  men  and 
women. 

When  we  read  these  books  they  inspire  us  to  higher  standards  of 
living  rather  than  cause  confusion  and  loss  of  faith  in  God  and  the 
church. 

If  we  would  read  the  Bible  more  we  would  not  have  any  desire  to 
read  the  so-called  "Trashy  Literature."

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  world-wide  agency  engaged  in 
the  publication  of  distribution  of  Bibles.  These  Bibles  are  published 
without  note  or  comment.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Society  to  permit  the 
Scriptures  to  speak  for  themselves  in  the  language  of  the  people. 

The  Society  has  translated  and  published  parts  of  the  Bible  in 
1,070  languages.  The  entire  Bible  has  been  published  in  185  languages. 
The  complete  New  Testament  has  been  published  in  237  languages.  It 
is  estimated  that  there  are  about  1,000  languages  and  dialects  into 
which  the  Scriptures  are  yet  to  be  translated. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  non-profit  organization,  whose 
sole  purpose  is  to  publish  and  distribute  the  Bible  without  note  or 
comment.  It  is  now  the  recognized  agency  of  more  than  40  denomina- 
tions. Our  own  denomination  has  asked  every  Baptist  Church  to  give 
some  support  to  this  worthy  cause.  The  Society  is  very  modest  in  its 
request  for  gifts.  It  has  been  suggested  that  country  and  village 
Churches  give  five  dollars  each  year;  small  city  Churches  ten  to 
twenty-five  dollars  each  year; larger  Churches  twenty-five  to  fifty 
dollars  each  year;  great  City  Churches,  one  hundred  to  two  hundred 
dollars  each  year.  In  the  light  of  the  need  we  could  wisely  go  the 
"second  mile"  in  giving,  in  order  that  those  in  darkness  may  have  the 
light  of  Christ.

The  Lord  has  richly  blessed  us  as  we  have  served  Him  through 
Woman's  Missionary  Union.  We  are  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  be- 
ing "laboreis  together"  with  the  Association  as  we  all  work  and  pray 
and  give  that  the  day  may  soon  come  when  "at  the  name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  shall  bow."  We  realize  increasingly  what  a  glorious  priv- 
ilege it  is  to  "serve  the  Lord  Christ"  who  is  the  answer  for  every  need 
of  this  weary  world. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  existed  for  the  purpose  of  edu- 
cating Southern  Baptist  women  and  young  people  to  a  fuller  under- 
standing of  their  responsibility  to  let  their  light  shine  at  home  and 
out  to  the  ends  of  the  earth;  all  have  been  encouraged  to  be  mission- 
aries in  their  own  communities  and  to  be  participants  in  the  great 
mission  enterprise  through  their  gifts.  They  have  sought  to  follow 
Him  who  said,  "I  am  the  light  of  the  world." 

So  many  people  still  confuse  the  terms  W.M.U.  and  W.M.S.  For 
that  reason  I  would  like  to  take  the  time  here  to  try  to  explain  the 
difference.  A  W.M.S.  is  an  organization  for  the  women  of  a  Bap- 
tist Church.  A  W.M.U.  is  a  Woman's  Mission  Society,  or  W.M.S., 
plus  one  or  more  missionary  organizations  for  young  people  fostered 
by  the  society. 

With  twenty  churches  in  our  association  only  eight  of  them  have 
a  missionary  organization  of  any  kind.  Six  of  these  have  more  than 
one  organization. 

If  we  are  "to  make  known  to  the  sons  of  men  His  mighty  acts 
and  the  glorious  majesty  of  His  kingdom"  we  must  have  an  efficient 
missionary  society  in  every  church  to  reach  every  woman  for  kingdom 
work. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  each  society  to  see  that  every  church 
around  her  has,  at  least,  a  W.M.S.  and  a  Sunbeam  Band. 

The  destiny  of  the  world  is  wrapped  up  in  the  youth  of  today  and 
they  are  in  our  care.  What  grave  responsibility  rests  upon  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  to  give  missionary  education  to  the  young  people 
of  our  churches.  It  is  they  who  must  build  a  "better  world  of  tomor- 
row" if  it  is  to  be,  and  they  must  build  it  with  the  tools  and  materials 
which  we  have  placed  in  their  hands. 

Our  W.M.U.  Association  is  small  but  active.  In  the  past  year  we 
contributed  over  $3,000,  making  a  10%  increase  over  the  year  before. 
This  amount  does  not  include  our  special  offerings  for  state,  home, 
and  foreign  missions  which  amounted  to  over  $1,000. 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  blessing  our  work  so  abundantly. 
We  pray  for  His  guidance  as  we  claim  His  promise  "Lo,  I  am  with 
you  always."

1.  Every  person  from  three  years  of  age  up,  that  is  physically 
able.

1.  Every  person  from  birth,  so  long  as  they  live,  using  the  Cradle 
Roll  and  Extension  Departments.  Everybody  should  be  en- 
rolled in  Sunday  School.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the 
same  individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have,  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committeed  by  one  church 
against  the  other,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 
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15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to 
enable  her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introduc- 
tory, Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual 
session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from 
his  seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not 
be  interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject, 
and  use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  on  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
any  other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have 
no  vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 
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14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated 
and  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  re- 
generated are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  'fall 
finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  the 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is 
•by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

PROCEEDINGS 


(1)  On  September  28,  1950,  at  10:00  a.  m.,  the  Elkin  Baptist 
Association  convened  in  the  Seventy-Second  Annual  Session  with  the 
Ronda  Baptist  Church,  Ronda,  N.  C.  The  second  day  of  the  Associa- 
tion convened  with  the  Mount  Pleasant  Baptist  Church  at  10:00  a.  m., 
September  29,  1950. 

(2)  J.  L.  Powers,  Moderator,  opened  the  Seventy-Second  Annual 
convening  of  the  Association  with  song  and  prayer. 

(3)  Immediately  after  convening  the  Association  the  Moderator 
recognized  the  visitors  who  were  present. 

(4)  Church  letters  were  then  called  for  by  the  Moderator.  All 
the  churches  in  the  Association  except  one  presented  their  letters 
and  the  delegates  were  seated.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  the  first  and  great  aim  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
Evangelize  at  home  and  abroad.  It  is  a  positive  and  direct  command 
of  our  risen  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

Matt.  28:  19-20,  Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost;  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  always  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world. 

Again:  Mark  16:  15-16,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned. 

We  also  read  in  Acts  1:8,  Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both 
in  Jerusalem,  and  all  Judaea,  and  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
part  of  the  earth.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Because  of  the  remarkable  service  rendered  by  the  Baptist 
Hospital  to  the  sick  in  our  state,  the  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
ample  reason  to  praise  their  Heavenly  Father.  Thousands  have 
found  in  the  hospital  a  haven  of  hope  for  their  sick  and  maimed 
bodies.  Through  this  channel  of  service,  the  Baptists  of  this  state 
are  endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  healing  ministry  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Last  year  9.700  patients  were  cared  for  at  the  hospital  and  90,000 
visits  were  made  to  clinics  for  examinations  and  treatments.  About 
one-half  of  these  were  persons  with  little  or  no  money;  nevertheless, 
they  were  given  free  service  by  the  doctors,  and  were  given  additional 
financial  assistance  with  the  cost  of  the  service  received. 

The  free  service  could  only  be  granted  because  of.  the  Duke 
Endowment,  gifts  from  various  health  and  welfare  agencies,  gifts 
from  interested  individuals  and  the  annual  Mother's  Day  Offering — 
which  last  year  amounted  to  $128,900.  Regardless  of  the  total  amount 
of  $312,500  given  by  the  stated  contributors  to  provide  for  free 
service,  many  more  who  desired  financial  assistance  were  deprived  of 
it  because  the  hospital  yet  lacked  sufficient  funds. 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  admitting  one  of  the  largest  classes 
in  its  history.  Applications  were  for  greater  than  could  be  accommo- 
dated.   The  Medical  School  has  completed  one  of  its  best  years. 

As  the  Department  of  Religion  continues  to  grow,  it  is  becoming 
more  and  more  a  vital  part  of  the  life  and  work  of  the  hospital. 
The  members  of  this  department,  by  their  TEACHING  ministry,  hold 
Sunday  School  classes,  student  nurses  classes,  and  clinical  pastoral 
training  classes;  by  their  PREACHING  ministry,  hold  needed  week- 
ly services  for  doctors,  nurses,  and  medical  students;  by  their  REACH- 
ING ministry,  they  contact  the  patients  with  the  gospel,  thereby 
many  through  this  department  have  made  professions  of  faith  and 
have  rededicated  their  lives  to  Christ.  Thus,  the  hospital  truly  be- 
comes a  genuinely  Christian  institution  of  healing  and  teaching. 

According  to  reports  now  at  hand,  the  outlook  is  good  that 
the  North  Carolina  Baptists  shall  raise  the  needed  amount  of  $700,000. 
for  the  wing  providing  150  new  beds. 

Surely  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  are  upon  this  great  institution.

When  speaking  of  our  Orphanage  my  mind  always  presents  to 
me  a  mental  picture  of  happy,  contented,  healthy,  busy  children.  How 
we  should  rejoice,  and  give  thinks  to  God  for  watching  over  our

children  at  the  Home,  and  for  laying  the  burden  on  our  hearts  to 
see  that  this  great  work  is  carried  forward. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  at  the  orphanage  this  year, 
but  we  feel  fortunate  in  securing  good  workers  to  replace  those 
who  have  been  tireless,  and  safe  leaders. 

In  1949  the  Orphanage  announced  they  had  spent  $56,000  more 
than  was  received.  This  money  was  used  to  repair  old  buildings, 
and  build  new  ones.  We  asked  that  you  give  more,  and  you  did.  In 
fact  you  gave  $32,000  more  than  was  spent. 

The  R.  M.  Idol  Estate  gave  $586,000  to  be  used  for  buildings  at 
Mills  Home,  and  these  should  be  started  by  Fall. 

Last  year  781  children  were  cared  for;  14  graduated  from  Mills 
Home  and  5  from  Kennedy  Home;  70  were  baptized  by  our  pastor 
there,  and  good  spiritual  work  was  also  done  at  Kennedy  Home. 

With  a  glorious  history  back  of  us;  a  big  building  program  ahead 
of  us;  a  new  General  Superintendent,  and  workers  coming  to  us; 
a  faithful  and  experienced  band  of  old  workers  remaining  with  us, 
and  scores  and  scores  of  homeless  children  calling  to  us  for  shelter 
and  guidance,  may  we  hear  that  call,  and  help  these  children  that 
are  trying  so  hard  to  help  themselves.

In  this  enlightened  day  the  printing  press  is  the  greatest  agency 
for  the  distribution  of  information  to  all  mankind,  and  through 
this  channel  our  people  should  be  informed  of  our  denominational 
needs,  and  take  knowledge  of  our  opportunities  to  do  greater  service 
in  the  Kingdom  work.

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  world  must  have  the  Bible — NOW!  If  the  people  of  the 
world  are  to  know  Christ  —  the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations  —  they 
must  have  the  Bible  in  their  own  native  tongue  if  the  Word  of  God 
is  to  speak  to  his  heart.  In  some  parts  of  the  world  the  income  of 
the  people  is  so  low  they  cannot  afford  the  cost  of  the  scriptures. 
Some  one  must  translate  the  Bible  into  different  languages;  someone 
must  bear  the  cost  of  the  printing  and  someone  must  distribute 
them  to  the  people.  The  American  Bible  Society,  a  missionary  non- 
profit organization  serves  as  that  Someone. 

In  today's  uneasy  peace  —  so  uneasy  that  we  are  again  in  a 
struggle  of  war  —  our  hearts  are  gripped  by  f.ear  that  we  will  not  be 
able  to  control  the  distructive  forces  set  loose  by  our  own  inventive 
genius  and  we  are  facing  the  fact  that  the  Bible  presents  the  only 
real  answer  to  the  needs  of  men  and  nations.  With  this  new  threat 
of  a  third  World  War  the  need  for  an  immediate  distribution  of. 
Bibles  is  greater  than  it  was  only  a  few  short  months  ago.  So  we 
see  a  race  against  time.  Today's  hungry  hearted  eagerness  for  the 
Word  of  God  may  not  last  indefinitely;  opposing  forces  are  at  work. 

The  German  and  Japanese  people  are  turning  to  the  Bible  as 
never  before  and  only  the  minimum  needs  have  been  met.  Many 
other  war-torn  countries  are  sending  requests  for  more  Bibles.  Most 
of  the  millions  of  people  around  the  world  who  are  earnestly  asking 
for  Bibles  cannot  possibly  have  them  without  our  help.  The  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society  is  the  only  agency  equipped  to  supply  the  needed 
Scriptures  on  a  world  wide  scale.  The  Christian  people  of  America 
are  the  only  ones  who  can  supply  the  needed  money.  Southern 
Baptists  can  be  counted  on  to  do  their  share,  therefore  the  help 
of  our  own  churches  is  urgently  needed  now.

In  Proverbs  22:  we  are  told  to  train  up  the  children  in 
the  way  they  should  go,  and  surely  the  Training  Union  Department 
has  an  excellent  opportunity  to  train,  not  only  the  children  but  the 
adults  as  well.  From  our  observation  of  the  work  which  is  being 
carried  on  in  this  field  it  is  the  adult's  part  which  is  lagging.  We 
often  hear  the  expression,  "The  younger  generation  is  going  to  the 
dogs,"  but  I'm  persuaded  to  believe  they  will  go  where  the  older 
generation  leads  them.  Our  future  depends  on  the  way  in  which 
we  lead  our  young  people  because  the  young  people  of  today  are  our 
citizens  of  tomorrow. 

The  public  schools  in  our  association  are  to  be  commended 
for  the  worthy  part  they  are  contributing  toward  the  Spiritual 
development  of  the  students.   A  group  of  churches  in  our  association 
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have  sponsored  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  in  some  of.  our  public 
schools  to  the  extent  that  a  Bible  teacher's  salary  was  financed  by 
them. 

It  is  through  trained  spiritual  leadership  that  our  churches  will 
make  progress.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  church  as  a 
whole  rally  behind  the  efforts  of  the  Training  Union  Department  and 
its  leaders  and  that  the  Association  make  plans  to  organize  a  Train- 
ing Union  in  every  church  in  this  association  which  does  not  have  one.

REPORT  ON  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Advance  has  been  the  keynote  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Boards  pro- 
gram during  1949  and  1950,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

To  begin  with  the  advance  program  was  only  concerned  with 
foreign  missions  but  now  embraces  all  the  causes  represented  in  the 
cooperative  program. 

There  was  an  estimated  report  of  15,000  baptisms  in  1949  from 
all  areas  in  foreign  mission  fields. 

The  boards  total  receipts  for  the  year  was  $5,319,261.04. 

There  were  67  additional  missionaries  appointed  in  1949  which 
still  makes  just  a  little  over  700. 

The  greatest  advance  was  in  Japan  where  we  now  have  40 
missionaries. 

Requests  for  241  missionaries  have  come  from  our  mission 
stations.  An  urgent  call  has  come  from  Palestine  for  preachers  and 
teachers.  Calls  are  coming  from  all  the  areas  where  we  have  mission 
stations,  and  soon  we  must  consider  the  needs  of  new  areas  Southern 
Baptists  hope  to  enter. 

Can  we  increase  our  mission  staff  to  1,750? 

Advance  through  open  doors  of  opportunity  is  hampered 
by  the  lack  of  enough  properly  trained  workers. 

It  would  seem  that  our  greatest  hope  is  to  train  our  children 
and  young  people  to  be  missionary-minded.  And  to  place  in  their 
hands  our  many  mission  magazines,  books  and  literature. 

Out  of  28,000  Baptist  ministers  in  our  Southland  only  231  have 
answered  the  call  to  go  into  all  the  world. 
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It  would  seem  that  some  of  our  Pastors  need  a  missionary 
education  also.   The  world  is  the  field. 

Sometimes  in  my  meditations  I  see  hands,  millions  of  hands, 
from  China,  Japan,  Africa,  throughout  all  the  world  all  reaching 
toward  me  pleading  for  help.    They  are  helpless,  hopeless  hands 

seeking  for  something  better  than  that  which  they  have  yet  not  know- 
ing where  to  find  it.  Hands  soiled  with  sin,  with  bloody  revolu- 
tion groping  in  darkness  and  despair.  Then  I  look  at  these  two 
hands  of  mine  and  think  how  of.ten  they  have  held  onto  God's 
good  gifts  refusing  to  share  them  with  others.  Shall  I  go  unto  Him 
empty-handed?  And  shall  I  hear  Him  say  "I  did  all  I  could  for 
them  but  you  would  not  help  me."  God  forbid.  Altho  my  part 
may  be  small  I  want  to  hear  Him  say:  "Well  done  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant."

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the 
same  individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  the  other,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 
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15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to 
enable  her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Itroduc- 
tory,  Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual 
session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from 
his  seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not 
be  interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject, 
and  use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
any  other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have 
no  vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 
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14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated 
and  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  re- 
generated are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall 
finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  the 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is 
by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

MINISTERS'  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

There  are  two  ministers  in  the  Elkin  Association  participating 
in  the  Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  program. 

Ministers,  as  well  as  laymen,  grow  old  and  are  unable  to 
continue  their  work  because  of  advanced  age  or  physical  disability. 
This  means  no  income  for  them  unless  they  have  made  some  pro- 
vision earlier  in  life,  which,  in  most  instances,  has  not  been  done. 

The  Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  Program  is  not  a  matter 
of  charity  but  rather  a  plan  by  which  the  ministers'  welfare  is 
taken  care  of  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  retirement.  The  pastor 
contributes  a  certain  percentage  of  his  salary  (4%)  and  the  church 
pays  the  same  amount.  To  this  is  added  4%  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  The  minister's  retirement  salary  is  based  on  the  amount 
that  has  been  paid  in. 

If  the  minister  is  to  share  in  the  benefits  of  this  retirement 
program,  then  the  churches  must  be  willing  to  do  their  part  toward 
matching  dollars  with  him.  The  minister  may  be  reluctant  to  ask 
the  church  to  join  with  him,  feeling  that  it  is  too  personal.  The 
members  of  the  churches  should  find  out  if  the  pastors  are  interest- 
ed in  participating  and  assure  them  of  their  financial  support.

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

How  we  should  rejoice  and  thank  God  for  the  wonderful  way 
in  which  He  lays  it  on  the  hearts  of  His  children  to  carry  on 
the  great  work  of  caring  for  the  children  in  our  Orphanage. 

Last  year  at  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home,  we  cared  for 
606  children.  Then  through  Mother's  Aid,  we  helped  support  100.  In 
addition  to  this  we  supported  58  children  in  Boarding  Homes. 
This  makes  a  grand  total  of  764  children  who  were  given  support 
through  our  Orphanage  Program. 

Through  the  generous  bequest  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  M.  Idol 
of  Winston-Salem,  we  received  last  year  the  greatest  single  gift 
that  has  ever  been  given  to  our  Orphanage.  This  gift,  together 
with  a  similar  one  from  his  sister,  the  late  Miss  Lelia  M.  Idol, 
totaled  a  little  more  than  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Not  one 
penny  of  this  can  ever  be  used  for  current  expenses,  but  in  accord- 
ance with  the  will,  is  to  be  used  to  build  a  Church,  Infirmary,  and 
a  Print  Shop.  These  buildings  and  one  cottage  for  children  are 
now  under  contract. 

With  this  big  building  program  ahead  of  us  and  so  many 
homeless  children  depending  upon  us  for  their  support,  may  we 
remember  them  with  love,  and  with  our  prayers,  and  our  money, 
and  may  we  also  remember  that  the  Master  said:  "Whosoever  re- 
ceiveth  on  such  little  on  in  My  name,  receiveth  not  only  Me,  but 
Him  that  sent  Me.'"

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  extent  to  which  the  man  with  the  Book  has  gone  out  to 
seek  the  man  without  the  Book  is  reflected  by  the  number  of  vol- 
umes distributed.  During  1950  the  Society's  distribution  was  in  the 
United  States,  6,230,370  volumes;  in  foreign  fields,  4,826,214  volumes 
— making  a  total  of  11,056,584.  This  figure,  while  representing  an 
increase  of  more  than  25%  over  1949,  did  not  by  any  means  meet 
all  the  needs  which  the  Society  faced. 

Think  of  Korea,  now  the  focus  of  the  world's  interest,  known  as 
the  "Land  of  the  Morning  Calm."  In  its  capital  city,  Seoul,  between 
fire-scarred  tumbling  walls  lies  a  pile  of  ashes,  the  remains  of 
45,000  Bibles,  over  100,000  New  Testaments,  over  500,000  Gospels  and 
several  tons  of  paper  and  binding  materials  and  printing  plates. 
These  are  the  ruins  of  the  Bible  House  of  the  Korean  Bible  Society. 

Think  of  our  Armed  Forces.  Their  numbers  increase  daily  and 
rapidly.  Their  need  for  New  Testaments  must  be  met  at  all  costs. 
Parents  will  want  their  sons  and  daughters  in  the  various  services 
supplied  with  spiritual  weapons  which  make  alive,  as  well  as  with 
the  deadly  weapons  of  warfare.  Orders  for  2,000,000  Service  Testa- 
ments were  placed  in  1950.  More  will  be  needed  as  time  goes  on. 

Think  of  Japan,  still  a  country  of  unlimited  opportunities. 
The  goal  for  1950  was  the  distribution  of  3,000,000  copies  of  the 
Scriptures.  The  goal  for  Japan  for  1951  is  5,000,000  volumes. 

Think  of  China,  a  country  drastically  changed  politically  and 
economically;  many  of  its  people,  however,  still  desire  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  For  the  twelve  months  ending  October  31,  1950,  there 
were  distributed  71,493  Bibles,  130,000  New  Testaments  and  900,000 
Gospels. 

Think  of  Brazil.  It  offers  today  an  unusual  opportunity.  The 
missionary  glow  of  the  Churches  and  the  tides  of  the  Spirit  of 
God  have  created  an  upsurge  in  the  hearts  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  Brazilians.  Some  120,000  Bibles  annually  used  to  be  distributed, 
but  now  the  workers  in  this  field  are  convinced  that  300,000  Bibles 
are  needed,  besides  large  quantities  of  Testaments  and  Gospels. 

Think  of  Bibleless  Americans.  Think  of  the  blind.  Think  of  what 
it  will  mean  to  share  in  this  task  of  getting  the  Word  of  God  to 
those  who  do  not  have  a  Bible  and  to  each  in  his  own  language. 
Then  let  each  church  have  some  part  whether  large  or  small,  in 
spreading  the  Gospel  by  sending  a  contribution  to  the  American 
Bible  Society.

Our  Sunday  School  work  in  the  association  did  not  advance 
by  leaps  and  bounds  last  year,  but  we  are  glad  that  we  can  report 
it  is  growing  slowly,  but  surely,  in  most  of  our  churches.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Some  years  ago,  a  great  Baptist  leader,  speaking  on  our  topic 
of  Christian  Education,  said  "The  soul  of  culfcure  is  the  culture 
of  the  soul."  That  statement  in  a  few  short  words,  describes 
the  task  before  us. 

Long  ago  the  nations  of  the  world  realized  the  value  of  educa- 
tion. When  the  Apostle  Paul  had  visited  the  city  of  Athens,  he 
found  that  the  people  had  a  vital  interest  in  learning  new  things. 
In  fact,  he  found  that  they  spent  most  of  their  time  investigating 
new  theories  and  digging  out  new  facts.  Their  tragedy  was  that 
they  had  no  interest  in  Christian  education. 

Fifty  years  ago,  medical  doctors  had  a  feeling  that  they  were 
lacking  in  essential  medical  knowledge  until  they  had  done  post 
graduate  work  in  Germany.  This  nation  stressed  education — but 
because  this  learning  process  left  out  the  ethical  teachings  of  Jesus 
Christ — Germany  became  a  stumbling  block  for  the  nations  of 
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the  earth.  Japan  was  eager  to  educate  her  people  and  a  few  short 
years  ago,  she  boasted  of  the  highest  literacy  rate  of  any  nation. 
But  alas  Japan  too  omitted  the  Christian  principle  from  her  teach- 
ing and  tragedy  followed. 

Is  it  possible  that  our  beloved  America  will  stubbornly  refuse  to 
profit  by  the  mistakes  of  these  other  nations?  Will  we  fill  the  heads 
of  our  young  people  while  their  hearts  are  empty?  That  great  Chris- 
tian statesman,  William  Jennings  Bryan,  said,  "I  want  my  sons  to 
study  geology  and  the  age  of  rocks — but  first,  I  want  them  to  know 
more  about  the  Rock  of  Ages."  That  is  what  Christian  Education 
means.

REPORT  ON  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  this  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same 
individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committeed  by  one  church 
against  the  other,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
churches,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon  it. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases,  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
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report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to 
enable  her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Intro- 
ductory, Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  an- 
nual session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as 
they  choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from 
his  seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not 
be  interrupted  by  any  member,  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject, 
and  use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one 
subject  without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
any  other  member,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have 
no  vote,  unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
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these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated 
and  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  re- 
generated are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall 
finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is 
by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

Seventy-Fourth  Annual  Session

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

During  these  days  when  the  world  is  filled  with  unrest  and  chaos, 
when  it  is  covered  with  a  heavy  mantle  of  spiritual  darkness,  when 
"men's  hearts  (are)  failing  them  for  fear,  and  for  looking  after  those 
things  that  are  coming  on  the  earth;"  the  enlightening  story  of 
Christ's  redemption  shines  even  more  and  more  in  this  crucial  hour. 
This  focal  point  of  the  Biblical  story,  when  proclaimed  either  from 
the  pulpit,  the  Sunday  School  class,  or  in  personal  witnessing  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  winning  others  to  Christ,  constitutes  the  act  of 
evangelizing. 

Every  Sunday  School  hour,  every  worship  service,  every  Training 
Union  session,  every  study  course  period,  and  every  prayer  activity 
should  have  as  its  ultimate  objective  the  winning  of  the  lost  to 
Christ.  Thus  evangelism  is  the  motivating  force  of  every  New  Testa- 
ment church. 

A  new  day  has  dawned  when  Southern  Baptists  began  to  realize 
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the  significance  of  this  important  truth.  North  Carolina  Baptists 
are  making  splendid  strides  in  this  field  of  service  under  the  inspiring 
leadership  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Canipe. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Associational  Simultaneous  Crusades, 
many  associations  are  able  to  report  a  continued  upsurge  in  bap- 
tisms. The  Elkin  Association  had  such  a  simultaneous  revival  the  past 
year;  we  rejoice  in  the  number  of  baptisms  that  were  added  to  the 
churches  by  means  of  this  special  crusade.  Some  of  the  men  of  this 
section  were  fortunately  able  to  attend  the  Conference  on  Evangelism 
held  at  New  Bern  last  February.  Because  of  the  great  spiritual  bene- 
fit derived  from  attending  this  Conference,  we  wish  every  pastor, 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  and  deacon  both  could  and  would  at- 
tend the  next  session  on  evangelism.  If  this  were  done,  upon  return- 
ing to  their  respective  fields  of  service,  the  added  impetus  of  evangelis- 
tic fervor  would  be  so  great  that  revival  fires  would  break  out  all 
over  our  entire  association. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  some  of  our  churches  had  a  week  of 
Bible  Study  last  January  and  hope  that  more  churches  shall  plan 
for  such  a  week  this  coming  January.

REPORT  ON  TRAINING  UNION 

The  work  of  the  training  Union  in  the  Elkin  Association  con- 
tinues to  play  a  vital  part  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Christ.  Six  years 
ago  only  five  churches  reported  Training  Unions,  with  469  members 
enrolled.  We  now  have  Training  Unions  in  eleven  churches  with  782 
members  enrolled. 

During  the  past  year  four  mass  meetings  were  held  with  an 
average  attendance  of  227.  An  enlargement  campaign  was  conducted 
in  July  with  ten  churches  participating.  There  was  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  611,  which  was  ninety-one  per  cent  of  the  members  en- 
rolled, and  an  average  attendance  of  495.  As  a  result  of  this  en- 
largement campaign,  eight  new  unions  were  organized  and  three 
hundred  and  eighteen  awards  earned. 

There  are  still  ten  churches  in  our  Association  without  Train- 
ing Unions.  Only  nineteen  per  cent  of  our  church  membership  is  en- 
rolled in  this  great  organization.  Let  us  each  one  do  what  we  possi- 
bly can  to  further  the  work  of  Training  Union  in  the  Elkin  Asso- 
ciation this  year.

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REPORT  ON  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY 

Baptists  are  not  as  thoughtless  and  indifferent  about  meeting 
the  needs  of  aged  and  infirm  ministers  as  we  have  sometimes 
been  led  to  believe. 

Thirty-three  years  ago  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  was  es- 
tablished. Its  plan  was  to  set  up  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  retiring 
ministers  and  their  families.  To  this  fund  would  go  3%  of  his  salary, 
paid  by  the  preacher,  3%  contributed  by  his  church,  and  2%  would 
be  paid  by  the  State  Convention.  In  return,  when  the  preacher 
retired,  he  received  an  annuity  equal  to  one-half  his  average  salary 
over  the  previous  twenty-five  years. 

This  plan  has  proved  to  be  based  on  sound  actuarial  facts  and 
figures.  It  works  and  the  results  have  proved  its  worth. 

A  Relief  Department  was  organized  to  provide  for  those  who 
never  had  an  opportunity  to  join  any  retirement  plan,  having  served 
before  there  was  any  Relief  and  Annuity  Board.  Had  all  the  pastors 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  taken  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity offered  by  the  retirement  fund,  the  load  on  the  Relief  De- 
partment would  be  decreasing  each  year.  Instead  it  has  been  in- 
creasing year  by  year.  In  1950,  North  Carolina  paid  into  the  fund 
$16,918.93.  We  drew  out  the  sum  of  $23,029.50,  or  $6,110.57  more 
than  we  put  in.  Only  tfie  Government  of  the  United  States  can  go  on, 
year  after  year,  with  this  type  of  business  of  spending  more  than 
is  received. 

There  are  two  ways  to  meet  this  problem.  The  first  is  to  supple- 
ment the  Relief  funds  by  special  offerings.  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  approved  and  recommended  only  three  special  offerings. 
This  relief  fund  for  aged  ministers  was  one. 

The  second  way,  and  the  best  way,  is  to  secure  more  and  more 
support  from  ministers.  Every  preacher  should  be  fully  and  com- 
pletely informed  about  the  whole  relief  and  annuity  plan  and  urged 
to  join  the  movement  and  support  it  wholeheartedly.  We  have  plan- 
ned the  work.  Now  let  us  all  seek  to  work  the  plan.

REPORT  ON  W.  M.  U. 

With  only  eight  churches  out  of  twenty-one  in  our  Association 
having  missionary  organizations,  we  wonder  if  many  of  our  churches 
are  not  missionary  in  name  only. 

Surely  it  is  not  a  coincidence  that  the  eight  churches  reporting 
missionary  organizations  are  the  same  eight  churches  giving  to 
missions,  both  home  and  foreign. 

The  quality  of  the  work  of  the  W.  M.  U.  has  steadily  improved 
during  the  past  year,  due,  no  doubt,  to  a  number  attending  the  two- 
day  Institute  held  at  Fruitland  and  the  Leadership  Institute  held 
at  First  Baptist  Church,  Elkin,  in  November,  at  which  seven  of  the 
eight  churches  having  organizations  were  represented. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Mt.  Pleasant  Church  in  April 
with  all  eight  churches  well  represented.  Miss  Marie  Epley,  our  new 
State  Young  Peoples  Leader,  and  Miss  Kathleen  Manley,  a  medical 
missionary  to  Nigeria,  Africa,  brought  exceptionally  interesting  and 
challenging  messages. 

Believing  that  the  ministry  of  any  church  cannot  be  what  Christ 
would  have  it  unless  the  missionary  aspect  is  taught  and  prac- 
ticed, we  appeal  to  the  pastors  and  leaders  of  our  churches  to  en- 
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courage  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  and  interest, 
remembering  the  words  of  Christ  just  a  she  left  this  earth  .  .  . 
"But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  come 
upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth."  Surely  this  is  just  as  much  a  command  to  the  churches  of 
the  Elkin  Association  as  "Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
thou  shalt  be  saved."

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  again  rejoice  and  give  thanks 
for  the  Baptist  Orphanage  located  at  Thomasville,  North  Carolina. 

During  the  year  of  1951  our  Orphanage  at  Thomasville  cared  for 
more  than  600  homeless  children.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Orphanage 
supported  and  looked  after  more  than  100  children  for  whom  there 
was  no  vacancy  in  the  Orphanage,  this  making  a  total  of  more  than 
700  children  that  were  cared  for  directly  and  indirectly  through  the 
Orphanage  program. 

The  Orphanage,  as  many  other  of  our  Baptist  institutions,  have 
to  depend  on  the  generous  gifts  made  by  individuals  and  by  the  pub- 
lic offerings  that  are  taken  for  the  institutions.  We  are  now  in  the 
midst  of  a  building  program  at  the  Orphanage  and  need  all  the  help 
that  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  can  give  for  meeting  the  en- 
largement program. 

We  should  remember  when  we  think  of  the  Orphanage  what 
Jesus  said,  "Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me  for  such  is  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven."

Five 
churches  earned  162  training  awards,  and  eleven  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  were  reported.

It  is  older  than  any 
other.  It  is  larger  than  most.  It  was  1600  years  in  the  writing.  At 
least  fifty  different  persons  contributed  to  its  pages.  Yet  when 
printing  was  invented  500  years  ago,  it  was  the  first  book  printed,  has 
never  been  off  the  presses  of  the  world  through  these  five  centuries, 
and  is  more  popular  today  than  ever.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Jesus  said  we  are  to  be  a  witness  for  Him  in  this  world. 

If  we  are  to  be  a  witness  for  Him,  we  must  know  something  about 
Him.  If  we  are  to  know  something  about  Him,  we  must  study.  The 
Bible  tells  us  to  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  work- 
man that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed." 

If  we  should  study,  what  should  we  study? 

First,  The  Bible.  Let  us  spend  some  time  each  day  reading  and 
studying  the  word  of  God,  which  is  a  lamp  unto  our  feet  and  a  light 
upon  our  path.  If  we  are  to  be  able  to  use  the  word  of  God,  we  must 
know  something  of  the  opportunities  and  needs  in  our  world. 

Our  State  Church  paper,  The  Biblical  Recorder,  brings  to  us 
information  about  our  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  tells  us  what  we 
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are  doing  and  also  the  opportunities  and  needs  in  our  churches,  in 
our  state  and  in  the  world. 

Let  us,  as  pastors,  deacons,  and  Sunday  School  superintendents 
work  to  get  The  Biblical  Recorder  in  every  home  in  our  church  so  we 
can  be  an  informed  people.  The  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans: 
$2.50  a  year  for  individual  subscriptions;  $2.00  a  year  in  clubs  of  five 
members  or  more;  $1.50  a  year  to  churches  send  The  Recorder  to 
every  family  in  the  church. 

It  was  urged  that  the  Biblical  Recorder  be  used  by  the  churches. 
By  the  use  of  The  Recorder,  it  was  pointed  out,  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  could  keep  abreast  of  the  times  and  could  compare  what 
other  churches  were  doing  with  what  they  themselves  are  doing.

REPORT  ON  HOME  FOR  THE  AGING 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging  at  Winston- 
Salem  is  18  months  old  now.  It  was  first  opened  to  residents  on  March 
16,  1951.  Wonderful  progress  has  been  made  during  this  time  under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  James  M.  Hayes,  Superintendent,  Miss  Edna 
Heinzerling,  Supervisor  and  Dietitian,  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Fulghum,  As- 
sistant Supervisor.  These  are  concerned  with  the  physical,  spiritual, 
and  social  life  of  each  resident  in  the  Home.  Everyone  who  visits 
the  Home  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  cleanliness  and  attractiveness 
of  the  building,  its  efficient  management,  the  excellent  food,  and 
above  all,  the  genuine  happiness  of  the  guests. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  Home,  it  was  filled  to  capacity 
with  20  residents.  To  date,  there  have  been  close  to  500  inquiries. 
There  are  approximately  100  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  now 
for  whom  there  is  no  room. 

The  Home  is  a  nice  three-story  brick  building  which  is  equipped 
with  an  elevator.  The  interior  of  the  building  has  been  redecorated 
and  furnished  with  new  and  attractive  furniture.  The  grounds  are 
also  being  made  beautiful. 

There  is  an  encouraging  prospect  of  getting  the  top  floor  of  the 
present  building  completed,  which  will  provide  space  for  15  more 
residents.  Furniture  has  already  been  donated  for  the  15  rooms  when 
they  are  completed.  The  cost  of  the  enlargement  project  has  been 
underwritten  by  a  business  man  of  Winston-Salem,  who  is  not  a 
Baptist.  This  same  friend  has  already  donated  a  television  set,  and 
has  concreted  the  basement  of  the  Home. 

Our  Home  presents  a  great  challenge  to  North  Carolina  Baptists 
to  provide  adequate  facilities.  There  are  probably  100,000  people  in 
our  State  past  65  years  of  age,  and  a  large  number  of  these  are  of 
Baptist  faith.  We  must  make  provision  as  time  and  finances  permit 
for  these  aging  Baptists.  Since  Baptists  of  our  State  now  number 
more  than  700,000  in  membership,  we  are  well  able  to  make  such 
provisions.  If  every  Baptist  would  give  an  average  of  $1.00  to  our 
Home  in  one  year,  we  could  raise  $700,000  and  not  one  person  would 
suffer  hardship.  As  soon  as  a  practical  and  adequate  plan  of  support 
can  be  agreed  upon,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  our  Baptist  Home 
will  be  worthily  supported. 

I'm  sure  we  are  proud  of  the  beginning  that  has  been  made  in 
providing  for  our  aging  people,  even  though  we  were  late  in  starting. 
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But  I  trust  that  it  is  just  the  beginning.  North  Carolina  Baptists  should 
in  a  few  years  provide  for  1,000  aged  people  instead  of  the  present  20.

Our  beloved  Rev.  Jimmie  Hayes  of  Winston-Salem  rendered  to 
the  Association  a  very  informative  report  on  what  was  being  done  in 
Winston-Salem  for  the  aging  at  our  Baptist  Home  there.  He  stated 
that  at  the  present  time  the  home  was  completely  filled  and  that 
there  were  applications  for  admittance  but  there  was  no  vacancy. 
It  was  stressed  that  there  was  a  definite  need  for  expansion  to  take 
care  of  more  of  our  aging  Baptist  people. 


REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

For  twenty-nine  years  our  Baptist  Hospital  has  sought  to  pro- 
vide a  Christian  ministry  of  healing.  The  chief  desire  of  the  indi- 
vidual who  is  sick  is  to  regain  health  and  strength.  The  chief  concern 
of  the  staff  at  the  hospital  is  to  help  these  people  reach  that  goal 
through  the  ministry  of  healing.  Thousands  of  sick  people  have  been 
blessed  through  it.  Without  it  many  could  not  have  received  the  care 
they  needed. 

Last  year  10,491  persons  were  cared  for  as  bed  patients;  48,846 
visits  from  87  counties  were  made  to  the  out-patient  clinic.  Almost 
half  of  these  persons  were  service  patients  who  paid  no  doctor  bills 
and  were  provided  free  hospital  care  at  a  cost  of  $400,000.  These 
service  patients  were  provided  40,558  days  of  free  hospital  care. 

This  free  service  was  made  possible  by  our  Mother's  Day  Offering, 
the  Duke  Endowment  fund,  Health  and  Welfare  agencies  and  inter- 
ested individuals.  Even  though  these  offerings  and  contributions 
have  been  good,  many  patients  who  desired  and  deserved  financial 
assistance  were  deprived  of  it  because  the  hospital  lacked  sufficient 
funds. 

In  addition  to  the  trained  personnel  working  in  the  hospital  a 
great  number  of  personnel  are  being  trained  each  year  as  nurses, 
doctors,  and  technicians.  The  school  of  nursing  is  the  second  largest 
in  North  Carolina  and  has  graduated  550  nurses.  The  medical  school 
has  an  A-l  rating  and  gradutes  about  50  doctors  each  year.  Additional 
training  is  offered  in  laboratory  technology,  x-ray  technology,  medi- 
cal records,  librarians  and  anesthesia.  Many  of  these  graduates  remain 
in  North  Carolina,  while  others  go  into  other  states  and  countries 
to  carry  on  the  Christian  ministry  of  healing. 

The  growing  Department  of  Religion  provides  Sunday  School 
classes,  Student  Nurses  classes,  pastoral  training  classes,  holds  needed 
weekly  services  for  doctors,  nurses  and  medical  students  and  car- 
ries the  Gospel  to  the  patients.  Under  this  ministry  many  unsaved 
persons  accept  Christ,  many  weak  and  neglected  Christian  lives  are 
renewed  and  many  physical  illnesses  are  hastened  toward  recovery. 

With  the  addition  of  the  new  wing  the  hospital  will  be  able  to 
accommodate  an  additional  5,000  bed  patients  each  year.  Upon  com- 
pletion of  the  building  the  Baptist  Convention  will  have  put  $1,500,000 
into  hospital  buildings.  True  to  Baptist  belief,  the  Convention  refused 
to  accept  $700,000  offered  by  the  government,  and  voted  to  raise  the 
needed  amount  from  our  3,000  Baptist  churches.  A  plan  was  for- 
mulated whereby  each  church  could  have  a  part.  A  suggested  goal 
was  set  for  each  church  based  on  their  membership.  The  results  were 
gratifying  even  though  some  have  not  reached  their  goal. 

May  the  blessings  of  God  be  upon  this  great  institution.

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ELKIN   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches; 
each  church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  or- 
dained ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  this  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same 
individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  the  other,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended 
church,  or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  advise  upon. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or 
ministers  that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sus- 
tain with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and 
order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear 
as  such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 
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16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to 
enable  her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introductory 
Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual  session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time, 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as 
they  choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from 
his  seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not 
be  interrupted  by  any  member  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  sub- 
ject without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  Brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum.

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any  of 
these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall  think 
proper.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches;  each 
church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained 
ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  this  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same 
individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  perform 
all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned  to 
him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported 
back  to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  power  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  the  other,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended  church, 
or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  matter  into 
consideration  and  advise  upon. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or  min- 
isters that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sustain 
with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and  order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear  as 
such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
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of  her  proceedings,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introductory 
Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual  session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time,  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test  of 
fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they  choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  Churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be  in- 
terrupted by  any  member  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  subject 
without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the  sitting 
of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  Brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires.

greatest  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  enterprises. 

Many  a  lagging  church  has  taken  a  new  and  vigorous  stride 
upon  the  pastor's  attendance  of  one  of  the  annual  conferences  on 
evangelism.  Unless  providentially  hindered  no  pastor  of  this  Associa- 
tion or  any  other  Association  can  afford  not  to  attend  the  next 
such  conference  which  is  to  be  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  February  8-10.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  several  pastors 
of  this  Association  have  attended  the  last  such  conference  held  at 
High  Point. 

Because  of  the  revival  meetings  held  and  the  souls  being  saved, 
the  forward  trend  looks  quite  encouraging.  The  spirit  and  interest 
of  evangelism  was  shown  at  the  Baptist  Union  Revival  meeting  with 
Dr.  J.  C.  Canipe  doing  the  preaching.

REPORT  OF  ELKIN  W.  M.  U. 

With  the  words  of  John,  "Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the 
fields;  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest,"  as  our  missionary  chal- 
lenge for  the  past  year,  the  women  of  Elkin  W.  M.  U.  have  gone  for- 
ward in  their  work  for  Christ. 

We  regret  that  we  have  been  unable  to  organize  any  new  women's 
organizations  in  other  churches  of  our  association,  but  we  do  rejoice 
in  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  the  work,  both  among  the  women 
and  the  young  people's  organizations.  There  was  an  increase  of  two 
young  people's  organizations  over  last  year.  We  now  have  two  churches 
with  full-graded  W.  M.  U.'s — which  means  they  have  one  or  more 
organization  for  each  age  group. 

We  have  407  women  enrolled  in  the  eight  W.  M.  U.'s.  Of  this 
number  a  little  more  than  43%  are  listed  as  tithers.  This  is  reflected 
in  our  total  special  offerings  which  amounted  to  $1830.27.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  our  young  people  gave  $268.36  to  these  special  offerings. 

A  number  of  women  attended  the  Institute  at  Fruitland  last  fall 
resulting  in  more  efficient  work  for  the  past  year.  A  very  success- 
ful Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  West  Elkin  Church  in  April  with 
Mrs.  John  Wacaster,  State  W.  M.  U.  Field  Worker,  and  Miss  Bertha 
Wallis  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  bringing  challenging  messages  to 
our  women.  We  had  four  of  our  churches  represented  at  the  State 
W.  M.  U.  meeting  in  Wilmington,  which  was  an  excellent  representa- 
tion considering  the  distance  from  home.  We  find  the  inspirations 
received  at  these  meetings  reflected  in  the  work  of  our  individual 
societies  as  the  women  pass  on  to  others  the  spirit  of  zeal  for  greater 
things.

REPORT  ON  TRAINING  UNION 

For  a  Baptist  church  to  fulfill  its  God-given  mission,  a  well- 
organized,  functioning  Training  Union  is  essential.  It  undergirds  and 
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strengthens  every  other  organization  and  activity  in  the  church. 
Through  its  ministry,  the  members  are  prepared  to  be  better  leaders 
and  workers. 

The  Elkin  Associational  Training  Union  held  four  mass  meetings 
during  the  year.  The  average  attendance  was  185.  There  are  12 
churches  with  Training  Unions  at  the  present  time,  and  nine  churches 
without  Training  Unions.  This  is  a  gain  of  one  new  Training  Union 
from  last  year.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Christian  literature  is  a  tremendous  force  in  the  lives  of  our 
people  today.  In  our  own  country  virtually  all  persons  read.  What 
they  read  is  largely  what  they  BELIEVE.  Glorious  opportunities  are 
ours  to  crusade  for  Christian  literature.  If  we  do  fail  to  meet  such 
opportunities,  our  Baptist  people  and  Baptist  work  will  suffer  untold 
harm  from  little  vision  and  lack  of  knowledge. 

In  days  of  old,  the  prophet  Hosea  said,  "My  people  perish  for 
lack  of  knowledge."  Today  the  devil  is  exploiting  as  never  before, 
the  power  of  the  printed  word.  The  mails,  the  newsstands,  and  too 
many  homes,  are  loaded  with  the  ugly  tide  of  bad  books,  and  maga- 
zines cleverly  designed  to  delude  people;  to  promote  cheap  diver- 
sions; to  glorify  worldliness;  to  encourage  Sabbath-breaking  and 
liquor  sales  with  all  its  attendant  evils  and  to  undermine  Christianity. 

To  meet  this  evil  flood  of  bad  literature,  we  have  a  marvelous 
array  of  well  printed,  sound  Baptist  periodicals,  Sunday  School  and 
other  Christian  publications  for  every  age.  Perhaps  no  denomination 
is  America  has  so  fine  a  selection  of  Christian  literature  as  Southern 
Baptists  have  today.  The  aim  of  it  all  is  to  inform,  enlist,  indoctrinate, 
unify,  and  inspire  our  people  for  faithful  service  in  our  Lord's 
name.  Our  Christian  literature  MUST  be  magnified  and  promoted 
in  all  churches  if  God's  work  is  to  go  forward. 

In  our  own  state,  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  the  one  publica- 
tion covering  the  entire  field  of  our  co-operative  efforts  as  Baptists. 
Without  our  State  Baptist  paper,  a  successful  promotion  of  all  our 
Baptist  work  would  be  well-nigh  impossible.  For  120  years  the  RE- 
CORDER has  been  going  into  Baptist  homes  with  its  weekly  mes- 
sage. Wise  Pastors,  associational  missionaries,  Sunday  School  super- 
intendents and  many  other  leaders  have  over  the  years  promoted  its 
circulation  and  have  rejoiced  at  the  many  visible  fruits  of  good 
reading.  People  do  more  when  they  know  more.  As  they  read,  they 
lead.  As  they  are  informed,  they  are  inspired.  In  1830  North  Carolina 
Baptists  were  organized  with  the  stated  purpose  of  "promoting 
missions,  education,  social  service,  and  the  distribution  of  sound  re- 
ligious literature."

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  Sunday  School  is  being  recognized  more  this  year  than 
ever  before  as  the  chief  agency  of  the  churches  in  evangelism, 
teaching  and  enlistment.  The  major  emphasis  for  Baptist  churches 
for  1953-54  is  the  effort  to  enroll  a  million  more  people  in  Sunday 
School  in  one  year.  Right  of  way  has  been  granted  for  this,  the 
greatest  Sunday  School  enlargement  program  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  As  a  result  of  this  program,  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
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there  will  be  substantial  increases  in  baptisms,  offerings  and  Christian 
homes. 

We  are  reporting  in  our  association  this  year  21  Sunday  Schools 
with  an  enrollment  of  3,920. 

Your  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations:  (1)  That 
the  association  approve  the  effort  of  Baptists  to  enroll  "A  Million 
More  in  '54,"  and  commend  to  the  churches  the  practical  plans  for 
accomplishing  this  worthy  objective.  (2)  A  date  be  observed  as  Pre- 
paration Week  in  the  Churches.  It  is  recommended  that  the  new 
book,  "The  Pull  of  the  People,"  be  taught  in  the  churches.  (3)  That 
regular  Sunday  School  meetings  be  held  this  year  for  the  purpose  of 
helping  and  inspiring  the  churches  to  greater  zeal  in  reaching  the 
multitudes  for  Bible  study.  (4)  That  the  association  seek  to  do  its 
full  share  in  enrolling  "A  Million  More  in  '54,"  by  trying  to  enroll 
at  least  20%  more  people  in  Sunday  Schools  in  the  year  October 
1953-October  1954.  (5)  Encourage  class  Sunday  Schools  to  "move  up" 
to  department  schools  wherever  possible.  (6)  That  the  churches 
call  on  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Department  in  Raleigh  for  any 
help  with  reference  to  remodeling  old  church  buildings  or  building 
new  structures.

REPORT  FOR  HOME  FOR  THE  AGING 

Last  year  we  referred  to  our  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging  as 
"Our  Baby."  Well,  "Our  Baby"  is  growing  and  seems  to  be  developing 
nicely.  Besides  our  home  in  Winston-Salem,  that  we  know  as  Rest- 
haven,  we  now  have  a  branch  home  for  aging  people  at  Albemarle. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  May  19,  1953,  the 
decision  was  made  to  purchase  the  Yadkin  Hospital  building  to  be 
used  by  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.  We  were  able  to  purchase  the 
property  at  a  surprisingly  low  cost.  Our  Board  of  Trustees  felt  that 
it  was  wise  to  purchase  this  property  at  Albemarle  for  several 
reasons.  The  chief  reason  being  the  opportunity  to  accommodate 
possibly  40  more  residents  than  we  now  have  at  Resthaven.  There 
are  plans  for  other  homes  in  Eastern  and  Western  parts  of  the  state. 
We  feel  that  this  will  also  place  our  aging  friends,  in  many  cases, 
nearer  their  homes. 

Our  N.  C.  Baptists  have  also  purchased  a  34-acre  tract  of  land 
in  Winston-Salem  as  a  permanent  site  of  their  home  for  the  aging. 

The  special  offerings  which  were  taken  for  Resthaven  in  February 
amounted  to  more  than  $50,000  which  is  most  encouraging.  Let's 
keep  "Our  Baby"  growing  with  our  interest  and  our  gifts.  The  need 
of  our  aged  people  must  not  be  ignored  nor  neglected.

REPORT  OF  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Silently  muffled  beneath  the  cry  for  food  of  the  teaming  millions 
of  this  war-torn  world,  is  the  pathetic  and  tragic  heart  cry  for  the 
living  Word  of  God.  Amos  8:12  tells  about  a  day  when  "they  shall 
run  to  and  fro  to  seek  the  Word  of  the  Lord,  and  shall  not  find  it." 
Such  a  famine  for  God's  word  is  being  experienced  by  people  of 
all  nations  in  our  time. 

Ever  since  its  beginning,  the  American  Bible  Society,  in  its 
limited  way,  has  been  endeavoring  to  supply  the  scriptures  to  the 
people  throughout  the  world.  The  Society  is  not  a  self-supported 
institution,  but  is  dependent  upon  the  gifts  and  offerings  of  thousands 
of  christian  men  and  women  and  children  and  the  various  churches 
of  the  larger  denominations  for  its  support.  Only  thus  can  the  Society 
make  the  Bible  available  to  the  spiritually  hungry  people  of  the  world 
in  their  language  and  dialects. 

The  Bible  as  no  other  book,  is  the  world's  Book.  Some  of  it  has 
been  translated  into  over  1,000  languages  and  the  whole  of  it  into  195. 
In  it — its  message  and  its  Lord — lies  the  hope  for  this  chaotic  age; 
but  most  of  the  world  does  not  possess  this  treasured  Book.  Therefore, 
it  must  be  distributed  widely,  immediately,  and  continuously.  Some- 
one must  make  this  the  first  business  in  life, — this  one  thing — the 
American  Bible  Society  does.  To  attain  its  high  ends,  the  Society  has 
organized  its  work  into  five  principal  departments.  (1)  The  aiding  of 
translators,  (2)  the  publishing  of  the  Book,  (3)  The  distributing  of  it, 
(4)  The  promotion  of  Bible  use,  (5)  The  supplying  of  the  Bibles  to  the 
blind. 

Each  local  church  has  a  continuous  responsibility  before  God  for 
introducing  the  Scriptures  to  the  people  outside  the  reach  of  her  own 
church  field.  Thus  an  annual  offering  or  gift  to  the  American  Bible 
Society  will  make  this  stated  obligation  become  a  cherished,  God 
honoring,  fruitful  ministry.

The  following  report,  presented  by  Dr.  V.  W.  Taylor,  was  accepted. 
REPORT  OF  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  ever-increasing  load  on  the  Relief  Department  of  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  has  become  a  cause  of  deep  concern  for  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  and  for  the  state  secretaries.  With  so  many  pas- 
tors retiring  who  have  never  joined  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan, 
the  problem  has  become  acute. 

There  are  more  than  7,000  pastors  over  the  southland  who  have 
refused  or  failed  to  join  the  Plan  and  as  they  retire,  they  ask  to  be 
placed  on  the  relief  roll.  A  careful  study  of  the  problem  with  the 
state  secretaries  during  the  past  several  months  has  resulted  in  a 
drastic  change  in  policy.  After  December  31,  pastors  in  active  service 
who  refuse  to  enter  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  will  no  longer 
be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Relief  Department.  This  Plan 
is  the  method  of  our  denomination  for  taking  care  of  its  retired  and 
disabled  ministers.  The  denomination  must  have  the  cooperation  of 
the  pastor  and  his  Church. 

Every  church  should  enter  the  Plan  and  urge  its  pastor  to  enroll 
without  delay.    Pastors  lacking  only  a  few  years  of  retirement  age 
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can,  with  the  help  of  the  denomination,  earn  for  themselves  small 
annuities.  Your  state  secretary  and  his  Relief  Committee  will  take 
pleasure  in  recommending  that  these  small  annuities  be  supplemented 
by  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board.  An  intensive  effort  will  be  made 
during  October,  November,  and  December  to  enroll  all  active  pastors 
in  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  before  December  31,  1953.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Christian  education!  How  important  it  is  in  the  life  of  our  de- 
nomination, and  the  work  of  our  Lord.  The  need  of  educated  Chris- 
tian leaders  is  ever  before  us.  We  see  it  in  our  churches,  in  business, 
in  politics,  in  social  work,  in  colleges,  and  universites,  and  in  our  com- 
munities. If  souls  are  to  be  won  and  the  word  of  the  Lord  proclaimed, 
we  must  prepare  ourselves  for  that  work. 

Many  young  men  and  women,  who  have  caught  a  vision  of  the 
needs  of  the  world,  are  enrolled  in  our  colleges  and  seminaries.  We 
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as  Southern  Baptists  support  with  our  students  and  our  money  six 
seminaries  and  the  Carver  School  of  Mission  and  Social  Work  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky.  In  addition  to  these  seminaries  there  are  52  junior  and 
senior  colleges. 

It  is  well  for  us  to  remember  that  only  our  seminaries  receive  fin- 
ancial support  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  colleges 
and  academies  receive  their  support  from  the  Conventions  of  the  states 
in  which  they  are  located. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  seven  colleges.  Two  senior:  Wake 
Forest  and  Meredith  and  five  junior:  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Camp- 
bell, Wingate  and  Chowan. 

These  seven  colleges  have  an  annual  operation  budget  of  approxi- 
mately $4,000,000.  North  Carolina  Baptists,  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  make  available  $400,000  to  aid  these  colleges  with  their 
operating  costs,  which  is  exactly  10%  of  the  total  operating  expendi- 
tures, or  a  little  less  than  $100  per  student  for  the  year. 

Thus  far  we  have  thought  of  ourselves  as  Southern  Baptists  and 
as  North  Carolina  Baptists;  now  let  us  conclude  this  report  with  a  ref- 
erence to  ourselves  as  Baptists  within  this  particular  Association. 
What  do  we  know  about  these  institutions  of  learning  which  we  are 
helping  to  support?  How  many  of  our  own  Baptist  boys  and  girls 
are  being  directed  to  these  Baptist  colleges,  and  what  can  we  as  par- 
ents pastors  and  church  leaders  do  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  such 
a  program  of  Christian  education  and  provide  that  counseling  and 
guidance  that  will  result  in  more  of  our  young  people  taking  advan- 
tage of  such  training? 

Let  us  continue  to  pray  for  our  schools,  colleges,  and  seminaries 
and  encourage  our  boys  and  girls  to  attend  them  and  to  support  them 
financially  in  their  work.

REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  and 
we,  indeed,  have  a  right  to  be  proud.  For  thirty  years  our  hospital 
has  followed  the  two  precepts  of  Christian  teaching  and  healing.  This 
follows  the  Master's  plan  that  our  Lord  and  Saviour  followed  when 
he  was  here  on  earth.  Jesus  turned  no  man  away  when  he  was  in  need 
of  help,  and  in  a  great  many  instances  the  healing  of  the  body  pre- 
ceded the  spiritual  help. 

One  outstanding  example  of  healing  the  body  was  and  is  demon- 
strated by  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  country  of  Persia.  Small 
hospitals  have  been  set  up  and  the  human  needs  are  administered 
to  them.  It  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  that  they  can 
be  helped  spiritually.  We,  as  Baptists,  might  well  follow  the  same 
example. 

It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  tell  you  that  the  Elkin 
Baptist  Association  was  the  first  association  in  the  state  to  report  a 
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100%  goal  by  every  church  in  their  donations  to  our  Baptist  hospital. 
The  Pleasant  Hill  Baptist  Church  led  our  association  in  contributions 
to  the  Baptist  Hospital.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

Again  your  orphanage  has  moved  forward  in  its  ministry  of  Child 
Care.  During  the  year  we  served  a  total  of  728  children.  In  addition 
to  this  our  Social  Service  Department  helped  to  adjust  214  children 
with  relatives,  and  thus  prevented  them  from  having  to  be  cared  for 
by  the  Institution.  Your  program  includes  Mills  Home  of  Thomasville, 
Kennedy  Home  of  Kinston,  Mothers'  Aid,  and  Boarding  Homes.  The 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  probably  provide  more  services  for  children 
than  any  other  similar  group  in  the  nation. 

Practically  all  of  our  many  children  developed  normally.  There 
was  very  little  sickness  and  none  of  a  serious  nature.  In  the  schools 
at  Thomasville  and  La  Grange  they  were  well  adjusted,  and  their 
records  compare  favorably  with  the  average  of  all  other  children  in 
these  schools.  Twenty-four  were  graduated  from  high  school  in  June. 
We  believe  they  will  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  their  generation. 

We  have  been  particularly  pleased  with  the  spiritual  development 
in  our  two  Homes.  During  the  year  fifty  professed  faith  in  Christ  and 
were  baptised.  Another  thirty  accepted  Christ  as  Savior,  but  were 
not  baptised  until  early  in  this  year. 

Added  to  our  many  other  activities  we  have  promoted  the  great- 
est building  and  renovating  program  in  the  history  of  the  Orphanage. 
A  new  cottage,  a  new  Print  Shop,  and  a  new  Infirmary  were  completed 
in  1952.  The  I.  G.  Greer  Recreational  Building  was  finished  early 
in  1953,  and  a  beautiful  new  Church  that  will  seat  580  people  will 
be  completed  this  year.  Then  we  have  completely  remodeled  some 
of  the  old  cottages  and  made  them  into  good  living  quarters  for  the 
children.  This  great  building  program  was  made  possible  by  the  money 
left  to  Mills  Home  by  the  late  Robert  M.  Idol. 

Truly  we  can  say,  "God  is  good  to  us,  and  through  North  Carolina 
Baptists  He  has  lifted  the  burdens  from  the  shoulders  of  many  of  our 
fine  boys  and  girls."

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches;  each 
church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained 
ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  this  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same 
individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order;  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  perform 
all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned  to 
him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  thereon,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported  back 
to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  powers  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulation  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  the  other,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen  in 
an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended  church, 
or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  matter  into 
consideration  and  advise  upon. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or  min- 
isters that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sustain 
with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and  order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 

14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
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report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear  as 
such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introductory 
Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual  session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time,  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test  of 
fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they  choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  Churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be  in- 
terrupted by  any  member  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  subject 
without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  member  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the  sitting 
of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  Brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  any 
other  members,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have  no  vote, 
unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 

14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  member 
who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any 
of  these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall 
think  proper. 
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ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impo- 
tency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by 
his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated 
are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is 
by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  or- 
dinances of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  Sunday  Schools  have,  during  the  year  1953-54,  experienced 
the  glorious  privilege  of  taking  part  in  one  of  the  greatest  enlarge- 
ment programs  ever  launched  in  the  church  programs.  The  efforts 
of  the  Baptist  Churches  to  enroll  a  million  more  people  in  Sunday 
Schools  in  1954  has  been  a  great  success.  We  feel  that  through  the 
evangelistic,  teaching,  and  enlistment  program  there  has  been,  and 
will  continue  to  be,  substantial  increases  in  baptisms,  offerings  and 
Christian  homes. 

We  have  21  churches  in  our  Association,  with  a  Sunday  School 
enrollment  of  4,225.  More  churches  in  our  Association  have  conduct- 
ed Vacation  Bible  Schools  this  year  than  ever  before  and  many 
churches  have  organized  Training  Unions.  We  sincerely  trust  during 
this  year  every  church  in  our  Association  will  have  a  Vacation  Bible 
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School  and  a  Training  Union.  We  also  urge  that  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble date  our  Association  have  an  Associational  Missionary. 

In  looking  forward  to  the  coming  year,  in  our  church  work,  let 
us  begin  now  to — 

1 —  Enlist  more  people  for  Bible  Study. 

2 —  Improve  the  quality  of  Bible  teaching. 

3 —  Train  more  workers  for  service. 

4 —  Make  adequate  provisions  for  every  member 
of  every  family  in  Sunday  School. 

5 —  Establish  more  Sunday  Schools. 

6 —  Win  more  people  to  Christ.

Many  a  lagging  church  has  taken  a  new  and  more  vigorous 
stride  as  the  result  of  the  pastor  attending  one  of  the  annual  confer- 
ences on  evangelism.  Here  the  best  soul  winning  pastors  and  evange- 
lists, that  Dr.  Canipe  can  get,  speak.  Unless  providentially  hindered, 
pastors  of  this  Association  or  any  other  association,  cannot  afford 
to  pass  up  the  next  conference,  which  is  to  be  held  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Greensboro.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  several 
preachers  of  this  association  attended  the  last  conference  held  at 
Charlotte  in  February.

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

STATE  MISSIONS  is  the  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ  and  teach,  enlist, 
and  train  the  saved  in  giving,  living,  and  serving  through  the  churches 
and  throughout  the  world. 

There  are  4,200,000  people  in  the  State.  1,900,000  of  these  above 
the  age  of  eight  years  are  affiliated  with  some  kind  of  church. 
1,900,000  of  these  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  unchurched.  If 
25%  of  the  affiliated  church  members  are  unsaved,  then  62V2% 
of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  lost. 
North  Carolina,  therefore,  is  far  from  being  half  Christian.  Here 
is  our  urgent  challenge. 

We  have  760,000  Baptist  church  members  in  North  Carolina. 
Perhaps  35%  of  these  are  enlisted  and  are  being  taught  and  trained 
in  Christian  giving,  living,  and  serving. 

Our  people  need  to  be  taught  and  trained.  Therefore,  four  of 
the  most  significant  phases  of  our  State  Missions  work  are  promoted 
through  the  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Vacation  Bible  Schools 
and  Rural  Church  Departments.  Many  of  our  Baptist  people  attend 
Training  Union  Weeks  at  Caswell,  Fruitland  and  Ridgecrest  during 
the  Summer  months. 

A  more  highly  developed  and  intelligent  congregation  demands 
a  better  trained  pastor.  Each  year  pastors  receive  better  training 
at  Fruitland.    Refresher  courses  are  offered  at  Mars  Hill  and  Caswell. 

Other  areas  of  need  constantly  challenge  the  resources  of  State 
Missions,  namely  (1)  The  Colored  Races,  (2)  The  Allied  Church 
League,  (3)  The  Silent  People,  (4)  The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care, 
(5)  The  Assemblies  at  Fruitland  and  Caswell. 

Will  you  as  an  individual  and  you  as  a  church  do  your  part 
so  that  the  first  part  of  The  Great  Commission  might  be  obeyed — and 
that  these  rich  ministeries  might  be  continued  to  the  extent  that  next 
year  North  Carolina  and  the  world  might  be  more  Christian?

The  following  report,  presented  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Guth,  was  accepted. 
REPORT  ON  ELKIN  W.  M.  U. 

"Declare  His  Glory  among  the  nations,  his  marvelous  works 
among  all  the  people"  was  the  watchword  for  the  past  year — the 
attainment  of  this  watchword  is  what  the  various  organizations  of  the 
W.  M.  U.  has  tried  to  attain — beginning  at  Jerusalem,  but  not  neglect- 
ing the  further  outreaches  of  missionary  work  through  Christian  living, 
giving  and  prayer. 

We  are  happy  to  report  the  organization  of  two  new  missionary 
societies;  one  at  Poplar  Springs  and  the  other  at  Pleasant  Hill.  We 
now  have  a  total  of  ten  missionary  societies.    There  were,  also,  three 
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new  young  people's  organizations — one  each  for  the  Y.  W.  A.,  G.  A., 
and  R.  A.    Three  of  our  churches  now  have  a  full  graded  W.  M.  U. 

We  also  report  a  considerable  increase  in  membership,  with  67 
women  enrolled  during  the  past  year. 

We  reported  43%  of  our  women  as  tithers  last  year — we  now 
have  50%  enlisted  as  tithers.  This  resulted  in  a  substantial  increase 
in  special  missionary  gifts. 

We  had  an  increase  of  $230.00  over  our  total  offerings  for  last 
year.  Our  Association  contributed  approximately  $75.00  to  the 
Mattye  Craver  Memorial  Fund  to  be  used  to  furnish  a  room  in  the 
new  wing  of  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

The  Elkin  Association  was  one  of  the  few  in  the  State  having 
all  churches  with  missionary  societies  reporting  every  quarter  of 
last  year. 

We  had  an  unusual  attendance  record  at  our  annual  meeting 
in  April  with  each  church  having  organized  work  being  represented, 
plus  several  churches  which  do  not  have  any  organized  missionary 
work. 

Compared  to  many  other  large,  well  organized  associations,  our 
work  may  seem  small;  but  God  judges  us  according  to  our  opportun- 
ities and  our  faithfulness,  not  in  mere  numbers.  May  we  always  be 
found  faithful  and  may  the  watchword  for  the  coming  year  prove  a 
great  challenge  to  even  greater  service.  Let  us  THINK  of  it — may  our 
THINKING  lead  us  to  ACTION!  "And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent 
in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son  of  man  be  lifted  up."

Mrs.  Sadie  Shoaf,  who  has  done  work  in  Cuba  and  Key  West,  but 
due  to  bad  health  is  working  in  our  summer  assemblies,  told  of  the 
need  for  workers  in  these  two  places.  She  explained  the  two  idols 
they  worship,  Saint  Barbara  and  Saint  Lazarus.  Different  types 
of  clothes  are  worn,  determined  by  the  spirits  they  want  to  keep  off. 
For  example,  a  red  dress  with  a  yellow  sash  keeps  away  the  lightning. 

She  told  of  the  great  need  for  trained  men  to  minister  the 
gospel  at  Key  West  and  Cuba.

The 
Baptist  Hospital  is  the  fourth  largest  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. He  gave  an  estimate  of  the  food  prepared  in  one  day; 
also  the  amount  of  towels  and  bed  linen  used.  When  the  new  Chapel 
is  completed,  the  Baptist  Hospital  can  minister  healing,  teaching, 
and  preaching.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Christian  literature  does  not  need  defending;  it  needs  more  distri- 
bution and  wider  reading.  Never  before  have  Baptist  had  such  op- 
portunities as  today  to  magnify  and  promote  the  Lord's  work  through 
vital  Christian  literature.  The  printed  page  is  powerful,  its  influence 
is  universal.  People  tend  to  become  like  the  things  they  read  and 
absorb  in  their  minds  and  hearts.  The  flood  of  bad  literature  has 
spread  over  our  land,  with  almost  every  newsstand,  drug  store,  bus 
station,  and  even  grocery  stores,  selling  objectional  comic  books, 
bad  magazines,  lurid  books  and  periodicals  that  the  U.  S.  mails  refuse 
to  carry.  This  bad  literature  very  often  finds  its  way  into  Baptists 
homes,  and  its  pages  are  filled  with  the  seeds  of  evil.  Wider  reading 
of  good  Christian  literature  would  soon  destroy  the  thirst  for  the 
bad.  Baptists  have  a  great  opportunity — to  provide  the  best  reading 
matter  they  can  get  for  their  homes. 

Baptist  have  compelling  reasons  for  securing  and  reading  Christ- 
ian literature,  especially  from  their  own  presses.  The  aim  of  it  all 
is  to  promote  Bible  study,  to  build  Christian  character,  and  to  inform, 
enlist,  indoctrinate,  inspire  and  unify  our  people  in  all  the  great 
work  the  Lord  has  committed  to  us.  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  said:  "A  non- 
reading  Baptist  is  a  non-informed  Baptist.  A  non-informed  Baptist 
is  a  non-interested  Baptist.  A  non-interested  Baptist  is  a  non-cooper- 
ative Baptist,  and  a  non-cooperative  Baptist  is  not  much  of  a  Baptist." 

In  North  Carolina,  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  one  publication 
covering  the  entire  field  of  our  Baptist  work.  Without  our  state 
paper,  successful  promotion  of  our  Lord's  work  in  all  Baptist  channels 
would  be  well-nigh  impossible.  The  Recorder  has  carried  the  message 
of  Baptist  progress  into  Baptist  homes  for  121  years,  or  since  1833. 
At  present  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  received  in  approximately  57,000 
homes  each  week.    It  should  go  into  every  Baptist  home. 

In  our  Elkin  Association  only  389  homes  receive  the  Biblical 
Recorder.  Two  of  our  churches  have  the  "Every-Family  Plan."  Four 
of  our  churches  have  the  "Club  Plan." 

We  earnestly  urge  all  pastors,  deacons,  superintendents,  W.  M.  U. 
and  Training  Union  leaders,  and  others  to  help  us  get  the  Recorder 
into  every  home  in  our  Association. 

Every-family  plan  (every  family  in  the  church)  is  $1.50  a  year. 

The  club  plan  (5  or  more  members  of  one  church)  $2.00  a  year. 

Individual  subscriptions  are  $2.50  a  year. 

All  subscriptions  are  payable  in  advance. 

Our  Recorder  is  our  oldest  Baptist  paper  and  one  that  has  a 
glowing  record.

Rev.  N.  C.  Teague  led  the  devotional  service  using  Matthew  25:31 
as  a  basis  for  his  thoughts. 

The  following  report,  presented  by  Mrs.  Howard  Ford,  was 
accepted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  for  a  minister  or  church  employee  to 
become  disabled  or  reach  the  age  of  retirement  with  no  sense  of 
financial  security.  Plans  known  as  The  Ministers'  Retirement 
Plan  and  the  Widow's  Supplemental  Plan  have  been  promoted  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  where- 
by annuities  are  provided  for  ministers  and  church  employees. 

Dues  are  payable  monthly  or  quarterly.  The  pastor  pays  four 
per  cent  of  his  salary,  not  to  exceed  four  thousand  dollars.  The 
church  pays  an  equal  amount  and  the  convention  adds  to  that.  During 
any  one  year  about  nine  per  cent  of  what  a  man  receives  in  actual 
salary  is  laid  aside  to  build  up  an  annuity.  Of  this  amount  he  only 
pays  four  per  cent. 

If  one  becomes  disabled  before  the  age  of  retirement  he  may 
receive  an  annuity  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  salary  on  which  he 
has  paid,  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars.  An  effort  is  being 
made  to  provide  a  maximum  of  nine  hundred  dollars. 

At  the  age  of  retirement  the  annuity  is  a  percentage  of  the 
salary,  upon  which  a  man  has  paid.  The  percentage  has  increased 
over  the  years. 

As  a  part  of  the  regular  retirement  plan  a  widow  is  provided 
an  annuity,  if  her  husband  dies  after  the  age  of  sixty-five.  If  she 
has  lived  with  him  as  much  as  twenty-five  years  she  is  entitled 
to  one-half  the  amount  he  was  to  receive.  If  she  has  not  lived  with 
him  that  long,  payment  is  made  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  years 
she  has  been  his  wife. 

The  Widow's  Supplemental  Plan  is  completely  in  addition  to 
the  Minister's  Retirement  Plan.  In  addition  to  the  four  per  cent 
which  the  minister  pays  on  the  retirement  plan,  he  pays  one  and 
one-half  per  cent  of  his  salary  on  the  Widow's  Supplement  Plan.  To 
this  the  convention  adds  an  equal  amount.  If  at  the  end  of  one 
year,  the  member  should  die,  the  annuity  to  the  widow  would  be 
twenty  per  cent  of  his  potential  annuity.  After  participation  of  six 
years  the  percentage  steps  up  to  forty  per  cent. 

These  two  plans  taken  together  provide  a  fine  coverage  for  our 
ministers,  widows  and  church  employees.  All  who  are  eligible  should 
put  forth  every  effort  to  become  a  member  of  both  of  these  plans. 

In  North  Carolina  the  membership  is  still  low.  Help  us  this 
year  to  furnish  more  of  our  people  information  concerning  this 
phase  of  our  work.

REPORT   ON  ORPHANAGE 

It  is  always  a  privilege  to  report  to  our  people  the  facts  con- 
cerning their  Orphanage.  Again,  through  your  generosity,  we  were 
able  to  care  for  about  700  children  last  year.  The  physical  plants 
both  at  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home  are  now  in  good  condition. 

At  Mills  Home  the  Recreation  Center  and  the  beautiful  new 
Church  Building  were  completed  during  1953.  Now  for  the  first 
time  in  its  history  Mills  Home  has  adequate  places  for  its  children 
both  to  play  and  to  worship.  The  church  stands  in  the  very  center 
of  the  campus  with  its  tall  spire  pointing  heavenward.  It  is  by 
far  the  most  beautiful  building  ever  erected  at  your  Orphanage.  As 
the  children  are  led  in  worship  by  our  pastor;  there  is  a  spirit  of 
reverence  which  would  thrill  the  heart  of  every  North  Carolina 
Baptist.  North  Carolina  Baptist  should  rejoice  that  special  friends 
have  made  these  church  buildings  possible.  They  should  also 
thank  God  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  see  that  their  homeless 
children  are  privileged  to  grow  up  in  a  spiritual  atmosphere. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN,  your  Orphanage  publication,  has 
an  all-time  high  in  circulation.  We  send  out  more  than  46,000 
copies  each  week.  Surely  every  church  in  our  state  will  want  copies 
of  this  splendid  Baptist  publication.  It  will  keep  you  informed  about 
your  Orphanage  as  well  as  other  phases  of  Baptist  work. 

The  income  for  1953  was  good.  Our  churches  through  the  Once- 
a-Month  offering  and  the  Thanksgiving  offering  continue  to  meet 
the  challenge  of  the  homeless  children  in  our  midst.  Truly  God 
will  continue  to  bless  our  people  as  they  minister  to  those  who  can't 
help  themselves.  Our  Savior  said,  "Whosoever  shall  receive  one 
of  such  children  in  my  name,  receiveth  me,  receiveth  not  me,  but 
him  that  sent  me." 

Our  new  plan  of  Orphanage  support  should  not  be  very  different 
from  the  present  plan.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  for  the 
Orphanage  to  come  into  the  Cooperative  Program  beginning  January 
1,  1955.  This  gives  any  church  the  privilege  to  send  all  its  funds  ex- 
cept the  Thanksgiving  offering  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  if 
it  so  desires.  However,  the  General  Board  and  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention  made  the  following  recommendations:  First, 
that  churches  that  now  take  the  Once-a-Month  offering  continue  this 
plan.  Second,  that  churches  which  have  the  Orphanage  in  the  Budget 
for  a  certain  amount  be  encouraged  to  continue  this  same  method 
during  the  period  of  transition. 

The  Thanksgiving  offering,  of  course,  will  be  continued  just  as 
before.  Each  church  is  urged  to  give  the  people  a  chance  to  make  a 
Thanksgiving  offering.  Each  person  is  urged  to  give  at  least  One 
Day's  Pay  as  a  "Thank  Offering"  for  the  support  of  the  dependent 
children  for  whom  Baptist  are  responsible.  These  children  are  wholly 
dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  their  chance  in  life. 
We  must  not,  we  will  not  fail  them.

Rev.  E.  P.  Caudle  gave  the  benediction  and  returned  thanks 
for  the  noonday  meal.  The  dinner  was  served  in  a  way  which  was 
very  appetizing  and  the  givers  manifested  a  true  cordiality  of 
Christian  hospitality.  The  social  fellowship  was  a  blessing  to  all.  The 
many  ties  of  past  associations  were  both  strengthened  and  renewed.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

The  work  of  the  Training  Union  in  the  Elkin  Association  con- 
tinues to  play  a  vital  part  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Seven  years  ago  only  five  churches  reported  Training  Unions, 
with  469  members  enrolled.  We  now  have  Training  Unions  in  twelve 
churches  with  690  members  enrolled. 

During  the  past  year  four  mass  meetings  were  held  with  an 
average  attendance  of  145. 

Our  usual  annual  enlargement  campaign  was  handicapped  this 
past  year  due  to  the  fact  that  no  state  workers  were  available  for 
this  purpose,  and  all  the  effort  for  this  cause  had  to  come  from 
within  the  individual  Training  Unions. 

Our  Associational  Training  Union  work  also  felt  a  great  loss 
in  the  moving  away  of  our  director,  Rev.  J.  D.  Wyatt,  who  went  to 
work  in  another  part  of  the  state. 

One  new  Training  Union  was  organized  in  the  association  this 
year,  but  with  the  loss  of  one,  this  leaves  the  same  number  as  last 
year.  There  are  still  nine  churches  in  the  association  without  train- 
ing unions. 

We  trust  that  our  people  will  become  more  training  conscious, 
for  an  active  training  union  in  each  church  will  assure  well  trained 
and  consecrated  Christian  leaders  for  the  future. 

In  the  matter  of  training  union  study  courses,  three  churches 
nave  requested  82  awards  for  the  past  year.

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

"Your  English  Bible  speaks  to  my  head,  but  my  Chinese  Bible 
speaks  to  my  heart."  These  words  of  a  Chinese  student  express  a 
a  missionary  principle  true  in  all  lands.  Every  person  must  have 
the  Bible  in  his  own  language  if  the  word  of  God  is  to  speak 
to  his  heart. 

The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief  tool.  He  uses  it  in  every 
form  of  mission  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can 
go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot,  stay  when  he  must  leave 
and  keep  on  working  in  a  man's  heart  long  after  he  is  gone. 

The  American  Bible  Society  aids  in  Bible  translation.  They 
publish  the  scriptures  without  note  or  comment  and  distribute  them 
without  profit,  usually  below  cost.  In  cases  of  special  need  at  home 
and  abroad,  they  are  given  without  charge.  Scriptures  for  the  blind 
are  supplied  in  raised-letter  systems  and  on  talking  book  records. 
The  Society  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work 
around  the  world. 

During  the  year  of  1953  the  American  Bible  Society  has: 

1 —  Distributed  throughout  the  world  more  than  15  million  volumes 
of  scriptures. 

2 —  Distributed  9,  726,391  scripture  volumes  in  81  languages  in 
the  United  States. 

3 —  Helped  the  Japan  Bible  Society  to  continue  its  systematic 
program  of  wide-spread  distribution  of  the  scriptures  in  that  land. 

4 —  Continued  to  supply  scriptures  in  Korea,  through  the  Korean 
Bible  Society,  for  civilians,  military  personnel  and  prisoners  of  war. 

5 —  Strengthened  its  work  throughout  Latin  America,  where 
scripture  distribution  by  thousands  of  volunteer  workers  is  producing 
outstanding  missionary  results. 

6 —  Supplied  some  500,000  volumes  of  scripture  for  refugees  in 
Western  Germany  and  materials  for  400,000  Bibles  and  Testaments 
in  Iron  Curtain  countries. 

7 —  Provided  1,301,145  scripture  volumes  for  our  own  Armed 
Forces,  bringing  the  number  supplied  since  1940  to  more  than  12 
million  volumes. 

8 —  Received  gifts  which  made  possible  its  largest  budget  and 
adopted  for  1954  an  even  greater  program  to  meet  expanding  needs 
for  the  scriptures  around  the  world. 

Southern  Baptist  have  a  great  part  in  the  work  of  the  Society. 
In  1953  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $102,010  to  the  American 
Bible  Society.  Gifts  from  all  churches  of  all  denominations  totaled  to 
$785,897.  Southern  Baptist  gifts  continued  to  stand  in  second  place, 
exceeded  only  by  Methodist  gifts  of  $148,724. 

The  continuous  help  of  Southern  Baptists  is  greatly  needed. 
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The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church  is  desired,  therefore, 
the  help  of  every  church  in  the  Elkin  Association  is  anticipated.

The  following  report,  presented  by  Mrs.  Earl  James,  was  accepted. 
REPORT  ON  HOME  FOR  AGING 

The  fourth  Associational  year  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging 
has  been  one  of  considerable  expansion  and  encouraging  progress. 
There  are  many  evidences  of  the  continued  blessing  of  God  upon  this 
newest  phase  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  program. 

A  step  forward  was  taken  when  the  Albemarle  Home  opened 
its  doors  on  December  7,  1953.  It  afforded  space  for  35  additional 
residents,  bringing  the  total  capacity  of  the  two  Homes  to  54  residents. 
The  purchase  price  of  the  property  at  Albemarle,  Hospital,  Nurses 
Home  and  3  acres  of  land,  was  $25,000.  After  renovation  and  other 
improvements,  the  property  there  should  be  worth  at  least  $300,000. 
Good  fortune  was  ours  again  in  securing  the  splendid  staff  of  helpers 
at  Albemarle.  Rev.  Zeb  A.  Caudle,  former  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Aberdeen,  was  selected  to  serve  as  superintendent. 
Both  the  residents  of  the  home  and  those  who  have  visited  have 
been  greatly  pleased  with  the  program  of  service. 

Resthaven,  at  Winston-Salem,  which  began  operating  March  16, 
1951  has  been  filled  to  capacity  throughout  the  year.  Although  the 
ages  in  both  Homes  range  from  67  to  94  years,  there  has  been  no 
death  within  the  past  year.  The  general  health  has  been  remarkably 
good,  and  the  spirit  of  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  residents  has 
been  most  encouraging.  The  greatest  loss  came  from  the  retirement 
of  Miss  Edna  L.  Heinzerling,  supervisor  of  Resthaven  since  its  open- 
ing. She  had  rendered  most  acceptable  service.  Mrs.  Ethel  Ful- 
ghum,  a  resident  at  Resthaven,  was  selected  to  act  as  supervisor 
temporarily. 

A  tract  of  34  acres  of  land,  just  outside  the  city  limits  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, was  purchased  in  1953,  for  a  central  site  for  new  build- 
ings. A  topographical  map  has  been  made  and  an  architect  engaged 
to  prepare  sketches  of  buildings  to  be  erected  on  this  central  site, 
as  money  and  circumstances  will  permit.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  trustees,  however,  to  proceed  with  one  building  at  a  time.  The 
first  unit  will  furnish  space  for  additional  residents  and  for  offices, 
chapel,  infirmary,  laundry  and  refrigeration.  It  is  hoped  that 
construction  of  the  first  unit  can  get  underway  within  a  year. 

Inquiries  have  been  received  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  couple 
erecting  a  cottage  on  the  central  site,  so  that  they  might  live  in  it 
until  death  and  then  the  cottage  would  be  available  to  another  couple. 
The  cost  of  erecting  and  furnishing  it  would  be  paid  by  the  couple, 
but  it  would  become  the  property  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes. 

The  second  Special  Day  offering,  February  21,  1954,  was  encour- 
aging. Word  has  come,  too,  of  wills,  from  which  the  Homes  will 
receive  gifts.  At  least  one  will  was  probated  in  1954,  from  which 
estate  the  Homes  will  receive  $2,000.  The  most  encouraging  pro- 
gress has  been  the  response,  on  the  part  of  our  churches,  to  the 
program  of  the  Homes.  More  and  more  of  them  are  beginning  to 
support  the  Homes  through  the  Special  Day  Offering,  or  by  specially 
designated  gifts.    These  evidences  indicate  the  future  success  of  the 
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Homes  in  providing  more  facilities  and  accommodating  larger  num- 
bers of  aging  friends. 

The  residents  and  all  who  are  serving  in  the  Homes  are  deeply 
grateful  for  the  help  received  thus  far,  and  they  covet  the  prayers 
and  continued  support  of  our  Baptist  constituency  in  the  future.

REPORT  ON  ALLIED  CHURCH  LEAGUE 

Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging:  and  whosoever  is  de- 
ceived thereby  is  not  wise.    Proverbs  20:1. 

America  is  spending  around  $17,000  a  minute  for  strong  drink. 

In  one  area  over  90%  of  the  high  school  children  drank.  A  great 
majority  of  them  before  reaching  the  age  of  16.  About  one-fifth 
drank  before  reaching  their  teens  and  more  than  one-third  have  been 
high  or  tight  on  at  least  one  occasion.  The  average  teen  ager  in 
this  area  alone  consumes  about  one  glass  of  beer  or  wine  and 
one  drink  of  whiskey  per  week. 

The  Allied  Church  League  is  doing  a  great  work  to  combat 
this.  Last  year  they  held  two  ABC  elections  and  won  both  by  over- 
whelming majorities;  three  beer  elections  and  won  all  three  by  a 
large  majority. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  joined  other  denominations  in  this 
state  in  supporting  the  Allied  Church  League  for  the  abolition  of 
beverage  alcohol  through  education  and  legislation  and  the  promo- 
tion of  civic  righteousness. 

Church  people  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  their  moral  and 
spiritual  obligation  to  combat  the  evils  of  alcohol. 

Practically  every  denomination  in  the  state  is  on  the  march. 
Through  this  united  effort  and  organization  of  the  Allied  Church 
League  48  of  the  100  counties  have  eliminated  the  sale  of  beer  and 
wine.  Seventy  of  our  counties  do  not  have  ABC  stores.  Only  six 
cities  in  dry  counties  have  stores. 

The  great  work  of  the  Allied  Church  League  becomes  even  more 
amazing  when  we  realize  that  for  every  dollar  we  spend  to  fight 
alcohol,  the  liquor  industry  spends  over  four  hundred  dollars  to 
promote  it. 

Through  this  united  effort  and  much  prayer,  we  can  slow  down,  if 
not  eliminate,  the  sale  and  use  of  alcohol  in  our  state. 

Let  us  all  give  ultimate  support  to  the  Allied  Church  League 
and  go  all  out'  in  the  work  of  helping  to  dry  up  the  other  52  counties 
that  sell  beer  and  wine  and  those  who  have  ABC  stores.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association, 
and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  churches;  each 
church  being  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  all  regular  ordained 
ministers  as  members  ex  officia. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  upon  this  earth. 

3.  The  delegates  thus  selected  should  bear  from  each  respective 
church  a  letter  certifying  their  appointments,  and  communicating 
information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church  and  interest  thereof. 

4.  The  Association  just  formed  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  Moderator, 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen.  The  last  two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same 
individual. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
business;  to  keep  order  during  each  session;  to  decide  questions  of 
order;  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  member  and  to  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and 
keep  a  minute  of  each  session  and  to  perform  other  duties  assigned 
to  him  by  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  and  report  the  same  at  the 
order  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  consisting  of  five 
members,  besides  the  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

9.  All  letters  or  grievances  or  queries,  together  with  all  letters 
from  corresponding  associations  requiring  any  attention  theron,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  and  reported  back 
to  the  Association. 

10.  This  body  shall  have  no  coersive  powers  to  exercise  lordship 
over  God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  advisory  council 
in  all  matters  respecting  the  internal  regulations  of  the  churches. 

11.  When  an  offense  may  have  been  committed  by  one  church 
against  the  other,  or  when  a  series  of  difficulties  may  have  arisen 
in  an  individual  church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  (after 
due  labors  have  been  had  between  the  offending  and  offended  church, 
or  an  individual  church,  as  the  case  may  be)  to  take  the  matter  into 
consideration  and  advise  upon. 

12.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  permanent  fellowship  to- 
wards any  of  her  churches  which  neglect  to  institute  and  preserve 
Gospel  order  among  her  members,  nor  any  of  her  churches  or  min- 
isters that  treat  her  constitution  with  contempt;  but  shall  sustain 
with  all  her  influence,  such  as  promote  Gospel  principles  and  order. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  this  Association  to  invite  visiting 
and  corresponding  brethren  to  seats,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  point  under  discussion,  but  not  to  vote. 
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14.  The  Association  shall  be  in  all  cases  (except  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  constitution)  be  governed  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  not  adjourn  until  they  have  gone  through  the 
business  of  the  Association,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

15.  Each  church  having  an  ordained  or  licensed  minister  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Association  in  order  that  they  may  appear  as 
such  in  the  face  of  the  minutes. 

16.  The  Association  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  the  minutes 
of  her  proceedings,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  enable 
her  to  do  so. 

17.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  treasurer  and  subject  to  the  disposition  of  a  majority  of  the 
Association  present  at  any  annual  session. 

18.  The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

19.  By  appointment  of  the  Association  there  may  be  an  Introductory 
Missionary  and  Denominational  sermon  preached  each  annual  session. 

20.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  time,  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 

21.  The  benevolent  institutions  of  the  day  shall  be  no  bar  or  test 
of  fellowship,  but  all  shall  be  free  to  sustain  or  not  sustain  as  they 
choose. 


RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  The  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  The  letters  from  the  Churches  shall  be  read  and  the  names 
of  the  delegates  enrolled. 

3.  A  Moderator  and  Clerk  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 

4.  Only  one  member  shall  speak  at  a  time  who  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Moderator;  and  while  speaking  shall  not  be 
interrupted  by  any  member  except  the  Moderator. 

5.  The  members  speaking  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject,  and 
use  no  words  calculated  to  irritate. 

6.  No  members  shall  abrutly  break  off  or  absent  himself  without 
leave  of  the  Association. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  upon  one  subject 
without  leave  of  the  Association. 

8.  No  members  shall  have  the  liberty  of  laughing  during  the  sit- 
ting of  the  Association,  nor  whispering  in  time  of  public  speech. 

9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another  in  any 
other  appellation  than  that  of  Brother. 

10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  prohibit 
him  from  speaking  till  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  unless  he 
breaks  this  decorum. 

11.  The  names  of  the  several  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  as  often  as  the  Association  requires. 

12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  any 
other  members,  provided  his  seat  be  filled;  and  he  shall  have  no  vote, 
unless  the  Association  be  equally  divided. 

13.  Queries  presented  by  churches  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Association. 
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14.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  member 
who  made  it. 

15.  Any  member  who  shall  willingly  and  knowingly  break  any 
of  these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  they  shall 
think  proper. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impo- 
tency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
santified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated 
are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is 
by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  ressurection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and 
come  under  the  imposition  of  hands  by  the  Presbytery.

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  was  declared  in  session  by  the 
Moderator,  Rev.  Howard  J.  Ford. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Guth  led  the  singing  of  "All  Hail  The  Power  Of  Jesus 
Name." 

Rev.  E.  P.  Caudle  conducted  the  devotional  service  using  Psalm 
32  as  a  basis  for  his  thoughts. 

Letters  were  called  for  and  the  messengers  recognized.  Nineteen 
of  the  churches  were  represented.

REPORT  OF  TRAINING  UNION 

It  is  a  privilege  to  report  to  you  the  facts  concerning  our  Lord's 
Training  Program.  Through  your  co-operation  we  have  been  able 
to  make  a  step  forward  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  Association  during  the  past  year,  we  have  seen  the 
number  of  Training  Unions  increase  from  12  to  15  and  the  enroll- 
ment from  690  to  1,003;  an  increase  of  313  in  enrollment.  We  also 
have  in  the  15  Training  Unions  53  departments.  A  sad  part  of  this 
report  is  that  none  of  these  Training  Unions  nor  any  of  the  depart- 
ments are  standard.  There  are  at  present  two  churches  working  to 
make  their  unions  standard. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  Associational  Training  Union  work  will  be 
on  standard  this  coming  year. 

During  the  past  year  four  Mass  Meetings  were  held  with  an 
average  attendance  of  122;  four  Executive  Meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  5  and  four  Officers  and  Leaders  Council  Meetings  with 
an  average  attendance  of  27. 

There  have  been  301  awards  requested  during  the  past  year 
from  seven  churches. 

The  work  of  the  Training  Union  plays  a  vital  part  in  the  growth 
of  any  church.  Our  prayer  is  during  the  coming  year  that  we,  in  our 
own  church;  in  neighboring  churches  and  in  Associational  work,  will 
put  forth  every  effort  to  train  all  the  potentialities  for  the  service 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Yes,  the  field  is  large,  the  task  is  great, 
but  remember  the  statement  in  Phillipians  4:13,  "I  can  do  all  things 
through  Christ  which  strengtheneth  me."

REPORT  ON  THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

There  are  some  twenty  phases  of  work  supported  by  our  State 
Mission  program.  Mr.  E.  L.  Spivey  is  directing  this  State  Mission 
work.  Some  departments  of  State  Mission  work  are:  Allied  Church 
League,  Department  of  Evangelism,  Sunday  School  Department, 
Training  Union  Department,  Church  Extensions,  Pastoral  Assistance, 
work  among  the  silent,  Summer  Assemblies,  Student  Work  Depart- 
ment and  the  Rural  Church  Department.  There  are  100  State  Mis- 
sionaries working  in  various  parts  of  the  State. 

The  many  phases  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  are  under  the 
direction  of  Courts  Redford.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  just 
closed  a  five-year  crusade  in  Home  Missions  with  1,000  regular  and 
324  student  missionaries.  Last  year  the  Home  Mission  Board  reported 
35,843  conversions;  401  new  missions  opened;  359  new  churches  con- 
stituted. 

It  is  anticipated  by  mid-summer  of  1956  that  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  will  have  appointed  more  missionaries  than  were  appointed 
in  all  of  1955.  There  are  949  foreign  missionaries  in  35  countries; 
2,268  churches;  544  schools,  colleges  and  seminaries;  11  hospitals  and 
many  clinics.  Often  times  earnest  people  have  inquired,  "Doesn't  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  have  all  the  money  they  need?"  Quite  the 
opposite  is  true.  They  need  money  for  urgently  needed  churches, 
schools  and  hospitals. 

What  is  the  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM?  To  answer  that  one 
needs  to  ask  why  and  how  Baptists  came  to  have  this  program.  The 
Co-operative  Program  was  inaugurated  in  1925  and  prior  to  this  the 
churches  set  aside  a  day  in  the  year  for  each  particular  object.  Now 
Baptist  think  the  Co-operative  Program  is  the  best  plan  to  channel 
the  offerings  of  each  worshipper  and  each  church  into  all  the  world. 

A  part  of  the  offerings  of  the  local  church  remains  in  the  local 
church  and  a  part  is  marked  for  the  Co-operative  Program.  Our 
offerings  do  not  go  to  the  Co-operative  Program,  but  through  it.  Few 
individuals  or  few  churches  can  provide  for  the  operation  of  a  col- 
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lege,  home  or  foreign  missionary,  but  through  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram we  can  help  support  all  of  these  causes. 

In  our  last  associational  year,  we  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association, 
gave  $7,197.00  through  the  Co-operative  Program  and  in  this  associ- 
ational year  up  to  June  30,  1955,  we  have  given  $6,596.39. 

Let  us  pledge  that  in  the  coming  year  our  association  will  give 
more  and  more  through  the  Co-operative  Program  —  that  the  great 
commission  may  be  fulfilled.

REPORT  ON  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

In  1918  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  organized  the  Ministers' 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board  which  is  now  located  at  Dallas,  Texas.  Its 
ministry  is  two-fold;  relief  and  plans  for  annuity  or  retirement. 

The  relief  department  is  open  to  and  helps  provide  for  those 
ministers  who  are  not  in  any  annuity  or  retirement  plan.  North  Caro- 
lina ministers  retired  due  to  age  or  disability  are  getting  out  of  this 
fund  more  than  Baptist  of  our  state  are  putting  into  the  fund.  Many 
churches  make  an  offering  at  least  once-a-year  to  ministers'  relief, 
perhaps  on  the  occasion  of  the  Lord's  Supper  observance. 

The  Ministers  Retirement  plan  which  was  started  in  1940  is  our 
greatest  asset  to  older  and  disabled  ministers.  The  pastor,  his  church, 
and  the  State  Convention  pay  in  monthly  or  quarterly  amounts  based 
on  proximating  50%  of  average  salary.  A  little  more  than  40%  of  our 
pastors  and  churches  and  in  the  state  are  now  in  the  retirement  plan. 
More  of  our  churches  and  pastors  should  enter  the  plan  for  it  would 
benefit  both  churches  and  pastors.  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
with  assets  of  more  than  $30,000,000  can  amply  back  every  member- 
ship to  the  fullest  extent. 

Pastors  may  now  come  under  Social  Security  with  the  Govern- 
ment. In  this  the  pastor  makes  the  entire  payment,  about  3%  of  his 
income.  We  suggest  that  younger  pastors  enter  this  plan  if  at  all 
possible.  Older  men  may  profit,  too,  since  payments  will  be  for  fewer 
years  before  retirement.

REPORT  OX  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Why  do  Baptists  consider  it  necessary  to  operate  Theological 
Seminaries  and  Colleges?  It  is  perfectly  reasonable  for  us  to  pause 
from  time  to  time  and  demand  that  we  answer  these  questions  about 
what  we  are  doing. 

As  Southern  Baptists  we  seem  to  believe  that  there  is  an  ever- 
growing need  for  increasing  the  number  and  enlarging  the  present 
theological  seminaries  for  the  training  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  and 
other  full-time  Christian  workers.  In  addition  to  our  five  Southern 
Baptist  theological  seminaries,  we  aid  the  American  Baptist  Seminary 
for  Negroes  in  Nashville,  Tennesse  and  the  Carver  School  of  Missions 
and  Social  Work.  These  seven  institutions  had  a  total  enrollment 
of  5,782  young  people  last  year  studying  for  various  phases  of  full- 
time  Christian  service,  including  3.826  ministers  and  810  mission 
volunteers. 

Southern  Baptists  in  this  Convention  year  of  1955  propose  to 
give  these  seven  seminaries  a  total  of  S31.095.96  from  their  Co-opera- 
tive Program  funds  for  an  average  of  S535  per  student.  These  funds 
will  be  used  for  both  operating  the  seminaries  and  providing  new 
buildings  and  other  capital  improvements. 

Here  in  North  Carolina,  in  addition  to  the  Southeastern  Semi- 
nary on  the  Wake  Forest  College  Campus,  we  have  seven  Baptist 
colleges  with  a  total  enrollment  of  appromixately  6.000  young  people; 
750  of  whom  are  training  for  the  ministry  and  full-time  mission  serv- 
ice. Unfortunately.  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  not  providing  as 
much  financial  assistance  for  a  young  man  or  young  woman  enrolled 
in  one  of  these  colleges  as  Southern  Baptist  provide  for  the  seminary 
students.  In  1955  our  Co-operative  Program  budget  is  expected  to 
provide  S945. 146.00.  an  average  of  a  little  more  than  S150  per  student. 

The  seven  colleges  in  North  Carolina  are:  Wake  Forest,  Meredith. 
Mars  Hill,  Campbell.  Gardner-Webb.  Wingate  and  Chowan.  Wake 
Forest  will  be  moved  to  Winston-Salem  in  June  1956  and  the  South- 
eastern Seminary  will  then  take  over  all  the  property  of  the  campus 
at  Wake  Forest.  All  of  these  seven  colleges  are  in  building  and  ex- 
pansion programs,  trying  to  provide  for  the  ever  increasing  number 
of  students  wanting  to  attend  Baptist  Colleges.  Certainly  as  Baptist 
we  are  now  facing  our  greatest  opportunities  in  the  work  of  Christian 
Education. 

People  no  longer  question  the  need  for  knowledge  and  true 
education.  The  present  demands  of  our  world  make  education  a 
necessity.  We  observe  the  fruits  of  Christian  education  in  our  best 
homes.  The  best  churches  are  those  which  seek  trained  men  and 
women  for  leadership.  Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  insists  that  only 
those  young  men  and  young  women  who  have  had  college  and  semi- 
nary training  can  be  considered  prepared  to  carry  the  gospel  mes- 
sage to  the  world.  Our  missionaries  on  the  foreign  field  tell  us  how 
inadequate  they  find  themselves  to  compete  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  leaders  of  the  other  religions  and  philosophies  of  life.  God  has 
said,  "My  people  are  destroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge."  and  Baptist 
believe  that  Christian  education  is  a  vital  part  of  all  that  they  under- 
take to  accomplish. 

As  Missionary  Baptist  we  find  our  true  measure  in  our  willing- 
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ness  to  forget  self  for  the  carrying  of  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth.  What  we  do  in  our  homes  and  in  our  local  churches  is  basic 
and  necessary,  but  the  fullest  expression  of  a  living  Christ  in  us  to  be 
found  in  our  willingness  to  do  for  others  and  ultimately  to  die,  if 
needs  be,  that  others  may  live.  Chritsian  education,  to  be  true,  must 
enable  us  to  attain  to  the  fullest  this  goal  of  Christian  living. 

For  these  and  many  other  reasons  Baptist  support  their  colleges 
and  seminaries  with  their  young  people  and  in  their  stewardship 
of  money.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

The  Sunday  School,  during  the  past  year,  through  the  evangel- 
istic teaching  and  enlistment  program  has  had  the  greatest  growth 
in  the  history  of  the  association. 

The  21  churches  in  our  association  has  a  Sunday  School  enroll- 
ment of  4,362.  This  is  an  increase  of  141  over  the  past  year.  There 
has  been  12  Vacation  Bible  Schools  with  an  enrollment  of  1,367  in 
these  schools. 

Many  of  our  churches  have  provided  more  space  and  this  has 
helped  the  Sunday  Schools  to  organize  more  departments  and  to 
enlist  and  train  more  workers. 

The  Elkin  Association  has  had  more  than  700  awards  given  in  the 
last  year  for  study  courses  in  Sunday  School  work. 

Looking  forward  to  the  coming  year,  let  us  begin  now  prepara- 
tions for  an  Associational  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign  and 
an  Associational  Sunday  School  Clinic.  We  have  asked  the  State 
Sunday  School  Workers  to  come  into  our  association  and  help  us  put 
on  this  campaign  some  time  in  the  early  part  of  1956;  and  they  have 
expressed  their  desire  in  wanting  to  help  us  and  will  let  us  know  as 
soon  as  possible  the  dates  they  can  help  us.

REPORT  ON  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

In  a  certain  desert  area  in  Northwestern  India,  a  group  of  men 
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gathered  around  a  young  Christian  layman  working  as  government 
surveyor.  He  used  this  opportunity  to  tell  the  good  news  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  men  who  had  never  previously  heard  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  As  he  spoke  of  the  story  of  the  Cross,  one  of  his  older 
listeners  asked,  "Is  that  book  in  my  language?"  When  told  that  it  was, 
he  exclaimed,  "Young  man,  get  me  that  book!"  Holding  the  Book 
in  his  hands  and  opening  his  heart  to  the  Saviours  message,  he  asked 
the  searching  question,  "Why  didn't  someone  bring  us  the  Book  long 
ago?" 

The  old  man's  question  stirs  our  hearts  to  take  the  Bible  yet  to 
the  millions  that  still  wait  in  darkness.  This  incident  as  well  as  many 
others  emphasize  the  missionary  principle  which  is  true  the  world 
around,  namely  —  that  every  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own 
language  if  the  Word  of  God  is  to  speak  to  his  heart. 

Giving  the  Bible  to  the  people  of  the  world  in  their  own  language 
certainly  is  the  task  of  every  missionary.  In  John  1:1  we  read  that 
"In  the  beginning  was  the  Word  —  that  Word  was  God."  Verse  14  — 
"The  Word  became  flesh  and  dwelt  among  us."  That  Eternal  Word 
was  translated  in  the  language  of  the  masses  of  the  people.  The  first 
was  God's  part,  but  the  last  is  man's  part. 

The  American  Bible  Society  comes  into  play  here.  It  aids  in  the 
translation  of  the  Bible,  publishes  the  Scriptures  without  note  or  com- 
ment and  distributes  them  —  without  profit  and  usually  below  cost  — 
for  mission  work  around  the  world,  and  for  the  blind,  it  supplied 
scriptures  in  raised  letter  systems  and  on  talking  book  recordings. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  the  Southern 
Baptists  in  their  world  wide  mission  program;  it  serves  every  form 
of  mission  work  both  home  and  abroad.  We  can  best  understand 
the  tremendous  impact  the  Society  is  making  upon  missions  by  what 
has  been  done  during  this  past  year  of  1954. 

It  distributes  around  the  world  more  than  fifteen  million  volumes 
of  scriptures. 

It  donates  1,360,604  scripture  volumes  for  the  armed  forces, 
providing  a  vital  link  between  the  home  churches  and  the  members 
of  the  armed  forces. 

It  continues  to  supply  scriptures  in  many  strategic  areas,  such 
as  Germany  and  other  countries  along  the  "fringe"  of  the  Armed 
Curtain;  Africa,  Latin  America,  Japan,  Korea  and  India  —  and  to 
millions  of  Chinese  in  the  countries  of  East  Asia  and  Southeast  Asia, 
outside  the  communist-controlled  mainland. 

It  received  gifts  which  provided  for  the  largest  budget  in  its 
history  and  adopted  for  this  year  an  even  larger  program  to  serve 
more  of  the  millions  who  still  wait  for  the  Word  of  God  —  keenly 
conscious  that  missionary  advance,  through  increased  scripture  dis- 
tribution, waits  only  for  needed  funds. 

Southern  Baptist  have  an  important  part  in  this  program.  In  1954 
our  Baptist  churches  gave  $112,064  to  the  American  Bible  Society 
and  stood  next  to  the  Methodist,  who  gave  $155,109.  Gifts  from  the 
churches  of  all  denominations  totaled  $826,721. 

Here  as  everywhere  turn  about  is  fair  play.  The  Society  has  been 
doing  a  magnificent  work  in  assisting  Southern  Baptist  by  supplying 
Bibles  on  the  mission  fields  for  our  missionaries  to  distribute.  Ought 
not  every  Southern  Baptist  church  of  the  Elkin  Association  do  her 
part  in  the  support  of  the  Society  that  is  helping  our  cause  for  Christ? 

HAS  YOUR  CHURCH  GIVEN  TO  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE 
SOCIETY  THIS  PAST  YEAR  OF  1954?

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  located  at  Winston-Salem,  fills  an  important 
place  in  the  lives  and  work  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist.  Our  hos- 
pital will  serve  approximately  50,000  patients  during  the  year  of  1955, 
thereby,  touching  every  area  of  our  State. 

In  addition  to  treating  and  comforting  this  great  host  of  sick 
people,  our  hospital  will  provide  an  education  for  more  than  450 
young  people  who  are  in  training  to  become  nurses,  doctors,  techni- 
cians, pastors  and  other  Christian  leaders. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  provides  Christian  councelling 
and  guidance  for  the  patients,  students,  hospital  staff  and  personnel, 
as  well  as  hundreds  of  others  who  come  to  our  hospital  from  over 
the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

It  is  not  easy  just  to  estimate  the  value  of  these  and  other 
services  rendered  by  our  hospital  to  multiplied  thousands  of  people 
of  all  ages  in  the  fields  of  health,  education,  and  spiritual  guidance. 

The  cost  of  carrying  on  this  program  for  such  a  multitude  of  peo- 
ple is  tremendous.  More  than  $2,000,000.00  will  be  spent  this  year.  One 
half  million  of  this  will  be  spent  in  helping  to  care  for  sick  people 
who  are  not  able  to  pay  for  the  service  and  treatment  they  need. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  such  a  great  work 
and  the  hospital  appreciated  the  churches  of  the  Elkin  Association, 
for  their  part  in  this  great  endeavor. 

The  opportunities  for  Christian  service  and  Christian  giving 
through  our  hospital  are  truly  great.  We  need  to  give  it  a  much  more 
generous  support  through  our  Mother's  Day  offering  and  the  Co- 
operative Program.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

During  the  past  year  your  program  of  Child  Care  has  moved 
steadily  forward.  Probably  there  has  never  been  a  year  in  the  history 
of  the  Orphanage  when  the  children's  needs  were  more  adequately 
met. 

God  created  the  home  as  a  place  for  children  to  live  as  they 
grow  into  maturity.  The  best  institution  is  a  poor  substitute  for  a 
good  Christian  home.  However,  we  are  doing  our  best  at  your  Chil- 
dren's Home  to  make  conditions  as  nearly  like  a  normal  home  as 
possible.  This  is  reflected  in  the  fine  spirit  of  your  children. 

During  the  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  713  children.  At  the 
same  time  we  gave  services  and  helped  in  the  placement  of  more 
than  600  other  children. 

Your  Orphanage  publication,  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN,  con- 
tinues to  reach  our  people  all  over  the  state  in  ever  increasing  num- 
bers.   It  carries  the  message  direct  from  the  Orphanage  to  more 
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than  47  thousand  homes  each  week.  Every  church  in  the  state  should 
have  a  club  of  ten  or  more  copies  to  be  distributed  in  the  Sunday 
Schools.  The  subscription  price  is  60c  per  year  in  clubs  of  10  or 
more.  Through  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN  you  get  so  much 
for  so  little  you  just  can't  afford  to  miss  it. 

Special  gifts  have  made  possible  the  continuation  of  our  building 
program.  The  new  church  building  at  Kennedy  Home  is  almost  com- 
pleted. It  is  considered  one  of  the  more  beautiful  in  the  state.  This 
will  greatly  help  to  meet  the  greatest  single  need  of  the  160  children 
who  live  there. 

During  the  year  the  Broyhill  Swimming  Pool  was  constructed 
at  Mills  Home.  This  was  a  gift  from  the  Broyhills  of  Lenoir.  It  meets 
a  very  definite  need  in  the  lives  of  growing  children. 

In  1954  our  income  from  the  churches  was  at  an  all-time  high. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  for  the  Orphanage  to  come 
into  the  Co-operative  Program  beginning  January  1,  1955.  From  the 
Co-operative  Program  it  is  to  receive  "That  part  of  its  support  not 
otherwise  provided  for."  Under  this  plan  the  vast  majority  of  the 
churches  continue  to  send  to  the  Orphanage  the  Once-A-Month  offer- 
ing just  as  in  the  past.  Some,  however,  have  put  the  Orphanage 
in  their  Co-operative  Program  budget.  It  now  looks  as  if  about 
$60,000.00  of  our  income  this  year  will  be  through  the  Co-operative 
Program. 

Under  the  new  plan  of  support  the  Thanksgiving  offering  be- 
comes more  important  than  ever  before.  Any  future  expansion  of 
your  Child  Care  program  will  depend  largely  upon  this  offering. 
Hence,  the  Orphanage  representative  in  our  Association,  along  with 
every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  worker,  is  urged  to  try  to  get  every 
church  to  promote  a  worthy  "Thank  Offering"  this  year.  Urge  each 
person  to  give  at  least  "One  Day's  Pay"  to  help  the  host  of  home- 
less children  who  cannot  possibly  help  themselves. 

The  true  greatness  of  any  group  of  people  is  measured  largely 
in  terms  of  the  care,  the  training,  and  the  religious  attitudes  it  gives 
to  its  children.  If  we  Baptists  are  to  hear  from  our  Saviour  the  words, 
"Well  done,  thou  faithful  servants,"  we  will  have  to  continue  to  min- 
ister to  the  homeless  and  helpless  children  in  our  midst.  Your  faith 
and  mine  in  redeeming  love  and  power  of  a  merciful  Saviour  is  all 
that  stands  between  these  little  ones  and  utter  destruction.  We  never 
have,  we  never  will  fail  them.

With  thankful  hearts  we  report  38  new  tithers  and  an  increase 
of  $944.91  over  our  total  offerings  for  last  year.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Christian  literature  does  not  need  defending:  IT  NEEDS  MORE 
DISTRIBUTION  and  wider  reading.  Never  before  have  Baptist  had 
such  opportunities  as  today  to  magnify  and  promote  the  Lord's  work 
through  vital  Christian  literature.  The  printed  page  is  powerful,  its 
influence  is  universal.  People  tend  to  become  like  the  things  they 
read  and  absorb  in  their  minds  and  hearts.  The  flood  of  bad  litera- 
ture has  spread  over  our  land,  with  almost  every  news  stand,  drug 
store,  bus  station  and  every  grocery  selling  objectional  comic  books, 
bad  magazines,  lurid  books  and  periodicals  that  the  U.  S.  mails  refuse 
to  carry.  This  bad  literature  very  often  finds  its  way  into  Baptist 
homes;  its  pages  are  filled  with  the  seeds  of  evil.  Wider  reading 
of  good  Christian  literature  would  soon  destroy  the  thirst  for  the 
bad.  Baptists  have  a  great  opportunity  —  to  provide  the  best  reading 
matter  they  can  get  for  their  homes. 

Baptist  have  compelling  reasons  for  securing  and  reading  Chris- 
tian literature,  especially  from  their  own  presses.  The  aim  of  it  all  is 
to  promote  Bible  study,  to  build  Christian  character,  and  to  inform, 
enlist,  indoctrinate,  inspire  and  unify  our  people  in  all  the  great  work 
the  Lord  has  committed  to  us.  Dr.  E.  M.  Dodd  said:  "A  non-reading 
Baptist  is  a  non-informed  Baptist.  A  non-informed  Baptist  is  a  non- 
interested  Baptist.  A  non-interested  Baptist  is  a  non-cooperative 
Baptist  and  a  non-cooperative  Baptist  is  not  much  of  a  Baptist." 

In  North  Carolina  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  one  publication 
covering  the  entire  field  of  our  Baptist  work.  Without  our  state 
paper,  successful  promotion  of  our  Lord's  work  in  all  Baptist  channels 
would  be  well-nigh  impossible.  The  Recorder  has  carried  the  mes- 
sage of  Baptist  progress  into  Baptist  homes  for  122  years  or  since 
1833.  At  present  the  Biblical  Recorded  is  received  in  approximately 
61,250  homes  each  week.  It  should  go  into  every  Baptist  home. 

In  our  Elkin  Association  only  412  homes  receive  the  Biblical 
Recorder.  With  approximately  5,300  Baptist  members  in  our  Elkin 
Association,  this  means  that  less  than  1.3  of  our  families  are 
receiving  our  Baptist  paper.  Could  that  be  the  reason  we  are  giving 
so  little  to  missions  —  13  of  our  churches  did  not  give  to  the  Co- 
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operative  Program.  Could  it  be  that  those  churches  are  the  ones 
not  giving?    Could  it  be  because  they  do  not  know  about  missions? 

We  earnestly  urge  all  pastors,  deacons,  superintendents,  WMU 
and  training  union  leaders  and  others  to  help  us  get  the  RECORDER 
into  every  home  in  the  association. 

Every-family  plan  (every  family  in  the  church)  is  $1.50  a  year. 
The  club  plan  (5  or  more  members  of  one  church)  $2.00  a  year. 
Individual  subscriptions  are  $2.50  a  year.  All  subscriptions  are  pay- 
able in  advance. 

Our  Recorder  is  our  oldest  Baptist  paper  and  one  that  has  a 
glowing  record.

REPORT  ON  HOME  FOR  AGING 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  began  their 
fifth  year  of  operation  March  16,  1955.  This  has  been  a  year  of  en- 
couraging progress.  Both  Homes  —  Resthaven  and  Albemarle  —  have 
had  a  continuing  waiting  list  of  applicants.  As  soon  as  a  vacancy 
occurs  there  are  far  more  applicants  for  admission  than  can  be  ac- 
cepted. 

This  year  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  notable  enlargement 
of  facilities.  Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Residential 
Building,  costing  $300,000,  will  get  under  way,  and  it  should  be  com- 
pleted by  this  time  next  year.  The  new  building  will  provide  office 
facilities,  dining  room,  kitchen,  chapel,  infirmary,  recreational  and 
handicraft  space,  and  rooms  for  forty  additional  residents,  thus  rais- 
ing the  total  capacity  of  the  homes  to  95  residents. 

Two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  new  building  is  now  in  hand,  count- 
ing the  value  of  real  estate  turned  over  to  the  homes.  Personal  and 
corporation  gifts  are  being  received  which  will  further  add  to  the 
amount  on  hand. 

Memorial  gifts  may  be  made  in  the  following  way:  A  gift  of  $300 
will  furnish  a  room;  $1,000  will  endow  —  furnish  and  maintain  —  a 
room;  $3,000  will  pay  cost  of  building  a  room.  In  either  case,  a 
memorial  plaque  —  bearing  the  name  of  the  donor  and  the  name 
of  the  person  memorialized,  or  honored  —  will  be  placed  on  the  door 
of  a  room. 

Miss  Nettie  Pearl  Willis  gave  here  homeplace  at  Vale,  N.  C,  as 
a  memorial  to  her  mother,  Mrs.  Laura  Elliott  Goode  Willis.  The 
property  will  be  sold  and  proceeds  be  used  to  erect  a  cottage  on  the 
permanent  site  of  our  homes.  In  addition,  Miss  Willis  made  her  will 
in  favor  of  the  homes. 

Increasing  support  on  the  part  of  our  churches  and  denomina- 
tional program  gives  great  encouragement.  So  far  this  year,  our 
Special  Day  Offering  has  reached  almost  $70,000.  Since  many  of  the 
churches  put  the  homes  in  the  budget  instead  of  taking  a  special 
offering,  and  some  of  the  churches  wait  until  the  end  of  the  calendar 
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year  to  send  their  gifts,  a  complete  report  for  the  year  cannot  be 
made  at  this  time.  But  it  is  likely  that  our  goal  of  $100,000  for  the 
special  offering  will  be  nearly  reached.  In  addition,  the  homes  will 
receive  $39,850  as  their  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program,  according 
to  the  estimated  budget. 

With  increasing  aid  from  denominational  sources,  the  homes  are 
helping  a  larger  number  who  do  not  have  sufficient  funds  with  which 
to  pay  the  cost  of  keep  as  resident.  In  fact,  about  ninety  per  cent 
of  all  the  residents  are  being  helped  by  the  homes  —  some  with  about 
two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  keep,  and  others  with  about  one-third.  Less 
than  ten  per  cent  of  the  residents  in  the  homes  have  turned  over 
enough  assets  to  pay  their  cost  of  keep  on  the  life  plan.  Regardless 
of  financial  condition,  an  applicant  is  received  into  the  homes 
on  the  basis  of  need  and  room  available. 

All  connected  with  the  homes  —  staff  and  residents  —  are  most 
grateful  for  the  prayers  and  support  of  our  friends.  "Hitherto  hath 
the  Lord  helped."  Surely  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  should  be  grate- 
ful for  the  progress  made  thus  far.  Let  us  all  rally  to  the  challenge 
to  render  a  greater  ministry  to  the  increasing  number  of  aging  friends 
who  need  the  services  of  our  homes.

ELKIN   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


Rev.  E.  G.  Jordan  conducted  the  memorial  service  for  those  who 
had  passed  to  their  rewards  since  the  last  meeting  of  our  Association. 


The  following  report,  presented  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Guth,  was  accepted. 


Like  most  every  department  of  our  associational  work,  evangel- 
ism, also,  has  made  some  strides  in  the  Kingdom  work.  Of  all  the 
churches  in  the  association,  only  one  reports  no  baptisms  or  additions 
for  the  year.  Seventeen  churches  had  two  revivals  and  four  had 
one  revival  the  past  year. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  all  21  churches  had  a  revival  last 
spring.  Of  that  number,  17  had  their  meeting  between  April  10  and 
April  24,  or  during  the  period  planned  for  the  Simultaneous  Revival 
meetings  in  this  section  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  remaining  four 
had  their  meeting  in  close  proximity  to  that  date.  As  a  result  of  that 
concentrated  effort  of  Simultaneous  Revival  Evangelism,  there  were 
133  baptisms  and  84  rededications  reported.  One  church  alone  had 
39  baptisms  during  this  Crusade  for  Christ. 

There  were  twelve  churches  that  sponsored  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School.  From  this  special  ministry  has  come  30  professions  of  faith. 
Out  of  this  total  of  30  professions,  one  church  alone  had  18. 

The  total  number  of  baptisms  for  the  year  was  243.  There  were 
354  additions  to  all  the  churches  of  the  Association  (including  those 
by  baptism,  letter,  statement  and  etc.)  However,  there  were  132  losses 
by  death,  dismissal,  and  erasure,  leaving  a  total  net  gain  to  the 
churches  of  222. 


The  benediction  was  pronounced  at  3:15  p.  m.  and  the  Seventy- 
seventh  annual  session  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  adjourned.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association;  mes- 
sengers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five 
messengers;  and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  association. 

2.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local 
churches  and  through  co-operation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  association. 

4.  This  association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  associational  year  shall  be 
from  September  1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are 
deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  association.  Any 
person  serving  or  having  served  2  full  annual  terms  as  moderator 
shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator  to  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  association  and  to  appoint  a  nominating  committee  previous 
to  each  session  of  the  association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  association  and 
to  have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  asso- 
ciation. At  the  discretion  of  the  clerk  a  registrar  may  be  appointed 
to  register  messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  association. 

8.  The  association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contribution  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon 
to  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report 
to  the  association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  program  committee  con- 
sisting of  five  members;  three  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the 
association  nominating  committee  and  the  other  two  shall  be  the  mod- 
erator and  clerk  of  the  association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers 
of  the  association  and  4  others  nominated  by  the  associational  nomi- 
nating committee.  This  committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission 
work,  etc.  This  committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  association,  Asso- 
ciational Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union 
Director,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent, 
Associational  Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and 
Associational  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  local  and  mission  work  of  the  association. 

12.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all 
matters  respecting  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  constitution  and  the  rules  of  order. 

14.  The  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  ses- 
sion, provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the  first 
day  of  the  association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the  second 
day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the 
churches  of  the  association. 

3.  The  moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  cour- 
teously and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according 
to  regular  parliamentary  procedure. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are 
born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judge- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked 
will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  by  the  Presbytery.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION  —  9:45  A.  M. 

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  was  declared  in  session  by  the 
Moderator,  Rev.  W.  C.  Guth. 

The  association  was  led  in  singing  of  the  hymn,  "We're  Marching 
to  Zion"  by  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague. 

The  devotional  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Powers. 

Letters  were  called  for  and  the  messengers  recognized.  Twenty 
of  the  churches  were  represented. 

Visitors  recognized — Rev.  J.  S.  Hopkins,  Secretary  of  Evangelism. 

The  following  committees  were  appointed:  Resolutions  Committee: 
Miss  Dare  Teague,  Chairman,  Mrs.  N.  C.  Teague,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Snow; 
Time,  Place,  Preacher  Committee:  Rev.  George  Hankins,  Chairman, 
Rev.  Carnie  Shugart,  and  Lester  Cass. 

The  Executive  Committee  brought  before  the  association  a  rec- 
ommendation to  elect  Rev.  Tommy  Johnson  as  Associational  Mis- 
sionary to  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  and  unanimously  carried  by  the  association  to  elect  Rev. 
Tommy  Johnson  as  Associational  missionary.  Rev.  Johnson  will  assume 
his  missionary  duties  on  or  about  November  1,  1956. 

A  committee  elected  to  revise  the  Constitution  and  Order  of 
Decorum  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  proposed  to  the  association 
a  new  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order.  Said  Constitution  and  Rules 
of  Order  were  approved  by  the  Association  and  appear  in  the  Minutes 
of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Seventy-Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the 
Elkin  Baptist  Association. 


The  following  report,  presented  by  Rev.  George  Hankins,  was 
adopted. 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

The  greatest  undertaking  that  God  has  given  to  Christians  is 
to  lead  the  lost  to  Jesus.  God  required  each  of  us  to  give  our  best 
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in  witnessing  to  others  of  his  saving  grace.  This  divine  obligation 
rests,  without  exception,  upon  every  Child  of  God. 

According  to  the  figures  obtained  from  our  churches,  we  haven't 
felt  this  obligation  as  keenly  as  we  should  have. 

From  the  21  churches  of  the  Association  the  total  number  of  bap- 
tisms for  the  year  was  163  (with  five  churches  reporting  no  baptisms 
at  all).  There  were  103  additions  (by  letter  or  otherwise),  making  a 
total  of  266  additions.  The  losses  were  171  (by  death  and  dismissal), 
leaving  a  total  net  gain  of  95  to  the  churches. 

Most  of  our  churches  had  revivals  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note 
that  every  church  in  the  Association  sponsored  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School.

Upon  motion,  the  following  report  presented  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Guth 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  provision  made  for  giving  to  God's  causes  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  is  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  we  have  as  South- 
ern Baptists.  The  men  who  were  instrumental  in  working  out  such 
a  system  of  proportionate  giving  and  placing  it  before  our  people  were 
certainly  inspired  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 

Approximately  30  years  ago  our  denominational  leaders  became 
aware  that  no  big,  expanding  and  far-reaching  program  could  properly 
be  promoted  when  handicapped  by  a  once-a-year,  or  even  a  once-a- 
month  offerings.  A  better  means  of  continued  support  had  to  be 
improvised.  Therefore,  after  study,  prayer  and  deliberation  they  said, 
in  so  many  words,  (quoting  the  words  of  another)  "Let  us  try  to  get 
our  people  to  go  back  to  the  New  Testament  and  from  it  learn  to  bring 
offerings  once  a  week.  These  offerings  will  go  into  the  central  church 
treasury.  A  part  will  be  used  for  all  objects  of  the  local  church;  a 
part  will  be  sent  to  the  treasuries  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist 
Conventions  for  all  objects  of  these  conventions,  missions,  education 
and  benevolence,  and  then  let  the  convention  divide  the  ALL  in  part, 
giving  to  each  agency  the  part  which  it  needs."  Thus  the  great  plan 
of  Christian  giving  by  our  churches  was  born.  The  name  given  to  that 
part  which  leaves  the  church  was  THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM. 
It  is  both  simple  and  economical. 

It  is  a  plan  by  which  every  participating  church  supports  regularly 
every  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  object  of  the  state  and 
Southern  Baptist  Conventions.  The  truthfulness  of  this  statement  was 
learned  during  our  own  School  of  Missions  we  had  jointly  with  the 
Yadkin  Association  last  spring.  The  missionaries  were  free  with  their 
testimony  concerning  the  great  support  of  The  Co-operative  Program. 
Their  work  would  be  at  standstill  if  it  were  not  for  The  Co-operative 
Program.  What  the  budget  is  to  a  local  church,  (and  every  local  church 
should  have  one)  so  The  Co-operative  Program  is  to  the  Convention. 
The  church  budget  supports  every  item  in  the  local  church,  so  the 
Co-operative  Program  supports  all  items  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. 

The  Program  or  Plan  works.  It  works  because  of  what  it  is,  be- 
cause of  what  it  includes  and  because  of  what  it  excludes.  More  and 
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more  Baptist  churches  are  seeing  the  wisdom  of  giving  through  the 
Co-operative  Program.  Of  the  thirteen  items  listed  under  this  plan, 
three  are  supported  entirely  by  it  and  four  others  are  nearly  entirely 
supported  by  it.  State  Missions  receives  three-fifths  of  its  support 
through  this  Plan  while  the  Baptist  Hospital,  Home  for  Aging,  For- 
eign Missions  and  Home  Missions  receive  two-fifths  of  their  support 
by  this  Plan.  Only  the  Orphanage  receives  less  than  the  rest,  which 
is  one-tenth  of  its  support.  All  other  money  than  that  which  comes 
through  this  channel  is  ear-marked  or  designated. 

Hence,  since  no  individual,  and  probably  no  single  church,  acting 
alone,  can  build  and  operate  an  orphanage,  a  Christian  college,  a 
seminary,  a  hospital,  a  home  for  the  aging,  or  entirely  support  much 
of  a  mission  program,  therefore,  the  Co-operative  Program  comes  to 
the  rescue;  making  it  possible,  that  in  co-operation  with  other  church- 
es, and  giving  together  through  a  united  plan  can  support  such  above- 
mentioned  worthy  causes,  thereby  putting  into  practice  the  teaching 
of  the  New  Testament.

REPORT  ON  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  37th  year  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  came  to  a  close 
on  a  note  of  sadness  with  the  passing  in  December  of  Dr.  Walter  B. 
Alexander,  executive  secretary  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Alton  Reed,  associate  secretary,  was  elected  at  the  annual 
board  meeting  in  March  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  passing 
of  Dr.  Alexander.  Other  officers  elected  were:  Fred  W.  Noe,  treasurer; 
R.  S.  Jones,  supervisor  of  investments;  Owen  Henley,  assistant  super- 
visor of  investments;  Wallace  Bassett,  president;  Paul  Danna,  E.  G. 
Brown,  and  Ben  C.  Ball,  vice  presidents,  and  Mabel  McCartney, 
registrar. 

Growth  in  plans  reached  an  all  time  high,  and  growth  in  financial 
strength  was  recorded.  There  was  a  dark  spot  however,  in  the  finan- 
cial year,  and  this  was  the  failure  of  the  states  to  provide  sufficient 
funds  for  the  administration  of  the  relief  benefits. 

The  relief  responsibility  which  the  states  delegated  to  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board,  is  financed  through  Co-operative  Program  funds 
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and  through  special  offerings  and  gifts.  It  is  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  annuity  division,  which  is  supported  through  the  member 
and  church  dues  and  through  interest  earnings  and  investment  earn- 
ings. These  dues,  held  in  reserve  for  the  future  security  of  annuitants, 
make  up  the  largest  percentage  of  Relief  and  Annuity  assets. 

North  Carolina  has  67  ministers  and  94  widows  on  the  relief  roll 
of  the  Board.  Payments  to  these  old  people  last  year  amounted  to 
$24,038.50.  North  Carolina  sent  to  the  Board  last  year  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  $14,649.68,  and  other  income  was  $1,770.70.  This 
left  a  deficit  of  $7,618.12  between  what  the  Board  paid  these  old 
people  and  what  we  gave  to  pay  them.  North  Carolina  sent  a  check 
to  cover  this  deficit. 

Unless  something  is  done,  and  that  right  early,  the  Relief  Depart- 
ment will  have  to  curtail  even  these  small  payments,  which  in  our 
state  is  $12.00  per  month  for  pastor  and  $8.00  for  pastor's  widows. 
These  payments  represent  the  total  income  of  some  of  these  old 
people.  North  Carolina  Baptists  should  look  toward  the  support  of 
these  aged  Baptist  pioneers. 

A  retired  pastor  may  serve  churches  three  months  out  of  the 
year  without  forfeiting  his  annuity. 

When  Social  Security  became  available  to  pastors  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board  rendered  a  service  by  publishing  information  on  this 
matter  and  making  it  available  to  pastors.  The  Board  stands  ready 
and  willing  to  serve  you,  and  invites  your  inquiry  concerning  its  pro- 
gram. As  has  been  the  past,  so  is  the  future  a  promising  one  stretch- 
ing out  before  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  in  its  ever-enlarging 
scope  of  operations.

REPORT  ON  TRAINING  UNION 

It  is  thrilling  to  note  that  during  the  past  year  we  have  made 
some  progress  in  the  Training  Union  Work  in  the  Elkin  Association. 
It  has  been  by  the  help  of  the  Lord  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
Training  Union  Leaders  of  each  church  that  made  this  progress 
possible. 

At  the  close  of  the  Associational  year,  1954-55,  we  had  enrolled 
in  Training  Union  1,084.  During  the  year  of  1955-56,  we  have  had 
a  gain  of  133  in  enrollment,  giving  us,  at  the  present,  a  net  enrollment 
of  1,217.  Also,  we  have  organized  one  new  Training  Union  and  had 
one  church,  Pleasant  Hill,  to  reach  the  Standard  of  Excellence  three 
quarters  during  the  past  year. 

Meetings  held  were  four  Mass  meetings  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  216,  four  Executive  Meetings  with  an  average  attendance  of  6, 
and  four  officers'  and  Leaders'  Council  Meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  36. 

There  have  been  198  awards  requested  during  the  past  year  from 
seven  churches. 

The  work  of  the  Training  Union  plays  a  vital  part  in  the  growth 
of  any  church.  Our  prayer  is  during  the  coming  year  that  we,  in  our 
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own  church,  in  neighboring  churches  and  in  associational  work,  will 
put  forth  every  effort  to  train  all  the  potentialities  for  the  service 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Yes,  the  field  is  large,  the  task  is  great, 
but  remember  the  statement  in  Phillipians  4:13,  "I  can  do  all  things 
through  Christ  which  strengtheneth  me."

Miss  Dare  Teague,  educational  director  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Elkin,  spoke  to  the  report,  pointing  out  the  importance  of  a  train- 
ing union  in  every  church  because  of  the  great  need  for  the  kind  of 
training  received  through  our  training  union  program.

REPORT  ON  RADIO  AND  VISUAL  EDUCATION 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  as  First  Chairman  in  Radio 
and  Visual  Education  for  the  association.  Although  we  feel  that  some 
progress  has  been  made,  there  remains  a  great  deal  to  be  done. 

The  first  progress  made  this  year  was  when  several  churches  took 
over  the  sponsorship  of  the  Baptist  Hour.  This  fine  program  is  broad- 
cast at  2:30  P.  M.  Sunday  on  WIFM. 

Since  this  is  a  new  committee  with  no  background  to  examine, 
we  decided  to  take  an  inventory  to  evaluate  the  existing  situation  as 
to  equipment  needs  and  training.  With  this  thought  in  mind  we  met 
with  the  Elkin-Jonesville  Ministerial  Association,  and  spoke  to  them 
of  the  need  and  requested  information  concerning  facts  of  Visual  Edu- 
cation at  their  respective  churches.  The  Audio  Visual  Aids  Catalogs 
from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  were  distributed. 
We  gave  them  information  on  Visual  Education,  and  how  it  can  be 
used  in  their  churches,  and  asked  that  they  return  the  questionaire 
which  they  would  receive  later. 

A  questionaire  was  drawn  up  and  sent  out  to  determine  the  ex- 
isting equipment,  interests,  trained  operators,  and  film  strips  or  slides 
owned  by  the  various  churches.  These  returned  questionaires  show 
very  little  equipment  in  use  and  in  some  churches  no  interest  in 
Visual  Education  for  Christians.  We  have  a  total  of  eight  operators, 
trained  to  use  visual  equipment.  We  have  12  film  strips  owned  by 
churches.  These  can  be  rented  for  use  for  a  small  fee.  There  has 
been  a  total  of  22  films  and  film  strips  used  this  year  in  the  various 
churches  of  the  Elkin  Association. 

We  have  the  following  suggestions  for  next  year  in  Radio  and 
Visual  Education: 

1.  That  a  list  of  film  strips  or  slides  which  each  church  owns 
be  kept  throughout  the  years. 

2.  That  each  church  establish  a  Radio-Visual  Education  Com- 
mittee. 

3.  That  each  church  place  some  money  in  their  budget  for  teach- 
ing aids,  film  strips,  and  equipment. 

4.  That  each  church  give  a  list  of  new  equipment,  supplies, 
films,  or  film  strips  purchased  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Radio-Visual 
Committee  for  the  Association. 

5.  That  every  help  be  given  to  ministers  and  leaders  who  do  not 
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understand  just  how  this  program  can  fit  into  their  church  program 
and  to  the  winning  of  the  lost. 

The  Radio-Visual  Education  Committee  stands  ready  to  help  sup- 
ply information  on  equipment  and  its  cost  and  operation,  or  will 
explain  in  detail  to  any  church  just  how  this  program  can  aid  in  reach- 
ing the  lost  and  training  them  after  conversion.

The  following  report  was  presented  by  Dr.  Lin  Fincannon,  and  was 
accepted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

In  general,  the  Baptist  program  of  Christian  education  includes 
the  teaching  ministry  of  the  Christian  home,  the  local  church  with  its 
varied  programs,  the  Baptist  schools  and  colleges  supported  by  the 
Conventions  within  the  various  states,  and  our  Southwide  seminaries. 

For  the  purpose  of  our  immediate  consideration,  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  impact  of  the  present  tidal  wave  of  youth  is  resulting 
in  ever-growing  needs  for  expansion  in  all  areas  of  Christian  educa- 
tion. The  presence  of  these  children  in  greater  numbers  in  our  homes 
constitutes  a  new  opportunity  and  a  challenge  for  Christian  parents. 
It  is  not  surprising  that  practically  all  our  local  Baptist  churches  are 
expanding  their  teaching  facilities  to  meet  these  growing  demands 
upon  them.  Southern  Baptists  are  now  anticipating  the  expansion  of 
seminary  facilities  to  provide  for  one  or  more  additional  seminaries 
for  the  training  of  the  5,885  students  enrolled  during  the  past  year 
as  well  as  the  thousands  of  others  seeking  admission.  In  our  Baptist 
colleges  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  territory  there  were 
enrolled  more  than  55,000  young  people  during  the  last  college  year. 

Here  in  North  Carolina  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges — namely, 
Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Campbell,  Wingate 
and  Chowan — we  had  a  total  enrollment  of  5,921  students,  and  already 
more  than  this  number  have  been  accepted  for  the  coming  college 
year. 

Recognizing  the  ever-growing  need  for  additional  schools  and  col- 
leges for  the  training  of  Baptist  youth,  our  leaders  in  eastern  North 
Carolina  are  expressing  deep  concern  for  a  more  effective  Baptist 
witness  through  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  new  colleges. 

Each  of  the  seven  colleges  now  in  operation  is  engaged  in  ex- 
panding its  plant  facilities  in  both  housing  and  class  rooms  to  meet 
the  ever—growing  needs. 

North  Carolina  is  second  only  to  Texas  in  the  number  of  students 
enrolled  in  her  colleges.  It  is  reliably  predicted  that  within  a  brief 
period  of  12  to  15  years  the  present  college  population  of  50,000  in 
North  Carolina  will  be  doubled,  which  means  that  instead  of  18,000 
Baptist  young  people  in  college  in  our  state,  as  at  present,  we  shall 
have  35  to  40,000.  It  would  be  absurd  to  expect  our  people  through 
their  churches  to  support  a  program  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
such  a  host  of  Baptist  youth,  but  at  least  our  Baptist  people  must  not 
be  willing  to  slacken  their  efforts  to  keep  up  with  other  Protestant  de- 
nominations in  providing  a  well-trained  Christian  leadership  for  the 
world. 
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Of  the  750  students  enrolled  as  ministerial  and  mission  volunteers 
in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges,  450  are  training  for  the  minis- 
try. In  addition  to  this  12%  of  the  student  enrollment  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  others  training  to  become  ministers  of  music,  directors  of 
religious  education  and  church  secretaries.  It  is  likely  that  at  least  20% 
of  the  students  enrolled  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  are  preparing 
themselves  for  some  full-time  church  vocation.  In  addition,  a  majority 
of  the  young  women  graduating  from  Meredith  College  are  prepared 
to  become  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  North  Carolina,  and  a  large 
number  of  the  graduates  of  Wake  Forest  enter  the  teaching  profession. 
When  we  add  to  this  number  those  that  are  being  trained  in  such 
professions  as  medicine,  law  and  business,  we  realize  that  graduates 
of  our  Baptist  colleges  are  carrying  the  Christian  witness  of  our  de- 
nomination not  only  through  our  churches  but  through  the  many  chan- 
nels of  our  modern  society. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  operate  good,  accredited  colleges 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  that  the  door  of  educational  opportunity 
may  remain  open  for  all  our  young  people. 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  support  from  our  churches  through  the 
Co-operative  Program  will  ever  be  equal  to  that  which  the  State 
provides  for  its  educational  institutions,  but  whatever  support  we  have 
from  the  churches  will  be  supplemented  from  every  other  resource 
possible,  to  the  end  that  the  charges  to  the  students  may  be  kept 
at  a  minimum. 

It  is  timely  always  to  remind  our  Baptist  young  people  that  these 
colleges  are  supported  and  operated  primarily  for  the  training  of 
Baptist  young  people,  and  that  we  can  best  express  our  interest  in 
them,  first,  by  encouraging  the  young  people  in  our  churches  gradu- 
ating from  high  school  to  enroll  in  one  of  these  seven  Baptist  colleges 
and,  in  the  second  place,  by  continuing  to  provide  financial  support 
through  our  present  Nine- Year  Program  of  Advance.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

"Jesus  only — His  purpose — His  compassion — His  method — shall  be 
the  measure  of  our  Sunday  School  Work." 

The  Sunday  Schools  have  proven  themselves  to  be  a  great  teach- 
ing, evangelistic  enlistment,  and  financial  agency  of  the  churches.  We 
rejoice  in  the  growth  and  service  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  our  associ- 
ation. 

This  year  we  had  4,306  Sunday  School  enrollment;  166  Baptisms; 
21  Vacation  Bible  Schools  with  an  enrollment  of  1,951  and  an  average 
attendance  of  1,640. 

The  association  is  promoting  an  associational  Sunday  School  Study 
Course  Clinic  in  October  and  a  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign 
in  February  with  the  State  Sunday  School  Board  assisting.

With  the  opening  of  the  second  day's  session  of  the  Elkin  Baptist 
Association,  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague  led  the  singing  of  the  hymns,  "I  am 
Thine,  O  Lord"  and  "Near  The  Cross."  Rev.  Ralph  J.  Stanley  read 
from  the  fourteenth  chapter  of  John  for  his  devotional  thought.  Rev. 
Howard  J.  Ford  led  in  prayer. 

The  following  report,  presented  by  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague,  was  adopted. 

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Two  missionary  principles  which  are  true  in  all  lands  are: 
1.  People  must  have  the  Bible,  because  it  presents  Jesus  Christ,  the 
one  hope  of  men  and  nations.  2.  Each  person  must  have  the  Bible 
in  his  own  language,  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  lan- 
guage can  speak. 

The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief  tool.  He  uses  it  in  every  form 
of  mission  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where 
the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must  leave 
— and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  man's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  aids  in  Bible  translation,  publishes 
the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  them  without 
profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  raised 
letter  systems  and  on  talking  book  records.  The  Bible  Society  serves 
every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  around  the  world. 

During  1955  the  American  Bible  Society  helped  to  publish  Bibles 
in  Russian  by  giving  to  Russian  Baptist  leaders,  mats  made  from  our 
printing  plates  which  they  are  using  to  print  50,000  Russian  Bibles. 

It  helped  the  Japan  Bible  Society  publish  the  full  Bible  in  Collo- 
quial Japanese,  the  everyday  language  easily  understood  by  all  the 
people.  This  opens  the  Book  to  many  millions  of  new  readers  and  is 
stimulating  interest  in  Bible  reading. 

The  Society  donated  1,379,100  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution 
by  chaplains  to  our  armed  forces,  providing  a  vital  link  between  the 
home  churches  and  the  men  in  service. 

In  1955  the  American  Bible  Society  distributed  throughout  the 
world  almost  15  million  volumes  of  Scriptures. 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work  and  because 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures 
they  need  for  distribution  in  their  own  work,  Southern  Baptist 
churches  give  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

The  help  of  every  member  of  every  Southern  Baptist  Church 
and  every  individual  who  believes  in  God  and  Jesus  Christ  needed

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

Christ's  command  on  earth  to  his  disciples  was  "Go  ye  into 
all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  And  again 
He  said"  He  that  hath  my  commandments  and  keepth  them,  he  it  is 
that  loveth  me."  Christian  women  find  it  a  joy  and  a  privilege  to  obey 
these  commandments  of  Christ's  through  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  by  prayer,  study,  service  and  giving. 

We  have  eleven  Woman's  Missionary  Organizations  in  our  associ- 
ation this  year.  One,  Union  Hill,  is  newly  formed.  And  100  new  mem- 
bers have  found  new  joy  in  service. 

So  that  this  number  may  be  increased  even  more  during  1956-57 
each  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  taken  the  responsibility  to  help 
a  neighbor  church  organize  another  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
When  the  report  comes  in  next  year  it  should  read  that  every  church 
in  Elkin  Association  has  a  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

We  believe  our  Lord's  promise  "If  you  shall  ask  anything  in  my 
name  I  will  do  it."  Through  our  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  we  pray 
for  the  spread  of  God's  Kingdom,  we  pray  that  the  Lord  might  use 
us  as  individuals  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ,  we  pray  for  the  mission- 
aries who  are  serving  on  foreign  fields  and  in  the  homeland.  For 
every  day  in  the  month,  in  each  month's  issue  of  Royal  Service, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  Magazine,  we  have  listed  the  names,  loca- 
tions and  type  of  work  of  our  missionaries  so  that  we  may  pray  per- 
sonally for  these  servants  of  the  Lord  on  their  birthdays.  Think  what 
it  means  to  know  that  thousands  and  thousands  of  people  are  unitedly 
praying  for  the  same  persons  and  their  work.  How  much  more  power- 
ful can  be  the  ministry  of  these  missionaries  for  there  is  wonderful 
power  in  prayer. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  not  only  prays  for  missions  but, 
is  the  means  of  spreading  information  about  missions.  We  will  never 
share  with  a  lost  world  until  we  care.  How  can  we  care  until  we 
know?  Nine  percent  of  the  population  of  the  world  is  English-speak- 
ing. Ninety  percent  of  the  Christians  are  from  this  nine  per  cent. 
More  than  %  of  the  world's  people  do  not  know  the  Lord  because  we 
have  failed  to  send  them  a  missionary.  It  is  our  responsibility  as 
Christians  to  witness. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  provides  a  place  for  every  woman 
and  every  child  to  study  to  know  the  needs  of  the  world.  Through 
our  graded  series  for  the  children  from  birth  to  eigth  years  in  Sun- 
beams; girls  nine  through  sixteen  in  Girls  Auxiliary;  young  women 
sixteen  through  twenty-five  in  Young  Women's  Auxiliary. 
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The  Brotherhood  Organization  has  assumed  responsibility  during 

1955-  56  for  the  training  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors,  boys  aged  nine 
through  sixteen.  Heretofore,  Royal  Amassadors  have  been  included 
in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  plan. 

The  42  new  members  in  our  youth  organizations  this  year  have 
found  an  opportunity  to  know  of  the  needs  of  other  peoples  in  the 
world.  Perhaps  because  of  these  organizations  some  will  be  led  to  go 
out  as  missionaries  themselves. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  promotes  prayer,  study,  community 
missions  and  stewardship.  One  of  the  oldest  forms  of  worship,  even 
among  pagan  religions,  was  that  of  bringing  the  tithe  as  an  offering. 
We  believe  an  individual  owes  God  one-tenth  of  all  he  has;  money, 
time,  effort  and  personality.  Thirty-one  people  in  our  organizations 
have  found  new  joy  in  tithing  this  year. 

We  also  believe  that  a  church  is  a  steward,  that  a  church  should 
contribute  to  the  Co-operative  Program,  that  a  church  should  give  to 
missions.  Southern  Baptists'  gifts  to  missions  are  so  small  in  propor- 
tion to  our  membership  that  it  takes  8,000  to  support  one  missionary. 
Catholics,  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  to  mention  a  few,  are  way  out 
in  front.  At  the  end  of  last  year  8V2  million  Southern  Baptists  gave 
335  million  dollars  for  all  phases  of  Baptist  work.  Only  103/4  million 
or  3.2%  was  given  for  our  foreign  mission  program  in  35  countries 
and  territories.  85.5%  was  used  for  the  local  churches.  We  gave  a 
much  larger  percentage  to  missions  during  the  depression  years.  Are 
we  doing  as  Jesus  would  have  us  to  do? 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  happy  to  report  a  total  of 
$3,910.19  given  in  1955-56  for  special  mission  offerings.  This  is  $1,000 
increase  over  gifts  for  last  year.   We  propose  to  do  even  better  in 

1956-  57.  It  is  the  aim  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  lead  each 
member  to  give  sacrificially. 

We  face  a  world  desperately  in  need  of  salvation.  It  is  the  pur- 
pose of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  pray,  to  study,  to  serve  and 
to  give  to  the  end  that  the  gospel  message  may  reach  all  people.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

We  of  the  Churches  of  the  Elkin  Association  have  considered  it 
a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  contribute  in  a  financial  way  to  our  great 
institution,  the  Baptist  Hospital,  located  at  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  last  year  the  Elkin  Associ- 
ation was  the  first  Association  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  be 
one  hundred  per  cent  in  giving  by  all  of  the  Churches.  The  last  report 
I  had  from  the  Hospital  this  year  was  that  all  of  the  Churches  in  this 
Association  had  sent  their  contributions  in  with  the  exception  of  three. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  these  contributions  have  already  gone  in  from 
these  three  churches  and,  if  not,  we  are  sure  that  they  will  be  sent 
in  immediately. 

We  have  the  opportunity  and  privilege  on  Mother's  Day  of  each 
year  to  make  this  special  offering  for  our  Baptist  Hospital.  We  have 
heard  in  times  past  and  on  different  occasions  about  the  work  the  Hos- 
pital is  doing  for  these  individuals  who  are  not  able  to  take  care 
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of  their  own  expenses  and  we  are  happy  to  assist  our  friends  who 
might  be  less  fortunate  than  we  in  need  of  medical  attention. 

It  is  appropriate  that  this  special  offering  that  is  taken  for  the 
Baptist  Hospital  comes  on  Mother's  Day  each  year  because  each  of  us 
know  that  our  mothers  have  done  more  for  us  than  perhaps  any  other 
person  in  the  world.  It  is  with  love  and  tender  affection  that  they 
reared  us  from  childhood  into  manhood.  Then  on  the  day  that  is 
dedicated  to  them,  we  can  show  our  love  and  respect  by  doing  some- 
thing for  someone  else. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  the  Elkin  Association  will  go  forward 
in  a  great  and  noble  way  during  the  coming  year  toward  aiding  and 
assisting  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  thereby  demonstrate  their  love  for 
their  fellow  man.

The  following  report,  presented  by  Rev.  Tommy  Johnson,  was 
adopted. 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

During  the  year  1955  a  total  of  824  applications  for  the  care 
of  needy  children  passed  over  the  desk  of  the  General  Superintendent. 
A  decision  had  to  be  made  on  each  case.  We  were  able  to  admit 
to  some  phase  of  our  program  137  of  these  children.  To  the  other  687 
we  had  to  say  no.  Of  course  many  of  these  were  accepted  for  some 
sort  of  care  by  relatives  or  other  agencies. 

In  1955  there  were  58%  more  applications  sent  in  than  in  1950. 
Thus  the  need,  based  on  the  number  of  applications,  grows  greater  each 
year.  Last  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  736  children,  or  23  more  than 
the  year  before.  The  increase  was  in  foster  home  care  and  was  made 
possible  by  an  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  Orphanage  received  part  of  its 
support  through  the  Co-operative  Program.  About  10%  of  the  total 
income  was  given  through  this  channel.  Most  of  the  churches  con- 
tinue to  place  the  Orphanage  in  their  budgets  or  else  take  the  Once- 
A-Month  offering  through  their  Sunday  Schools.  Each  Church,  of 
course,  makes  its  own  decision  about  this  matter.  Let  us  always  bear 
in  mind  the  fact  that  the  income  from  the  Orphanage  from  Church 
budgets,  Once-A-Month  offerings,  and  the  Co-operative  Programs  is 
fixed  and  will  be  the  same  amount  each  year.  Therefore,  the  only  way 
for  the  Orphanage  to  get  more  money  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  needs 
for  child  care  is  through  a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

In  North  Carolina  there  are  more  Baptists  than  ever  before;  the 
income  of  our  people  is  at  an  all-time  high;  they  have  given  more 
money  to  our  total  Baptist  program  than  ever  before.  Surely  this  year 
they  will  make  a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering  to  help  the  homeless 
child  if  our  Church  leaders  will  give  them  a  chance. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  Church  building  and  a  new  parsonage 
have  been  completed  at  Kennedy  Home.  These  are  buildings  of  which 
every  Baptist  can  be  proud.  A  contract  will  be  let  sometime  this  fall 
for  a  new  Boys'  Cottage  and  a  swimming  pool  at  Kennedy  Home.  Bear 
in  mind  that  all  of  these  buildings  are  erected  with  special  gifts  or 
bequests. 
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The  Orphanage  publication,  Charity  and  Children,  is  now  making 
a  greater  contribution  to  our  Baptist  program  than  ever  before  in  its 
glorious  history.  Today  more  than  51,000  copies  of  Charity  and  Chil- 
dren are  mailed  out  each  week.  These  are  filled  with  information 
about  some  phase  of  our  Baptist  program.

REPORT  ON  ALLIED  CHURCH  LEAGUE,  INC. 

As  this  report  is  prepared  the  League  is  making  a  determined 
effort  to  secure  names  on  the  petitions  which  call  upon  the  legislation 
to  enact  a  bill  to  provide  for  a  state-wide  referendum  on  the  Manu- 
facture and  sale  of  beverage  alcohol  in  North  Carolina.  Your  repre- 
sentatives in  the  League  have  sought  to  set  up  an  organization  in  every 
county  in  the  state.  Just  how  successful  we  will  be  in  securing  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  names  signed  to  the  petitions  remains  to  be  seen. 
It  looks  now  as  if  most  of  the  counties  will  have  an  effective  organiza- 
tion for  this  purpose.  The  success  or  failure  of  the  effort  will  be 
determined  by  the  effort  put  forth  in  each  county  to  give  every  person 
of  voting  age  in  such  county  an  opportunity  to  sign.  We  believe  a 
majority  of  our  citizens  are  eager  to  do  whatever  they  can  to  help  rid 
our  state  of  the  liquor  traffic.  The  petitions  offer  an  opportunity 
in  that  direction. 

We  believe  the  prospects  for  a  referendum  in  the  1957  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  are  brighter  than  they  have  ever  been.  But 
it  cannot  be  said  too  emphatically  that  much  depends  on  the  effort 
made  to  get  signatures  on  the  petitions.  The  employees  of  the  League 
are  helpless  apart  from  the  co-operation  of  the  Christian  people  of  our 
state.  We  urge  that  an  effort  be  made  to  enlist  every  denominational 
group,  including  Negro  Christians,  in  this  worthy  undertaking.  If  we 
should  fail  in  this  effort  we  believe  our  cause  will  be  hurt  for  years 
to  come. 

Conditions  in  North  Carolina  are  favorable  to  a  referendum  at  this 
time.  Our  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  alarmed  at  conditions 
produced  by  the  beverage  alcohol  traffic.  Those  who  know  what  is 
happening  are  beginning  to  say  that  something  must  be  done.  Figures 
released  by  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  indicate  that  25%  of  the 
fatalities  on  the  highways  of  the  state  resulted  from  drinking.  Of  the 
45,054  accidents  on  the  highways  during  1955,  8,487  had  been  drinking, 
and  323  people  were  killed  by  drinking  drivers.  Prison  authorities  are 
alarmed  at  the  high  percentage  of  the  prison  population  who  have 
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drinking  records.  This  percentage  is  said  by  one  official  to  be  as  high 
as  90%.  The  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  reveals  that 
in  June,  1956,  there  were  11,215  persons  confined  in  the  county  jails 
in  North  Carolina  and  of  this  number  5,038,  almost  50%  were  charged 
with  violations  involving  alcohol. 

It  is  becoming  more  evident  all  the  time  that  we  must  promote 
a  program  of  education  in  the  churches  which  will  have  as  its  purpose 
a  sober  society  and  the  creation  of  a  moral  climate  which  will  eventu- 
ate in  higher  spiritual  living.  The  rehabilitation  of  the  victims  of 
alcohol  cannot  longer  be  neglected  by  the  churches.  We  must  set  up 
clinics  designed  to  train  our  people  in  methods  of  working  with  people 
who  have  drinking  problems.  To  this  end  we  urge  the  election  in  each 
Association  of  a  person  who  will  help  the  League  in  promotion  of  these 
projects.  Each  church  should  elect  a  committee  on  Social  Education 
to  work  with  the  Association  leader.  We  must  get  back  to  the  people 
with  a  program  of  education  on  all  moral  issues,  and  civic  responsi- 
bilities. 

We  are  now  making  a  drive  by  which  individuals  can  become 
members  of  the  League  and  give  financial  help.  This  plan  is  this: 
Lifetime  Contributing  Membership — $500;  Honorary  Contributing 
Membership — $20  annually;  Active  Contributing  Membership — $5 
annually;  Contributing  Membership — $1  annually.  Membership  cards 
are  available  from  the  person  making  this  report.

Since  1833,  the  RECORDER  has  been  distributing  a  review  of  our 
Baptist  work  into  thousands  of  homes  each  week.  It  should  be  in  every 
Baptist  home. 

During  the  past  year  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  churches 
within  the  Elkin  Association  reported  the  state  paper  being  included 
in  their  church  budget.  For  our  goal  this  year,  let's  strive  for  the 
Every-Family  Plan  within  our  twenty-one  churches.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  Homes  are  in  their  sixth,  and  greatest,  year  of  operation. 

Construction  of  the1  Administration  and  Dormitory  Building  began 
in  February.  It  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  ready 
for  occupancy  by  February  1,  1957. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  this 
new  building,  which,  when  completed  and  equipped,  will  add  one-half 
million  dollars  to  the  total  value  of  the  Home.  What  is  more  encourag- 
ing, there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  total  cost  of  the  new  building 
will  be  paid  for  by  the  time  it  is  occupied,  if  our  3,200  Baptist  churches 
will  respond  with  a  generous  Special  Day  offering  on  the  third  Sun- 
day of  February,  1957. 

The  added  facilities  of  the  new  building  will  make  it  possible  to 
care  for  100  residents — 20  at  Resthaven,  26  at  Albemarle  Home,  and 
44  in  the  new  building.  Of  this  number,  less  than  10  will  be  part- 
time  helpers.  Moreover,  a  greater  ministry  to  our  aging  residents 
will  be  possible  because  of  the  extra  facilities  in  the  new  building. 
Among  these  will  be  ample  space  for  craft  shops,  sun  parlors,  library, 
infirmary,  and  other  additional  features.  In  fact,  the  new  building 
was  planned  and  is  being  constructed  to  provide  a  well  rounded  pro- 
gram with  the  most  up-to-date  facilities. 

The  Special  Day  offering  this  year,  to  date,  is  $88,400.03,  in- 
cluding personal  and  corporation  gifts.  This  amount  will  be  increased 
by  churches  late  in  reporting  their  gifts.  It  is  encouraging  to  know 
that  the  number  of  churches  responding  each  year  is  increasing. 

Resthaven  and  the  Albemarle  Home  have  been  filled  to  capacity. 
When  a  vacancy  occurs,  which  is  rare,  there  is  always  a  waiting  list. 

Effort  was  made  in  Winston-Salem  during  June  and  July  to  raise 
$100,000.00  for  the  new  building.  In  addition  to  the  money  raised,  the 
response  on  the  part  of  a  large  number  of  splendid  businessmen  to 
help  with  the  campaign  was  most  inspiring.  The  aroused  interest  in 
the  program  of  the  Homes  will  bring  increasing  results  for  years 
to  come. 

There  has  been  a  larger  number  of  building  memorial  gifts.  They 
ranged  from  $300.00  to  $3,000.00— $300.00  to  furnish,  $1,000.00  to  en- 
dow, and  $3,000.00  to  pay  cost  of  constructing,  a  room. 

A  trustee,  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews  of  Hamilton,  gave,  in  addition  to 
$3,000.00  to  construct  a  room  in  the  new  building,  $1,378.00  to  pay 
cost  of  excavating  a  lake  on  the  grounds  of  the  new  building. 

Your  homes  are  putting  forth  their  best  efforts  to  render  a  min- 
istry of  security,  comfort,  congenialty,  and  christian  love  to  our  resi- 
dents. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  should  keep  in  mind  that  their  special 
offering  and  the  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program  received  by  the 
Homes  help  to  make  this  ministry  possible  to  all  who  come  to  the 
Homes,  and,  especially,  to  a  large  number  who  could  not  come  but 
for  such  help.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association;  mes- 
sengers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five 
messengers;  and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  association. 

2.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of 
our  local  churches  and  through  co-operation  with  our  State  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  association. 

4.  This  association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  associational  year  shall  be 
from  September  1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are 
deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  association.  Any 
person  serving  or  having  served  2  full  annual  terms  as  moderator 
shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator  to  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  association  and  to  appoint  a  nominating  committee  previous 
to  each  session  of  the  association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  association  and 
to  have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  asso- 
ciation. At  the  discretion  of  the  clerk  a  registrar  may  be  appointed 
to  register  messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  association. 

8.  The  association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contribution  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon 
to  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report 
to  the  association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  program  committee  con- 
sisting of  five  members;  three  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the 
association  nominating  committee  and  the  other  two  shall  be  the  mod- 
erator and  clerk  of  the  association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers 
of  the  association  and  4  others  nominated  by  the  associational  nomi- 
nating committee.  This  committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission 
work,  etc.  This  committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  association,  Asso- 
ciational Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union 
Director,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent, 
Associational  Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and 
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Associational  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  local  and  mission  work  of  the  association. 

12.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all 
matters  respecting  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  constitution  and  the  rules  of  order. 

14.  The  constitution  may  be  altered  or  emended  at  any  annual 
session,  provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the 
first  day  of  the  association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the 
second  day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the 
churches  of  the  association. 

3.  The  moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  cour- 
teously and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according 
to  regular  parliamentary  procedure. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are 
born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subjects  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judge- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  by  the  Presbytery.

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Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  following  report  on 
Radio  and  Visual  Education  presented  by  Dr.  Lin  Fincannon. 

REPORT  ON  RADIO  AND  VISUAL  EDUCATION 

This  department  has  made  some  progress  this  year  in  the  radio 
and  visual  education.  There  remains  a  great  deal  yet  to  be  accom- 
plished. 

The  sponsorship  of  the  Baptist  Hour  on  WIFM,  Sunday  at  2:30 
was  continued  by  the  various  churches  in  the  association. 

We  have  a  total  of  12  operators  trained  to  use  visual  equipment. 
We  have  18  film  strips  owned  by  the  various  churches.  These  can  be 
rented  for  a  small  fee.  There  has  been  a  total  of  32  films  and  film 
strips  used  this  year  by  the  various  churches  of  the  association. 

We  have  the  following  suggestions  for  the  next  year  in  radio  and 
visual  education:  (1)  That  we  continue  listing  the  film  strips  or  slides 
which  each  church  owns.  (2)  That  each  church  establish  a  Radio-Visual 
Education  Committee.  (3)  That  each  church  place  some  money  in 
their  budget  for  teaching  aids,  film  strips,  and  equipment.  (4)  That 
a  program  of  understanding  of  teaching  aids  be  projected  into  areas 
not  now  using  the  program. 

This  committee  will  help  any  pastor  or  church  interested  in 
Radio-Visual  Education.

REPORT  ON  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  joint  program  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  has  undergone 
considerable  change  and  expansion  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  in  North  Carolina  from  its  be- 
ginning has  been  different  from  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  in 
other  states.  This  difference  was  in  member  and  church  dues,  and 
benefits  received.  However,  a  change  was  made  in  the  Plan,  that 
uniformity  of  plan  might  exist  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. The  M.  R.  P.  of  North  Carolina  on  January  1,  1956  was  closed 
to  new  members.  After  that  date  all  new  members  must  come  into 
the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan,  which  plan  is  the  same  in  all 
states.  North  Carolina  increased  the  benefits  of  its  state  MRP  to 
meet  the  benefits  of  the  Ministers  Security  Plan  of  other  states.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  total  contributions  of  member,  church,  and  state 
convention  should  match  the  dues  of  the  MSP  in  other  states,  that 
is,  15  per  cent  of  the  salary  basis. 

Throughout  the  Convention  much  growth  of  the  plans  has  been 
realized.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1957  there  were  issued  2,176 
certificates.  Of  these,  1,026  were  to  applicants  who  have  never  had 
membership  in  one  of  the  plans. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  enrolled  492  new  members; 
Age  Security,  93;  and  the  Savings  Annuity  Plan,  55.  There  were  430 
new  churches  enlisted  in  the  state  unit  plans  during  the  same  period 
of  time. 
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At  the  end  of  June,  there  were  562  old  ministers  on  the  relief 
roll  and  816  widows,  making  a  total  of  1,378.  Thirty  preachers  and 
25  widows  were  added  to  the  rolls  during  the  first  six  months.  The 
total  expenditures  for  relief  for  the  first  six  months  of  1957  were 
$133,931.14. 

Total  income  and  receipts  for  the  first  two  quarters  amounted 
to  $5,032,  559.66.  Receipts  from  premiums  and  dues  represented  $3, 
787,192.92. 

Benefits  paid  out  during  the  first  six  months  totaled  $1,068,649.51. 
The  total  assets  on  June  30  was  $52,431,590.95.  Present  and  future 
annuitants  now  have  claims  of  $46,116,214.58,  or  for  87.9%  of  the 
assets. 

In  North  Carolina,  under  the  MRP,  89  annuitants  and  37  widows 
are  today  receiving  benefits,  and  4  ministers  are  receiving  disability 
benefits.  Under  the  direct  relief  program  63  ministers  and  94  widows 
are  receiving  grants  in  aid  amounting  to  $24,644  annually. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  desires  to  be  helpful  in  every  way 
possible,  and  respectfully  solicits  the  participation  of  pastors  and 
churches  in  its  protection  plans.

The  following  report  presented  by  Rev.  J.  L.  PoweTs  was  adopted. 
N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  AGING 

This,  the  seventh  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for 
the  Aging,  has  been  the  greatest  year  of  expansion,  thanks  to  our 
Lord  for  His  continued  favor,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptists  for 
their  increased  support. 

The  new  Administration  and  Residential  Building  was  opened 
June  13.  All  rooms  are  now  occupied,  except  four  in  the  infirmary, 
which  are  reserved  for  residents  who  will  need  them. 

The  new  building  increased  facilities  to  112  residents,  counting 
residents  at  Resthaven  and  the  Albemarle  Home.  It  also  added  half 
a  million  dollars  to  the  value  of  the  assets  of  the  Home  for  the 
Aging. 

Another  forward  step  was  taken  in  July  when  the  General  Board 
voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  offer  of  Don  G.  Matthews,  Sr.,  Hamil- 
ton, N.  C,  to  give  $50,000  and  land  on  which  to  build  a  Home  for 
the  Aging  in  eastern  Carolina.  This  fourth  Home  will  probably  add 
space  for  approximately  forty  additional  residents,  thus  bringing  the 
total  capacity  of  all  the  Homes  to  150  residents. 

Two  wills  have  been  probated  in  Forsyth  County  in  which  the 
Homes  were  remembered  with  sizeable  gifts  when  received.  Word 
has  come  of  other  wills  in  which  the  Homes  will  share. 

A  total  of  about  eighty-five  thousand  ($85,000)  dollars  has  been 
received  from  the  February  Special  Day  Offering.  This  represents  an 
average  gift  of  ten  (10c)  cents  per  Baptist — 850,000  in  number. 

The  challenge  facing  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  at  present  is  to 
finish  paying  for  the  new  building,  although  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention authorized  that  the  Homes  might  borrow  up  to  one  hundred, 
seventy-five  thousand  ($175,000)  dollars  to  finish  paying  for  the  con- 
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struction  and  equipping  the  new  building  on  Reynolds  Park  Road. 
Actually,  it  was  not  necessary  to  borrow  but  one  hundred  thousand 
($100,000)  dollars.  Surely,  with  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  responding 
with  a  generous  Special  Day  Offering  on  the  third  Sunday  of  Febru- 
ary, 1958,  and  with  continued  gifts  coming  in  from  other  sources  as 
they  have1  been  in  the  past,  this  balance  of  one  hundred  thousand 
($100,000)  dollars,  should  be  paid  within  the  year.  Accordingly,  if 
every  pastor  and  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  will  urge  the 
members  of  each  church  to  respond  to  this  worthy  cause,  the  Baptist 
Homes  for  the  Aging  will  be  free  of  debt  by  the  end  of  the  year,  1958. 

The  residents,  and  all  connected  with  the  Homes  for  the  Aging, 
are  deeply  grateful  for  the  support  received  in  the  past,  and  join 
with  the  Baptists  of  our  state  in  thanking  God  for  His  favor  and 
blessings  year  by  year. 

The  state  of  health  of  the  residents  has  been  remarkably  good, 
considering  their  ages  65  to  97  years.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Good  reading  brings  knowledge,  and  knowledge  brings  under- 
standing. And  out  of  understanding  comes  the  power  to  live  wisely. 
Baptists  work  together  in  a  great  spiritual  democracy.  But  no  democ- 
racy can  live  unless  its  people  keep  informed  and  inspired  by  the 
right  kind  of  reading.  "Give  attention  to  reading,"  urged  Paul  to  the 
early  Christians.  "Blessed  is  he  that  readeth,"  declared  the  Apostle 
John  in  his  last  message. 

In  the  year  1830,  North  Carolina  Baptists  organized  themselves 
into  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  Constitution  stated  that  the 
main  purpose  was  "the  promotion  of  missions,  education,  social 
service,  and  the  distribution  of  sound  religious  literature."  Three 
years  later,  1833,  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  founded  to  help  carry 
out  these  aims.  No  baptist  home  or  mail  box  is  beyond  the  reach  of 
the  RECORDER  each  week,  yet  only  about  one  family  in  four  are 
receiving  the  Recorder. 

We  sincerely  urge  all  pastors,  associational  workers,  Sunday 
School  Superintendents,  teachers,  and  officers,  state  workers,  W.  M. 
U.,  Training  Union  and  Brotherhood  members  and  others,  to  promote 
in  every  possible  way  the  EVERY-FAMILY  plan  or  at  least  a  good- 
sized  RECORDER  club  in  every  church.  No  Baptist  can  keep  well  in- 
formed about  the  work  of  his  church  and  denomination  unless  he 
reads  his  State  Baptist  paper. 

If  your  church  will  use  the  Every-Family  Plan  which  is  one  sub- 
scription to  each  home  in  the  church  the  price  per  year  is  $1.50.  If 
your  church  cannot  do  this,  then  try  to  get  a  Club  Plan,  with  4  or 
more  subscriptions,  the  price  is  $2.00  a  year.  If  you  cannot  get  the 
Club  Plan  then  you  take  the  Recorder:  the  single  subscription  is  $2.50 
a  year.  Just  be  sure  the  Recorder  comes  to  YOUR  home.

He  led  the 
closing  prayer  of  the  morning  session  and  at  the  same  time  returned 
thanks  for  the  noonday  meal  which  was  prepared  and  served  by  the 
members  of  the  Mineral  Springs  Baptist  Church.  Because  of  weather 
conditions,  the  meal  was  served  in  the  recreation  room  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  in  Elkin.  We  were  cordially  invited  to  remain  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church  for  the  afternoon  session. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  association  meeting  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  began  its 
afternoon  session  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "All  Hail  The  Power 
of  Jesus'  Name"  directed  by  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague. 

Rev.  Tommie  Collins  conducted  the  devotional  using  the  second 
chapter  of  Acts  for  his  devotional  thought. 


The  following  report  presented  by  T.  C.  Darnell,  was  adopted. 
REPORT  ON  TRAINING  UNION 

We  are  very  happy  of  the  progress  of  our  Training  Union  in  our 
Elkin  Association.  It  has  been  by  the  help  of  the  Lord  and  the  wond- 
erful co-operation  of  the  Training  Union  members  of  e-ach  church 
to  have  made  this  progress  possible. 

At  the  close  of  the  Associational  year  1956,  we  had  enrolled  in 
Training  Union  1,217.  At  the  close  of  the  associational  year  1957  we 
have  an  enrollment  of  1,260.  We  have  organized  one  new  Training 
Union  at  White  Plains,  and  had  one  church,  Pleasant  Hill,  to  reach 
the  Standard  of  Excellence  with  2  Junior  Unions  and  one  adult 
union  to  have  Standard  Departments. 

Meetings  held  were  four  mass  meeting  with  an  average  attendance 
of  229,  four  executive  meetings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  5,  and 
four  officers  and  lears  council  meetings  with  an  average  attendance  of 
36,  one  Youth  Night,  64  attending. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  385  awards  given,  and  twelve 
Study  Courses  taught  in  eight  churches. 

The  work  of  the  Training  Union  plays  a  very  important  part  in 
the  growth  of  any  church.  It  is  our  duty  as  leaders  and  members  to 
work,  and  cooperate  to  train  our  people  of  our  church  and  our  com- 
munity. "When  Abram  heard  that  his  brother  was  taken  captive,  he 
armed  his  trained  servants — and  pursued  them,"  Gen.  14:14.  So  must 
we  train  ourselves  to  pursue  those  whose  eyes  have  been  blinded 
by  the  force  of  the  evil  one.  What  better  way  than  in  our  local  church 
Training  Union?

Mr.  James  P.  Morgan  spoke  to  the  report.  At  Mr.  Morgan's  re- 
quest, Rev.  J.  W.  Allen,  visitor  from  another  association,  spoke  con- 
cerning some  methods  tried  in  his  church  to  enlarge  training  union 
and  gave  a  very  inspirational  report  as  to  the  success  of  these  methods. 
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Dr.  J.  C.  Canipe,  President  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and 
Mr.  H.  N.  Lance,  President  of  Mars  Hill  College  were  recognized.  Mr. 
Lance  spoke  briefly  to  report  concerning  Mars  Hill  College. 

Dr.  V.  W.  Taylor,  Jr.,  gave  a  brief  report  on  Christian  Education. 
He  pointed  out  that  all  of  our  colleges  are  full  this  year  and  were 
full  last  year.  More  space  is  greatly  needed.  There  has  been  a  Chris- 
tian Education  Committee  appointed  in  our  convention  to  look  into 
the  matter.  Dr.  Taylor  is  one  of  the  twenty  five  people  composing 
this  committee.  He  pointed  out  that  there  were  a  number  of  boys 
and  girls  that  would  like  to  enroll  in  our  Christian  colleges,  but  be- 
cause of  the  space  problem,  are  unable  to.  The  lack  of  teachers  pre- 
sents a  problem  also.  Dr.  Taylor  told  us  in  this  report  that  there  is 
a  growing  need  for  the  type  of  activities  received  in  our  Baptist  insti- 
tutions rather  than  the  state  institutions. 

Our  colleges  are  rendering  services  that  are  far-reaching  in 
training  Christian  leadership  that  they  do  not  receive  in  other  col- 
leges. The  influence  of  the  type  of  leadership  a  youth  receives  is 
felt  throughout  the  state  and  is  much  greater  than  some  think  and 
believe. 

Dr.  Bud  Smith,  president  of  Wingate  College  spoke  to  report  con- 
cerning Christian  Education. 

J.  C.  Canipe,  Chairman  of  the  "Tithers  Prove  Me''  program  spoke 
to  report  in  regard  to  the  progress  being  made  in  this  program.  Some 
very  challenging  facts  were  presented  us. 


Upon  motion,  the  following  report  was  adopted. 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

I  am  very  happy  to  bring  to  you  a  report  on  the  Cooperative 
Program.  The  Cooperative  Program  was  adopted  as  a  plan  for  Bap- 
tists in  1925.  Let  us  not  forget  that  date.  The  Lord  has  been  blessing 
this  plan  for  (32)  thirty  two  years.  Surely  no  one  can  deny  that  the 
Lord  has  continued  to  bless  this  plan  of  Southern  Baptists.  Is  there 
any  other  way  we  as  Baptists  can  put  out  2,125  missionaries  on  Home 
and  Foreign  fields? 

Can  you  think  of  8  million  Baptists  and  over  30,000  churches  work- 
ing together?  It's  true  many  churches  could  send  or  support  a  foreign 
missionary,  but  I  believe  as  Baptists  we  had  rather  join  hands  with 
our  sister  churches  in  the  Elkin  Association.  This  way  we  can 
strengthen  one  another. 

From  September  1,  1956  through  July  31,  1957,  we  the  churches  in 
this  Elkin  Association  have  given  through  the  channel  of  this  Co- 
operative Program  $11,128.03.  This  is  an  average  of  $529.00  for  each 
church. 

Let  us  purpose  in  our  churches  to  give  more  next  year  through 
our  Cooperative  Program  to  the  many  worthy  causes  supported  by 
Baptists.  God  has  surely  shown  His  Power  through  this  plan.

A  motion  was  made  to  adopt  and  incorporate  the  following  report 
into  our  minutes. 
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BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOME  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  1956  was  another  busy  one  at  the  Baptist  Children's 
Home.  We  were  able  to  admit  to  our  care  only  one  fifth  of  the  chil- 
dren for  whom  application  was  made.  There  was  a  total  of  813  ap- 
plications. Of  this  number  only  169  children  could  be  admitted  to 
some  phase  of  our  program. 

Careful  research  by  our  Social  Service  Department  made  it  pos- 
sible to  place  many  of  the  remaining  644  children  with  relatives  or 
other  agencies  where  their  needs  are  being  met.  Many  others  could  not 
be  placed  and  are  still  waiting  for  someone  to  come  to  their  rescue. 
Our  pastors  have  been  most  tolerant  and  cooperative  in  trying  to 
reach  the  weighty  decisions  as  to  which  children  were  in  greatest 
need  and  should  be  admitted  to  fill  our  few  vacancies. 

Last  year  we  served  a  total  of  751  children,  an  increase  of  15 
over  the  year  before.  Of  these,  126  were  supported  in  foster  board- 
ing homes.  We  as  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  should  serve  an  esti- 
mated 1,000  children  annually.  It  is  therefore  planned  to  gradually 
expand  the  Foster  Home  Program  until  we  as  a  denomination  are 
caring  for  our  proportionate  share  of  dependent  children. 

Another  need  is  the  Indian  Orphanage  at  Pembroke.  This  home 
cares  for  about  twenty  children.  Since  this  home  has  not  been  and 
probably  cannot  be  adequately  supported  by  the  local  association, 
considerable  sentiment  has  developed  among  North  Carolina  Baptists 
for  admitting  it  as  a  part  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.  In  view  of  this  sentiment  and  the  pressing  need,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Childrens  Home  voted  unanimously 
at  their  regular  annual  meeting  in  May,  1957,  to  recommend  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  November,  1957, 
that  the  Pembroke  Orphanage  be  made  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Child  Care  Program.  If  the  convention  approves  this  action, 
it  will  necessitate  the  erection  of  one  cottage  at  Pembroke  at  a  cost 
of  about  $50,000.00,  and  an  additional  operating  budget  of  about 
$20,000.00  per  year. 

We  believe  we  can  get  the  money  for  the  cottage  through  special 
gifts  and  bequests.  The  current  support  would  have  to  come  through 
the  churches.  Our  Baptist  churches  have  two  plans  for  supporting  the 
Children's  Homes. 

Plan  Number  One  is  a  combination  of  the  Once-A-Month  Offer- 
ing and  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  homes  then  would  receive  a 
fixed  amount. 

Plan  Number  Two  is  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Every  dollar  of 
this  comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  and  may  be  increased  by  the 
churches  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  as  far  as  our  people  wish  to  go. 

If  every  church  will  increase  its  Thanksgiving  Offering  10  per 
cent,  this  will  give  us  the  $20,000.00  to  support  the  children  at  Pem- 
broke. If  we  go  beyond  this  amount  in  our  giving,  it  will  expand  the 
Foster  Home  Program  in  helping  to  care  for  some  of  the  644  chil- 
dren who  had  to  be  turned  away  last  year.  Surely  God  is  not  pleased 
with  us  until  we  have  done  our  very  best. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN  continues  to  serve  North  Carolina 
Baptists  in  promoting  the  Kingdom  of  God.  It  strives  to  keep  us  in- 
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formed  of  our  denominational  work.  The  circulation  is  about  52,000. 

This  is  1,000  more  than  last  year.  We  believe  every  church  will 

profit  by  a  Charity  and  Children  Club.

We  can  be 
justly  proud  of  this  step  forward  and  look  forward  to  a  great  advance- 
ment in  our  church  music  in  the  near  future. 

The  music  of  the  church  should  be  as  appealing  as  the  music 
outside  the  church.  The  talents  of  the  young  and  the  old  must  be 
utilized  for  the  glory  of  Christ  and  his  church. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  our  state  music  department  is  to  assist 
all  churches  in  their  music  problems.

The  association  promoted  an  associational  Sunday  School  study 
course  clinic  with  14  churches  participating  also  a  Sunday  School 
enlargement  campaign  assisted  by  the  State  Sunday  School  Board 
with  14  churches  participating.

It  is  an  experience 
and  a  challenge  to  millions  of  people  around  the  world. 

The  one  hope  of  man  and  nations  is  Jesus  Christ.  If  the  people 
of  the  world  are  to  know  Christ  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  helping  to  send  the  Bible  to  all 
parts  of  the  world.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible.  It 
publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit, 
usually  below  cost.  For  the  Blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  raised  letter 
systems  and  on  Talking  Book  records. 

This  year  the  Bible  Society  celebrates  the  translation  of  some 
part  of  the  Bible  into  more  than  1,100  different  languages  and  dialects. 

Publication  will  reach  an  estimated  14,614,000  copies  in  1957, 
including  787,000  Bibles,  over  1,000,000  Testaments,  and  over  12^ 
million  Bible  portions.  More  than  17  million  Bible  reading  bookmarks 
were  distributed  through  ministers,  churches,  and  individuals.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

As  Baptists  we  are  able  to  study  the  records  and  see  that  we 
have  made  progress  in  the  past  year.  But  as  we  look  at  the  world 
today;  the  increase  in  population,  the  poverty  of  the  world  and  the 
spiritual  darkness  of  its  people  we  begin  to  feel  the  enormity  of  the 
task  that  is  ours  when  we  undertake  to  bring  the  gospel  to  each 
person.  We  as  Christians  know  that  God  will  use  His  followers  to  help 
complete  this  task  if  we  will  but  dedicate  ourselves  and  our 
resources.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  exists  for  the  purpose  of  helping 
each  of  its  members  have  a  part  in  bringing  the  gospel  to  all  the 
people  of  the  world. 

We  now  have  13  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in  our  Association. 
This  is  an  increase  of  two  during  1956-57.  And  30  more  women  have 
joined  in  the  work  of  carrying  out  our  Lord's  command  to  "Go  ye." 
This  means  that  more  than  500  women  in  our  Association  are  working 
and  giving  so  that  the  lost  may  be  won  to  Christ. 

Fifty-six  additional  young  people  have  enlisted  in  our  YWA,  GA 
and  Sunbeam  Bands  so  that  they  might  learn  of  the  needs  of  the 
world  and  how  to  meet  those  needs.  We  have  one  new  YWA  and  one 
new  GA.  Let  us  pray  that  God  may  call  some  of  these  young  people 
to  serve  on  the  mission  field. 

Our  Association  gave  more  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering 
than  ever  before  but  our  entire  mission  offerings  throughout  the  year 
only  totaled  $300.00  more  than  last  year's  gifts.  Are  we  giving  as  we 
should?  Let  us  give  sacrificially. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  looks  forward  to  the  coming  year 
expecting  more  of  our  adults  as  well  as  young  people  to  accept  the 
wonderful  privilege  of  serving  Christ.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  1957  REPORT 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  dedicated  to  the  service 
of  those  in  need  of  medical  care,  the  education  of  young  people  in 
various  branches  of  medical  service,  and  the  bearing  of  a  Christian 
witness  throughout  North  Carolina  and  the  world.

Once  more  it  has  set  a  new  record  in  its  ministry  to  sick  people. 
Last  year  it.  provided  123,000  days  of  bed  care  for  15,784  patients. 
There  were  61,000  visits  to  the  out-patient  clinics  and  60,000  visits 
to  the  private  clinics.  Service  patients  came  from  92  of  the  100 
counties  of  our  State.  This  represents  specialized  medical  care  in 
twenty-five  different  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery.  It  represents 
the  services  of  skilled  medical  specialists  and  special  equipment  in 
each  of  these  fields.  It  represents  a  medical  staff  and  equipment  which, 
because  of  the  many  skills  and  the  large  investment  involved,  cannot 
be  provided  except  in  such  a  medical  center.  It  provides  medical 
service  of  the  highest  order  for  our  people  in  North  Carolina,  what- 
ever their  financial  circumstances  may  be. 

The  new  Cobalt  machine  is  in  full  operation,  providing  treatment 
for  about  35  cancer  patients  each  day.  Our  very  fine  plastic  surgeon 
is  doing  highly  skilled  work,  and  our  heart  surgeon  has  performed 
successfully  some  of  the  newest  and  most  difficult  heart  operations 
known.  These  services  are  typical  of  those  offered  by  our  Baptist 
Hospital. 

If  a  person  wishes  to  go  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  for  treatment,  it 
is  necessary  that  an  appointment  be  made  in  advance.  When  an 
appointment  is  requested,  accurate  information  must  be  given  as 
to  the  general  nature  of  the  patient's  problems  and  whether  he  needs 
to  go  through  the  out-patient  clinic,  rather  than  as  a  private  or  full- 
pay  patient.  The  out-patient  department  is  open  to  persons  who  are 
not  able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical  care.  In  cases  of 
emergency,  or  the  need  for  immediate  hospitalization,  a  local 
physician  should  always  call  or  write  the  hospital  in  order  that  he 
may  give  the  medical  information  required  before  the  proper  arrange- 
ments can  be  made.  If  a  person  will  not  be  able  to  pay  his  full  hospital 
bill  when  he  leaves  the  hospital,  definite  financial  arrangements  should 
be  made  when  he  is  admitted  to  the  hospital  and  not  left  until  later, 
This  can  prevent  misunderstanding  and  unnecessary  hardship. 

It  appears  now  that  our  churches  of  the  State  have  made  their 
largest  Mother's  Day  offering  this  year.  We  are  grateful  for  this 
because  the  needs  for  help  have  been  greater  than  they  have  ever 
been  before.  Let  us  share  in  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  by 
giving  generously  of  our  prayers,  our  love,  and  our  money. 

Dr.  W.  K.  McGee,  Director  of  Denominational  Relations  of  the 
Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc.  spoke  to  report. 

The  association  was  led  in  the  singing  of  "Amazing  Grace"  after 
which  Rev.  Lloyd  Pardue  delivered  the  associational  sermon,  using 
as  his  text,  Matthew  7. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  message,  thanks  for  the  noonday  meal 
which  was  served  by  the  members  of  the  Cool  Springs  Church,  was 
expressed  by  Rev.  Pardue.

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ALLIED  CHURCH  LEAGUE  REPORT 

The  liquor  traffic  in  America  is  doing  more  to  hamper  and  hinder 
the  work  of  our  churches  than  all  other  evils  put  together. 

Drinking  may  not  be  the  major  problem  of  the  Christian  but  it 
surely  is  one  of  the  greatest  in  our  land. 

This  year  we  have  been  brought  face  to  face  with  the  power  the 
liquor  manufacturers  have  in  our  state,  by  furnishing  free  liquor  to 
our  state  legislators,  they  have  been  able  to  defeat  any  bill,  petition 
or  effort  to  bring  about  a  vote  of  the  people  on  this  great  evil. 

While  so  many  European  countries  are  on  the  decrease  in  con- 
sumption of  alcoholic  beverages,  America  is  on  the  increase.  Within 
the  last  fifteen  years  there  has  been  a  fifty  per  cent  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  drinkers  in  the  United  States.  So  America  has  become,  as 
someone  recently  described  it,  the  drinking  capital  of  the  hopeless 
and  helpless.  In  this  respect  our  churches  of  the  land  have  a  great 
responsibility  in  showing  to  the  world  that  we  have  the  answer  to  the 
problem  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

These  people  who  chose  to  drink  rather  than  pray,  to  escape 
rather  than  face  matters,  who  turn  like  a  baby  to  a  bottle  need  to  be 
shown  that  Christ,  rather  than  the  influence  of  alcohol,  is  the  only 
answer  for  their  problems. 

We  must  work  for  total  abstinence,  total  warfare  and  total  eradica- 
tion of  the  sale  and  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  any  shape,  form  or 
fashion  in  our  Land. 

As  we  join  hands  with  other  churches  through  the  Allied  Church 
League  in  the  fight  against  alcohol  and  with  our  prayers  and  financial 
support  may  we  establish  new  beach-heads  for  Jesus,  as  we  try  to  put 
down  this  great  evil.  And  when  the  time  comes  to  vote — vote  for  the 
man  who  in  turn  will  vote  dry  for  you  in  Raleigh.

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The  following  report,  presented  by  Charles  Trammel,  was  adopted. 
REPORT  ON  BROTHERHOOD  WORK 

Southern  Baptist  men  now  have  two  challenging  goals.    They  are 

(1)  A  fully  staffed  associational  Brotherhood  in  every  association  and 

(2)  an  active  Brotherhood  in  every  church. 

During  1957  for  the  first  time  in  the  Elkin  Association  an  associa- 
tional Brotherhood  organization  was  established.  This  organization 
was  set  up  to  help  any  church  that  feels  they  are  ready  to  organize  a 
Brotherhood.  Through  this  new  organization  we  hope  to  reach  the  men 
of  the  churches,  whether  they  have  Brotherhoods  or  not,  with  regular 
and  definite  messages  concerning  various  phases  of  the  work,  needs, 
and  objectives  of  the  Brotherhood  and  the  denomination. 

We  face  no  greater  challenge  than  that  of  enlisting  the  hundreds 
of  men  who  have  their  names  on  the  rolls  of  our  churches,  but  who  at 
present  seem  to  have  very  little  interest  in  any  part  of  the  program 
of  those  churches.  Our  goal  for  the  next  year  is  an  active  Brotherhood 
for  every  church  in  the  association.  In  order  to  accomplish  the  goal 
the  cooperation  of  every  pastor  and  layman  is  necessary,  for  we  know 
that  no  steps  toward  the  organization  of  a  Brotherhood  in  a  church 
should  be  taken  unless  the  pastor  thinks  the  church  is  ready  for  one. 

The  total  Brotherhood  enrollment  is  329.  Of  this  95  are  Royal 
Ambassadors.  The  reported  Royal  Ambassador  enrollment  increased 
from  82  to  95,  an  increase  of  13.  The  Brotherhood  enrollment  increas- 
ed from  213  to  234,  a  total  of  21.  Out  of  approximately  800  resident 
members  who  are  men  we  now  have  only  234  enrolled  in  our  Brother- 
hoods. 

During  this  associational  year  no  new  Brotherhoods  have  been 
established  but  we  do  feel  that  a  great  amount  of  interest  has  been 
created  in  churches  without  Brotherhoods  and  that  several  are  ready 
to  organize  soon. 

During  the  past  year  the  Brotherhoods  contributed  their  share  of 
funds  for  the  construction  of  a  swimming  pool  at  our  Baptist  Assembly 
at  Fruitland.  This  addition  to  the  facilities  at  Fruitland  filled  a  great 
recreational  need  for  the  young  people  attending  the  assemblies. 

The  Brotherhood  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  was  host  to  the 
Region  Seven  Convention  held  on  May  10.  Over  400  attended  and 
enjoyed  greatly  the  excellent  speakers  and  the  dinner. 

Two  of  our  members  attended  the  weekend  conference  at  Fruit- 
land on  June  28  and  29.  There  plans  were  discussed  for  the  work  to 
be  done  during  the  coming  year. 

Most  of  the  State  Brotherhood  leaders  are  now  attending  the  First 
National  Conference  of  Southern  Baptist  men  being  held  now  in  Okla- 
homa City,  Oklahoma.  None  of  the  Brotherhood  members  of  our 
association  were  able  to  attend  this  year  but  we  do  hope  to  send 
representatives  in  the  years  to  come.

Rev.  Howard  J.  Ford,  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report  which  was  adopted. 

EVANGELISM 

The  key  to  evangelism  is  the  local  church.  The  pastor  must  be  in 
vanguard  of  any  sustained  evangelism  in  the  local  church  program.  In. 
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effective  evangelism  today  the  layman  is  decisive.  He  should  be  con- 
sidered and  used  in  any  organized  plan  for  soul  winning. 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  chief  evangelistic  agency  within  the 
church.  The  Sunday  School  should  be  positively  evangelistic.  The 
teachers  should  earnestly  seek  to  lead  their  pupils  to  Christ.  The 
Sunday  School  should  cooperate  with  the  special  evangelistic  cam- 
paigns of  the  church. 

It  would  be  helpful  for  each  congregation  to  organize  a  Church 
Council  of  Evangelism.  It  should  be  composed  of  the  pastor,  the  Sun- 
day School  superintendent,  the  Training  Union  director,  the  president 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Unio-n,  the  Brotherhood  president,  and  the 
educational  director,  if  the  church  has  such  an  officer.  The  pastor 
should  serve  as  chairman  of  this  council.  The  scope  and  work  of  the 
Church  Council  of  Evangelism  is  fully  covered  in  material  that  can  be 
secured  from  the  Department  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sion Board. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  has  approved  the 
1959  World  Wide  Simultaneous  Revival  Crusade.  Our  state  has  alreadw 
been  divided  into  a  northern  and  southern  zone.  The  date  for  our 
area  is  April  12-26.  Your  committee  suggests  that  we  go  on  record  as 
favoring  this  World  Wide  Revival  Crusade.  Furthermore,  that  our 
churches  begin  now  to  pray  for  this  crusade  and  plan  to  actively  parti- 
cipate by  scheduling  a  revival  April  12-26,  1959.
